and with the repeated affui'ahces of bringing 
him to his pappa-, for -whcm> he often en- 
quired with a whiittpering cone t by which 
dtvices he kept Tiihi pretty quiet till h« came 
to his rendezvous iri St Ca^arine's, wherO 
Re pretended that it was the child of a relaJ 
tion, that was^ goitig withhim to Byifteli'iat 
Avhich place he was to-^^ ofT the very neiei 
jnomingj but notwithftanding all the, arti 
he made^^ic oT, and the affiftant folicitiid* 
of bis landlady and her people, fbc pocx in- 
nocent cry^d moftipiercingly, till wearineft 
ctoied his eyes, and left him in' the quiet 
cuftody of- ruder hands thah ever before he' 
feemed to have experienced the touch of.

The- man- whoi had thus kidnapp'J this 
little cherub was the maftcr of a vcflcl be- 
longing to Brifiel, then lying in Kingroad,, 
-bound tOJ thc'cbaft of 'Gaww,. upon the flave 
HJrade, land hadtadceB a fudden trip to Lott- 
datti toicpnIUIt -wiiltone of his owners there, 
upon fume matters. eclating to his vt^age ; 
ke was. a Angle man^ and having no houfe 
or lodgings oa Ihore, i*epaired, upon his ar- 
ffiv^y on board <Iu£ awn vei&il» witK.poor 
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tomnff, whom he dcftined^fbrhis c6m{>aniea 
:nd bedfellow, in the long and unbealthjT 
'oyage which he was going. He had ail thp 
oughnefs and brutality^ ulual to his profef- 
ion, "mingled, how^rer, "wirii in inlinUat- 
ng air, that was the procefi of an abomi*- 
lable vice, that I muft too (boa be obliged 
o hint at. As to his principks, 1 ihaU. not 
iced to defcribe them i the fads, that wiU 
oliow, will_ afford a fuffkient -portrait x£ 
hem to my readers^ -Siill he continiicd 
lighly to cafe6 and foodie hid little, m«it'- 
natr, by which tncans be in.a nunner'obt- - 
irer&ced all the remaiaiogltr^ces. of hi» par 
encs, and Iboh brought him to cdU him hf 
he endearing aptpellation of his p^^a ; fa 
hat, bating the little Hcknefs of his. former 
oyage, after h^iHgip^op^JMcefiacics- add 
nnen prowided for hinl;^as..^ child: of thr 
aptain's relation, ht;. fe^.Doiother vncaib- 
efs, and the (hip fet fail, whilft he divert- 
d himlcif iri thc'iouiid-Iioiife wkh tht foys 
tat had'been given htm -for thatptiipole-.. ; 

Hitho-to, the reader will oe'Xpt Ott iroi- 
ine chat the .captiia luGd cbofieived ^.Ttidi- 
en fondnefs for this child at firft fight, fram 
view 'of his enchanting counDeoancie which 
'as cominned by farther knowledge of his 
retty fociety j a dcfir? folely to breed him 
p.as his cwa, and to i)jfply.the.ik$&\of 
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offspring, withoot the cares or tunnoils of 
matrimony, at the expence only of making 
a family miferable ; contenting'htmfelf with 
the fitlvo of fupplying the tendcrnefs of tfic 
parenta, by his own. Sachr inftances per- 
haps nnay be prcKi«ce<J; bat this, alas ! was 
far from being one of th«n. Tern was, 
though fmall of ftature for his age, and 
backward in his Ipeech, of a moft exaft pro- 
portion of body, and a charming fymmetry 
ef .features, and.by his drefs and behaviour, 
evidenced his being born of parents above 
the common rank j his eyes were black, and

The fuccefs of a voyagp that one would xvastr 
gtne would have been difappohued by thuor 
der from heaven, of a ihip that feemea markr 
c^ fbV the biaft of avei^ng lightning, fronp 
the divine difpleafur^ was fo extraordinary^ 
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that they eompleted their lading of flares in 
liefs than -fix if/idk$, and-fafety anived at 
Setie-fuxeii inlet in Maryland, where William- 
fan difpofcd of bis cargo to advantage, and 
had alrholt completed his returns for Europe, 
before he had determined the fate of the 
haplefs bey. ■ By this time, he had com- 
|4etcd his- eighth year, and though fo cruel- 
ty treated, fo i»ickedly r<Abed of the in- 
ftru^ions and cares of his parents, difcover-

defying Barlo-w t© match it with a ftroke of 
fo much eclat. Sarlo^ai at firft wag fomewhat 
'fiiocked, and damn'd his companion for a 
.mifcreant and a villain ; but foon join'd him 
in his laugh upon the occafion, and agreed 
to applaud it as a mafterpiece, concluding 
■—well d — n me, perhaps he'll make as good 
a man under me as he would at home. As 
foon as Witiiamfon failed, therighteous plan- 
ter returned licffne ; but before we enter the 
houfe with him, let *is take a furvey of the 
treatment Tommy received before his arrival. 

Mrs Barlow was a womaA of fcnfe and

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hands of ftrangers. This was the reBe^on 
Ihc made at the firft fight of the hapleis boy j 
but, when his fpirits were a little revived, 
he appeared fo lively, and of fa amiable a 
temper, that, before the return of her huf- 
band, he had made fuch a qitjck progrcft in 
her aflfeftions, flie began to look upon hJib, 
even with the tendernefs of a mother, which 
was fenfibly encreaftdby her Fanny's fond- 
nefs- for her new playmate, who could not 
bear him out of her fight, and for whom he 
feemed to have conirafted an equil affec- 
tion. Indeed, bating the difference of fex, 
they were (b alike, now Tommy had recover- 
ed from his ill ufage and fatigues, that every 
body were furprized at it, and pronounced, 
if they had not been certain of the contrary, 
they Ihouid have believed them twins from 
the fame womb. Fanny, as to temper, had 
all her mother, but nothing of her.father a- 
■boiit her, and, as the plantations lie pretty 
wide from each other, and the prudence ta 
her mother h»d kept her from any inter- 
courie with the children of their Negroesj 
ftie had feen few white children, and confc- 
quently was ftill the more pl^afed with Tom^ 
ay's company.

as a companion— let loofe his hand you little 

b — h fine work truly— get you gone, 

firrah, into the kitchen. Fanny and her 
parmcr lookid earnefty upon Mrs Barhvi, 
and fell a crying ; and poor Tommy remem- 
bring the old difciplinc of the whip, ihno- 
cendy fell upon hisknees, and with his little 
hands uplifted, begged pardon, and faid He 
would do fo no more — Pray don't whip me ! 
-e-Mrs Barlow, quite melted at this fight, 
took them both in her afms, widi the tears 
ftandii^g in her eyes, laying, for God's fake, 
. Mr Barlo-w, don't frighten the- children ib 
-T-don't fpeak fo roughly to 'em —can't you 
f^ften thofe ungracious features for once ? 
You may be damn'd, and they too — my will 
Jhall be obey'd — and fo furlily paffed them, 
B 2 • 
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and walked into the parlour,^ where the tak- 
ing off his boots gave time to.thcgood wo- 
man to I'ooth Temmy^ and carry him into the 
kitchen, to the care of -a female- fcrvant, 
ftom whence Ihe coald hardly get her daugh-^ 
tcr away without him, to p-o with her to at-- 
tend this.picce of wedded inhiimanity. The 
fervant's name was MtUy Baedle, a native of 
Brijid,' »nd feijiarkably fond of children; 
and, indeed> in every thing el& of a difpo- 
fition that merited a better rate, t\an to have 
been indeaied to fuch a mafter ; fo that die 
took grcat.care of ■1'omttiy, and dried up his' 
tears, but could not prevent his loofcing 
often anxioufly towards the houle, and aik- 
ing for his mamma and fifter; for fo the 
gcK)d Mrs Barlow had inftnifted him to call 
them,, and ppayiiw her not to let that great 
angry man carry nim away and whip him.

Good God ! is 
K polTAIe that you can treat-fo ludicrouHy,- 
fo bafe, fo criminai an aftion-? Oh-Mr Bar- 
kw, you have a child of your own — if plcafc 
God, our heads were laid,; what m^eries 
may (he not befubieft to— gtacious hcav?n I- 
wtiat mult be the fufierings-of- his -poor pa- 
rents!— dear infant! — how ill has he beeif 
ereated— Lord avert from me and mine, the- 
judgmehtS'this hufhand'h^is-called upon us^ 
by beingpnvy to'this danlDable deetl,..and 
not ftt^piflg the; ralcalwho comnfiitted it, fo» 
punifmnent; but I am tefblted totnakc him 
iwnends— I'll confiiier him as myown-=— he 
fliall however feel -the tendemefs of a mother. 
D-rn yoUr preaching, the brute returned 
■ — :- h e's tny flave for Hfe, and a good har- 
gainhe'llvbc — ythexe's Pantg I- iiVww^ in- 
deed was gone Oily out of the room, and- 
Mrs JuWcw fufpeifting where,; ran iiMo the' 
■kitchen (yhlch in j4aerica is geoerally dif- 
tant from- the houfe) where flie-found her 
daughter with her arms round Tm's neck, 
and his.-round'her'Sj kiflihg each othet, and'. . 
heard her fayral her entrance, Pappalhan't 
beat.yoU( Jswot)-.'— he fhall beat me--and 
him ftj>iy^no not beat you— beat me be- 
fore ! Charm'd as fhe was at the fight, Ihc 
w»-<^ligcd'togiTehiiivfi4iiddenkifs; .and

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tearing Fanny' frorrt tim, rCttirned with her 
tcyher father, who fhafcing her rodely by tlie 
arm, ftid, Huffyv'how dare you go away 
tlie minute 1 came in — ■ — I'll knock yoiw 
brains out iT you do (6 again T I^pa,. Ihe 
innocently rejAyed, I only wrnt to tee my- 
Tflfflwy brother— fliall I go and fetch him 
here too ? — This pretty (beech qaitie irritat- 
ed her father^ who gcttiag up^ cried, Ohj 
by G— d, I'll fooft fee your ^emmy, and 
fnatchiag a cow-lkin up (a twitted thoag 
with which they-ufually diftipiine then- jV^ 
groes) ftaJktd awiy to look for the ioBOGent 
viflimof hisf«ryibHtM>//j'perfeiTinghiffl - 
comiiig, clapcd him imo a cupboaid, bid- 
ing him not fpeak, by whieh his fearch was 
eluded, and he returned,. Curfing and fwcar- 
jng, into the houfe,. tfmt he had given & 
much money for him — ^adding, D— n mej 
if I wanted cliitdfen, I can get '«n myfelf 
faft enough—but Til work lufi btrff, I w«-- 
rant him — he (hall learn to hoe very foon—^" 
I'll punifli you and your daughter for your 
fondnefs, I fay I will ! He continued ravin* 
thus for the remainder of die' cTeninfr, lifi 
wearinefs clofed his eyes, andremovcd him 
te bed before his ufual time, on occafion of 
his coming off a journey and hard drinking; 
and, as Toon as he Was fatt, Mrs Barlow 
went into the kitchen with Fan)^ to fee die 
little prifiiner, who fbon f(»-got his frights 
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in tiieir. embraces : Ihc cold Molly the ffory, 
TttuS. aanfiiltcd with her how to difpofe of 
-him the next day> till fhx fhould have time 
to bring hec hufoand into a better temper in 
r^;ard to him \ and they agreed, ttie beft 
method was to fenj him to One- Fergu/m's, 
who had formef I7 been their fcrvant ; but at

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rather u father to him than a tyrant. Litdfc 
Fanvj, who was prefcnt, and lent an atten- 
tive ear to every wordr enforced what her 
mother fard", by fiiUhig upon her knees, and 
praying Ker father to let him live with her^ 
for indeed the loved him better than herftlfi 
This adion, fo enchantingly pretty- in the 
lovely maid, had, for fbme- momeBts an eft , 
■feft upon hi» mind, and he fiirlily repliedi- 
.that he might pl^ with her ; but Ihe muft 
look upon him as her fervant more than her 
GcrmpanioH, and pEomifed he wotild neither 
threaten nor beat him, if they did no* fpoil 
him i upon which promife, whilft hcrid out ■ 
tp view his grounds, Tommy was fent for 
home by Melly Biedlty who found Fergufon 
Tery loth to parj with him^ he had gained 
already- fuch an hold' in \a% af&6^oa.. Mrs 
McrlowtTKi^z the little cunniiig folks how 
tJiey ftimiid behave to each other i and they 
^»beyed' her leffons fo -well, . that whenever 
the hufband appeared; Mifs fiiewed a*" 
haughty diftancc, and torn a lowly reverence ■ 
and refjjeft ; but ntrvcrwcrc h^pier Aan- 
when he. was out of thek w*y, and they 
CMld; indulge their innocent jEamifiarities 
with each other*. TTirce years pafled. on 
thus, without anyfinifier accident to- this 
■young adventurer ; iawhich time the good 
Mrs Barhvf Had learnt her daughter> and> 
by fteaUh,- poor ^)».to read>. veiy prettUy. 
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The vanity bf the planter had impofcd a 
livery upon him, and, as well as his young 
miftrefs, he daily improved in wit and beau- 
ty, and was the admiration of all that faw 
him ; and fotenderly fond he grew of Fantrf 
and her mamipa, as to change countenance 
upon the ieaft complaint they either of them 
made } nay, fo refpeftfuUy hamble was he 
to Barlow himfelf, that he frequently, fur- 
lily, beftowed the epithet of good boy upon 
bioi, which was equal to any commendatory 
phrafe he ever ufed to his daughter herfclf.

I love you 
both, to fuch a degree as feJdom children 
love their parents, and long to know, and fo 
does this excellent miftrefs of mine, through 
what difafters you came to Marytmd, where 
good fenfe, learning, and politenefs fecni 
not to be in lb much reqitcft as I uirdcrftand 
they are in Europe -, but what do I afk ? pcr- 
Jiaps I am going to call up a iwmbcr of 
griefs, that may give you pain to remem- 
ber, without, alas ! the moft diftant prof- 
peft of being t>f the leaft future fervice to 
you J however, dear Mr and Mrs Fergu/oH, 
here is this charming young lady wilJ, no 
doubt, one day or other, have it in htr 
power to reoompence your wortlij and per- 
haps may remennber how much fhe owes you 
on account of her fervant ; and, haply, for 
I have too much awe before my dear mother 
fo make her fuch a requeft, yoii may be able » 
C 
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to infomi mc how I came to be fo noblf and 
tenderly ufcd by her, to have, through her 
cares, the ftores of wifdom opened to mc, 
and to be treated by her and her loveiy 
daughter with fuch aScAion, whiUt my 
ntaller treats me with fuperior difdain and 
contempt : for my part, I remember no 
more of myfclf before I came to Maryland, " 
than that I made a long voyage, in which I 
was" barbaroufly ufed by a man, whofe Icmks 
I thall never forget, and whom I believed 
to be my fathM- ; but :/ho, from the treat- 
ment I fee other children meet with from 
their parents, I now imagine to have been 
my worft enemy. I am fcnfible I am now 
in the. condition of a fiave ; but how can 
that be, for I could never difpofe of myfelf, 
and you have told me, no liian is lord of 
another's liberty ; that we are all naturally 
.. born free, and, as Englifimen, have an ex- 
cellent conftitution that proteAs ev^ry indi* 
vidual in his freedom. Thefe are matters 
my young lady and I have been often dwel- 
ling upon, and have both agreed that only 
. you can fet us "right. ' To her I emu proud 
to be a Have and an attendant ; but I have 
a confcious dignity of principle, that tells 
me I have an equal right to all the bleffings 
of providence with my neighbours, and, 
^ , except the offspring of love and gratitude> 
which I owe only to five pcrfons living, that 
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I know oft am neither naturally nor legaJly 
obliged to ferve any man on earth, unlels 
he can prove that 1 voluntarily made myfelf 
his property, by contraft or indenture. Ne- 
Kr was furprizc and aftonifhcnent equal to 
Fergufen and his wife's, at the concluuon of 
this fenfiblc fpcech, the matter of which 
thefe two young folks had been debating 
between tbemfelves fonie days before, and 
had agreed to ttosc to them for explication. 
Famrf inforced the rcqueft with her en- 
trcatiej, and, in ihort, they were quite 
at a lofs wluit to do ; however, to give 
time for recolleffion, as to the Utter atid 
tnore importam aJFair, Mr Fergafon began 
to break filence, in. this manner, with rbe 
tears ftatkling in his e^cs. My amiable pu- 
pils, I can deny you nothing, and thou^b 
the relation qf .the incidents of my life will 
recall many melancholy ideas to my mind, 
yet you fliall be gratified in the rehearfiil of 
theunjand without ftpp continued^ Iwas' 
born at Air m Seoiiand, where my fatlicrwas 
mimftier, from whom, and an endearihg mo- 
ther, myfelf aad a brother received all the 
inftrudion that our years required ;. for, be- 
fore I had reached my ninth, or be his fe- 
Tenth year, providence thought fit to de- 
prive us of them by death. An uncle took 
us under his roof> who behaved with great 
affeftion to us, .and, having no chjidrcn. (rf

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his owii) determined to make us equal- fcit- 
rers of hisi'fortHne, which was near two 
thoufand pounds llerltng> acqaired in trade; 
which now in riie decline of life, he had 
quitted for retirement and rural enjo>Tnent»» 
When I became of a proper age^ t was fent 
to the uoiverfity of Gla/gow, whitft rny bro- 
ther was put 'prentice to a m^rfier ©f a veflel 
trading to Virgma, the fea being the ele- 
ment he chofe to feek his fortune upon, { 
went through my ftudies with approbation, 
became a graduate, and, at the ufual time, 
quitted the univcrfity, to return to ray un- 
cle's, who pEopofed to me the praftice of 
fhyjic, for which indeed I was well qualified, 
having ditefted my refcOTches more intathtt 
fcjpnce than any other. In Qiort, I became 
» fuccefsful' praftitionep, but fix)n experien- 
ced it' was all I had to truft to, &r my un- 
cle becoming, though near fcventy, ena- 
moured of a young woman in our neighbour- 
hood, of more policy than honefty, he was 
forced, as the firft ftep to fo unnatural an- 
union, to jointer her in, the whole of his for- 
tune. I remonftiated agajnft this inftance 
of dotage: fo warmly^ that he was never re- 
conciled to ms afterwards,, and as to my new 
aunt,, Ihe purfued me with an imreteracy 
that proved in the end my ruin. Thus I 
experienced, that to oppofe the favourite 
paflions or opinions, cv,en oi' a man of fenfe. 
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and virtue,, in other things, is the moft im-- 
politic ftcp-a young man «an' take, at his 
firft entrance intO' the worldi I felt the lofa 
ftf my. uncle's table verytnuchi for the fees 
vf s phylician being but fmall in that part 
of the JaogdDm, I could fcarce fiipporf my- 
feir without his^ufual alTiflancei and, as an 
addition to my chagrin, ■,!■ fbon -after receiv- 
€d the melancholy-news that my brother was 
drowned in his fixth voyage,-; homeward,, 
being then firft mateof the vciTel, and in 
ftch credit with the owners, as made it b'e- 
liered, he would have the command of a- 
ffiip the next trip.- A year, however, I 
weathered ray fitiation j bat at the end of 
that time, my uncle dying,, his rajwcious 
indow fued'mefor.a dtbt of two hundred" 
pounds, which (he found my- bond' for in 
her huftand's cfcrutore, and which he had,', 
at the time,' taken* Juch fecurity fori.only,. 
as he faidj to make me diligentin my 6u-- 
fineis', and rcfpe^bful toHm. Ih littgatingf 
this affair, Idifturbed iny head, ntgleited": 
iny praftice, and made away with all I.had;; 
andi- at laft,; to avoid agoalj was obliged' 
to fiy to Lond6n, where, notwithftanding my ■ 
knowledge and ray profeflion, and a recom- 
mendatory letter or two, Iwasforccd to- 
fubfift, as long as I' could, by- the ineaneft- 
applicaticns, and at length my ibrdid ap- 
pearance expqfed me to all'thediftrefles and

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miferiw of wuit and poverty. I grew defi 
perate— at home my landlady allowed me 
no repoft, and two- or three- other creditors, 
joined" in her perpetual daawur. You'll 
think it ftrange, that in a cityf fucE-as joit 
have hearfl Londdn is, a manof any talents- 
eould be fo reduced ; but let me tell you; 
if a*man- cannot make a relpe£taMe appear- 
ance, or- is not bred to fome fervile employ- 
ment, he may rot, ftarvc and die, as weH- 
there as in the moft wild parts of jimericaL 
Few are the humane and the charitaWe,.and 
thofe fubjeA to (6 many impofitions,, as to- 
be rend«"ed very flow and cautious, andi 
»3 to the generality, they are employed in 
raiffng their own families and friends, and 
canHpare' tittle time, from the bnltic and 
hurly of their affairs,, to think of the merciei 
ib ftrongiy faid by our biefied Saviour, to 
be due to our fellow creatures, in- afHiAion, 
and which,, indeed, he has made one con- 
dition of their enjoyment of future happi- 
nefs. I had now neither money, friends, 
food, icarcely raiment, and not a moment's 
peace ; but indeed the want of the firft in- 
cluded all the reft.— Aihip was put up at 
the exchai^ fbr Maryland, in whirfi fer- 
vants of any profefTion were-invited to a paf- 
fa,'Te, upon indenting themfelves to the cap>- 
tain or agent for five years. I happened to 
fee the bill in one of my hungry melancholy 
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Walk* — m fhoTt, I obeyed the diirftion, 
and as I imdcrftood borfi pl^llc and iur- 
■geryj was fbon engaged as a very neccflary 
man, both in the pafBige and in the coun- 
try ; had a fum advanced me, which fiifficed 
lo pay all my little debts, which my prin- 
ciples direfted me to-do, rather than to ih- 
Ajfge myiclf in any fupesfiuity j and, in 
ftiort, I embarked, failed wrth the firft fair 
■windj and arrived in this psn of the ctJo- 
ny, whither the (hip was^und ; and there^ 
by way of bargain and fale^ fell into Mr 
Barlow's hands. Excufe me, dear Mifs, 
fii> behsrioor was fo rough and boifferous, 
that, for feme time, I endured' rit the mi^ 
leries- of l«bje£Kon ; but after he found me 
afcful in curingjthe difcafes that had for 
fome time infefted* his- JW^row, he-began ta 
■ttfe mein a milder fort, and the perpetual 
goorfncfs of youf dear mamma 1 fhall never 
torget, nor be ever able to repay. By the 
time my obligation expiredy I had fo much 
■6» goodgraces, that heputmc into a frhall 
pfentationi which my induftpy, in railing 
tobacco, and my exercife of the two pro- 
'feflions of phyfic and furgery, and now and 
then turning tutor to chc nei^bouring chil- 
dren, has enabled me to call my own, and 
to impFove," and, fmce I am happy in the 
wife I have cholen, here I fhall fct up my 
reftj and never mort thinfc of returning to 
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my native country ; but endeavour to jSj' 
all the kind offices within my (^hereof ac- 
tion^ and'make my future peace with a Being 
tfctt noneof us- lives a moment without of- 
fending: The adVentures of my fpoufc, in 
*hich you alfo intw^ft yoorfelvcs, may be 
related; in fewer words, as I have had them' 
from herfelf. Her father was a tradefman 
at BriJ^eli and, though-agood fort of mailj 
failed in the world, and made his exit in 
the-priibn there, through the mercilefs prin- 
ciples of revenge, oia few creditors, who 
yet were church goers, and every day re- 
peated, Forgive us our dehts^ as we forgive 
eur debtors. Her unhappy mother broke 
her hears at the fad cateftrophe of her huf^ 
band, andpoor jWi»/^ was-left tothe care of 
their pariiH ; though Ac had fome relations 
that could .well have provided for her, had' 
they had eitJier chriftianity or humanity, 
la the hopeful feminary, a parifli work- 
houfc, of which you can neither of you 
have any idea j but in'ihort,.ujpoa which, 
the money coUeftcd in each paril^, woul^ 
pn>duce happinefs and frugal plenty to the 
inifcrable, if the guttling of officers an^ 
committeemen, the embezzlement of coi- 
ledors, and the extortion of the keepere, 
did nor make mifery more wretched : I fay 
in this hopeful place, Ihe pafled the firft 
years -of her life, in which nothing but a 
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gaoi natural underftanding, and fome in- 
nate principles of virtue, could have pro- 
-tefted her from vice and debauchery. She 
was afterwards bound out an apprentice, to 
houfhold drudgery, to a devotee in the fame 
city, who daily humbled herfelf at church, 
and returned from thence to ill-ufe and 
plague her family. Her treatment, by this 
piece of fanftity, was fo hard and rigorous, 
that (he could bear it no longer, and took 
the fame courfe to be relieved from it, that 
I did to efcape ftarving. She arrived fafely 
-here, was alio bound to Mr Barlow, and 
being- folely under the direftion of your 
good mother, withered her term with much 
lefs oppreffion than fervants ever feel in this 
colony. I fhall make it the ftudy of my 
life to fecompence all her former fufFerings, 
and at this time — tenderly as t love her — 
cannot help Ihedding tears of anguilh, over 
an innocent creature, who was born in dif- 
trcfs— nurfed in poverty — educated in fla- 
very — and all without any crime of her own ; 
but merely from the misfortunes of her pa- 
rents — but all thefe things prove a future 
ftatc—where^ matters will be made even — 
where the wicked ceaje from troubling^ and the 
ttfeary be at reft. Had it not been for that 
fWeet, fujpporting, hope, the extremity of 
dcfpair, m which I have often been involv-

"Yefw oVerjoj^ed at this onufuat good- 
nefs, fobn found a proper perlbrt to do the, 
office. '"VAts Sarkw and the reft ftared at 
each other witR aftonifhittent ; 'but in Ihort 
K continued the whole evening, and he went 
to bed' with a edmplicency w Wmp^r, par- 
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ticulariy towards Tom^ that they had ever 
been ftrangers to before. It was not nntich 
otherwife the next day, nay it continued till 
femething occured riiM ruffled his temper, 
and then be became again the brute, to all 
about him. In the old iitiration then, mat^- 
ters went for near three ytars more, when 
' Fatmy, according to the Cuftom of the coun- ■ 
try, was arrivedto a marriageaWe age, and 
was really a perfeft beauty, nor was there 
ever £een a handfomer youth than Tern, and 
fo alike wete they, that eveff the brute Bar- 
low jTicntioned it fometimes with wonder. 
Fanny had had a mafter from Anttapalis, to 
learn her to dance -, and Tom, by the indul- 
gence of Mrs Barlow, obtained the fame 
accomplifliment in the ufual way, by ftealth;

into her afterwards, I warrant him. In 
fuch a ftrain the brute ran on, and upon hh 
wife's reafoiiing with him further, flung out 
of the room, with ciirfes and oaths, that he 
"Would be obeyed, without reply in what 
tonccrned his own property. Tom foon after 
entered the apartment, and beheld a fcene 
hfe had never been- witnefs to before, at 
which he was ftruck quite fpeechlefs i but 
Fanny foon let him know the dreadful fen- 
tence> as foon as fhe could comipand her 
Toice, which was interrupted by the inter-- 
jeftion of fobs mid' tears. Had lightning 
transfixed him— had inftant death prefcnied 
itfcif btfbre his eyes, he couW not have ex- 
prelled mote difmay or grief s he funk down 
upon the feat of the window, and was at 
once deprived of fenfe and motion.

what touid' he oppofe to the- wi II of a father ?. 
■»— how could he even dare to hope »Qjr thing 
ia his own izvour i-^z fouadlmc^a wan- 
derer—a wretch— a purchafctl flavc ! , Ah! 
miferable that 1 am, be cry'd— no bod^ 
owns me— laqi aaa&n andaftraligcr every 
where t arid^ except fram.thccxcdlent mif- 
trefs of this houfey hc^ lovely daughter, and 
two or three moregdcel people^ never could 
boaft the leaft prdtcdion or care— rnay, all 
die leami:^ and Icnowiedge I have acquired 
— is it not the fburce of pity — of charity-^ 
to anexpofed and deTertod orphan 1 Tame 
—reiatms deary - aitd all the ebaritiesy -o//k- 
tinr, frn^ aMibratberj Jmve been, alas ! un- 
known — ^but I will meet my fate lite x 
man— 'and ttrauchf till rhis moment, fucli 
audacious ihot^^cs- never entend this breaft 
^^yct wM 1 owtt to thU delM;htBd fior — this 
(tliamier of »y fcul— that I tow her— that 
\Scu^ die— atnd'die for her !-^yes', to-mor-; 
row's dawft Ihail fee nw at her feer— thwe 
to vent my paffion and my defpiir !-^In cllis- 
manner he raved^ titi^ the early cock pro- 
claimed the day wiih fais ftrHl notey when 
he astAf but bad baldly llcttngth enoueh to 
drefs himlvK, his body had been Sa we&en- 
ed by the tumottuoitt pertuciiptiofis of his^ 
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mind. As to poor Pansy, the return o( 
l^t found her in a high fever, with verj 
cUngcrous {jtnptoms, wltich filled her mo-

b— h ! Meaa time Mr Gordeaan'tvidiat the.- 
^t, where poos lim Hy ftiU quite ifVfen^ 
m>le, atid,. to aH appcacsncr' deadg. a raft. 
quantity of blood bavihg ran from hi» ^ 
wouacbi but appbpi% his hand taiiisinQuch, 
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and eximining his piilfe, he found there 
were ftill fome remains of life in him. Qpon 
this "he ordered the fervants to get foine 
branches of the neighbouring trees, with 
which they made a kind of hand-barrow to 
convey him to the houfe, every one fhed- 
ding tears as they bore him, and recounting 
to one another his good-nature and kind- 
heartednefs, and curling their mafter for this 
dejcftable aftion, the reafbn of which they 
were totally ftrangers to.

Thus poor Tom vented his amorous conr- 
plaints, por was his Fanrrf more at reft ;

The b^s bqiag 
brouglit, and the implements delivetietl .to 
him, he fat down, and wrote a-moft dutiful 
and aiFtftionate letter to Mrs parley/, and 
others full of acknowledgment to Mr <?or- 
idoti md Mrs, Fergu/on, in which he dcfcribed 
his fituation and his grief and'di{lre& of 
mind, at being fo remote fromitheoi. Laft 
■of all, Jie wrote a letter to his Fapityj .which 
was conceived in the following terms,

Mr FerguJvH .being now ceturned from his 
tour. Tsm folded op his letters, and ■ pre- 
fenced theni to his €are> and after artiou^n- 
fiil and tender embrace, they bid adieu to 
each other, die youih with ftraining eytcs 
purfuing his welcome gueft, till thecnvious 
woods covered him from his view. 

This was, indeed, the laft time he irts 
to fee the face of any of hisdear friends, for 
during the little ipace he had been er^oying 
fuch blifs, his enemies were contriving a 
fcheme to fend him away far from Marylafidi 
and all the longings of his breaft. Faniiy'a 
obAinate lilence to young Career, who, if 
he could not love, began to luft after hff 
poflcliion, prodigioufly chagrined boththfcir 
fathers ; and,, as bad- men are cvei: mijlruft-

felf with the fine conceptiotisof thai elegant 
poet. 'Hfc rofc when he ■ faw . his . betrayers - 
- appi'oach, met thctn nvith a fweetnefs and 
conclefcending. humility, .that. at. ficft fight

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captivated his new mafter, t6 fuch a degrec- 
that he cowld Icarcely believe it was his pur- 
chafe. Barbyiv, after praiAhg him highly, 
(old hint he had thoii^r fit to make him 
over to that gentleman, whom he was to 
fervc for the future. This fenteoce, which, 
icemed to ihclude further baniftiment from 
his Fanny y calkd terror to his heart ■ and 
tears into his-eycs ; but, recovering himfcif, 
he faid — Sir, what have I done to defente 
fo much feverlty ? or haw came you by a 
right to difpofe of a man that.was born frfee, 
that you came b^ clandeffinely, and have 
kept in involuntapy flavcry *ver fincc ?■ 
Thefe words he uttered in the firft inguifii 
of his bofom ; but on Mrs Sar/ew's account». 
repented himfelf immediately afterwards, 
and wiihed, frientiyi that he had not fpcdten 
them; but it was too laf-e, and the hnite 
fired at thefc troths,, .wjiieh he thought hirtt 
totally unacquainted with, began t-o vomit 
forth a thoofand cutfes, and would have 
ftruck hini, but that the more humane 
Matthew/on held hts arm.

Notice to the Nfgroes, who, men, women, 
flfid children, flocked around their orerfeer, 
lamenting, in their uncodth tone and bro- 
ken language, that he was going to leave 
them.: ailprefled forward,to ihake his hand» 
and all wept fincerely. And afterwards, 
adVancing.to Astray, they embraced, and 
affeftionately bid each other farewell, Tem 

- leapving it in charge to deliver a few lines he 
had h^ly wrote to Mr FtrgHjeVj when he 
ihould. call, and they both mutually pro* 
Jnifingto remembereach other. Matthew^ 
fin was, q.uitp'melted at this fccne, and Bar- 
lew and th?

SJr,. , excufe nie-7-ril tranfgrefs no 
morel That geptlenaftn was filent for fome 
moments, and then- faid — There is ibme-

; — pthftrUfifp, hpw co^ald your rhafter think 
pf partiflg .Tvith fo gflod, fo fenfible a fer- 
yant I Ah | Sir, he jeplied, n^y ftory is a 
very cp}arqif0us one, an^ will too much af- 
fed: you, oi-j.aS' you have now a right to 
know every thing, (^uicerning jne, I would, 
give it you as we rjde along. Do, child, he 
replied, I am all^ttenfipn — look upon me 
as your friend. ?*c«.rthen gave him his ad- 
ventures frppi the time of his- coming into 
the colony — the account IVilUamfon gave 
Barlow, ^tht goodncfs of Mrs Barlow, and 
the reft of his friends— the manner of his 
education' — the cruel treatment he received 
from his mailer— nor did he conceal his 
paflton for Favny, and the diftrefs he feared 
that young lady muft be involved- in, when 
Ihe Ihould know of his departure. Matthew-, 
Jpn was a man of-goodienfe, and had a very 
tender he*rt j he had come young into the . 
country^ as a fervant, after lofing all his- 
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friends in England, but having had a gObd 
mafler, who had no children he left him ati 
he had, which he- converted into goods 
proper for the Indian trade, and had been 
fettled in leverai of the /jf(//4»' nations at rfift 
back of Firginia, for above twenty yearsj 
*here his fuccefs had been fo «ttraordiriary, 
that, bcfides the goodsin his feVeral ftores, 
and near a hundred horfes, and many fer- 
vants and Haves, he had eig^t thoufand 
pounds fterling in the hands of the mer- 
chants of JVtlliampurgh arid Javtes 9W«.- 
He had neither wift nor children, and re- 
membering his own deftitme ftate. When he 
came firfi: into America, he was wonderfully 
affefted with Tow's -diftrefles ; and, every 
now and then, whilft he was telling his fto- 
fy, broke out into excUmations ag^nft the 
villains JViUiamfon and Barlow, and , ap- 
plaufes of Mrs Barlow, her daughter and 
Mr FtTgttJon and Gordon.

nefs, that H^ime^iately ftri^es the beholder 
■-■ ■ ' fuch iif^ 7'p(ff'^,.and rfi,a.t and the many 
i)oble iif^^ces he had -given of his fcnti- 
ments and Ms fprtjfude, had quite Captivat- 
ed his matter, fo that he realty began to 
look upon him a* a fiati^ Tlw mingled 
ftarts 01 jqy, gratitude and love towards this 
generous nun, ^«(hich infpired Jaw's breaft, 
at the conciufion of this' fpeech, no words 
can paii7t — it actuated his whole peribn, it

'Mdtthe^/an ftillrftore and 
more d<?Hghted with this unexpe^ed iSci&R, 
i>iirod him — endeav<)ured to calm his over- 
bearing fenfations, and began to experience, 
in the fociety of this youth, mbfe happinefs- 
than tvrx he had knOwn before. At tiir 
hOufes of all his friends, as he paffed aton^V 
he intVodu'ced him as his near relation, made 
hilTi' his bedfellow, had a fi.iit of his own' 
clothes altered for him, trimmed with filrer 
lace ; and was pleafcd to obferve that every 
body entertained the fame fentiments of him 
with himfclf.

In their 
jourcteyjofoearthree hundred miles, through 
this bcautifuU buc wild and uncultivated 
coQprryi be becaroe quite expert in the nw- 
thods of traVelltn», llving> campings and 
buotii^ and; before he ~^rived at their 
firft Aation, was as compleat a woodfinan as 
Mattbewfon himfelf, wiho beheld with de- 
Bght and pride his ready proficiency. At " 
their arrival he prdented him to the Indian 
head-men and warriors^ and taking him to 
bis fev^ral ftores, initiated him into theip 
management, and let all his fervants 3n4 
dependants know, hp was to be obeyed next 
to hiiTifelf*- The troop, they were com- 
nvflloned -to raiie, vfas eompofed of thcif 
Own people, . by which the captain had ?h<;

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Rouble advantage of their fervice and rfi^ 
government's pay, and they wcrefbon-ftiadft 
compleat' enough in-' their exercifei foKlhfe 
rough dwy of that part of the ittprHi -tiorfl 
fifting of twcnty^-five white men and'ffl^teeft 
Negroes, ■ befides their two; Officers.' ii-% 
amazing with what fa:cility Two It^arned thi 
Creek dialeft, wWch is the ge'hefal IpeccR 
for trade, througUotrt die ; feveraf - Hatidns j 
and by his firmnefs, Tobtietyi; [JuhftyaKiyj 
and honefly towards the'rtatives^fiw^wSs'be^ 
come inalittle tknc' of moi-e-iiiipwt'ahcS 
than even his. principal, and-et^uallybeliv- 
ed and confided in, lb' thdt the rtft. of the 
traders could make little of it -ia their weiigh- 
feourhodd, but wert obM^ed'-tiei jftiR *h!ei.if. 
tjuarters to a gr-eater'dift«n<ie/ Meart^timS 
he was fo-atFeftionately dbftqiiious'tb: hi? 
father, as he ftiled hira, that he could ftaret^. 
bear him out of.his fight, *nd a fit 6f fick- 
neft he was attacked with,, arid by which ht 
was reduced to death's .door,- completed (o 
tKoroiigfely the-dQriqiieft^eyixiftgmaivliatf 
tnadeofhisftfRftionsybyhisieiSderaffidiiity^ 
his ferifible gnef, and his feafirigihia rttin'd ot 
^e burden of his affaifs, , that he-, made no^ 
fccret after his recovery -of his defign ttf 
make him-the heir of all his fortutie., -Thus 
this abandoned perfeciMed boy was now as- 
hap^y as his utmoft wifhea could^Seach-v-but 
ftili a worm vithin <ieftroj^e4 &is pqacej To 
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the: woods and wilds, he oft echoed, his 
Fermy's name, and with 3II thitf-fuccefs aod 
good fortune, would have Cunk under the 
burden of abfcnce and defpair, if that cor- 
dial, j^eviving gticft, hope, of retiirhing to 
throw himie& at her feet, crowned -with 
Eaorels, and loaded with, riches, htd not 
infinuated its foft balm into his troubled, 
foul. Thus four years wore away, and they 
had yet exercifed their military capacity very 
Uttle ; but a%to thetrtrade and riches, they 
were, improved at-Icafta third, and Mat- 
/Afflo^Gw'sifondnefs had lb increafed/or.7fl/ff, 
tbstjie had made a will in his faToiir to bar 
Jl'accidents, by which he became his fole 
fccir and executor, and lodged one copy, 
properly witneffed, with a mcrchant-at fVtJ- 
Uamfiurgb, and theotherhepirfervedin hi« 
own cxittody.. 

N'otwithftanding the peace of Utrecbet of 
die year 1713, the designing Ftajrch under* 
handjy kept up their animoftty between iheir 
JtaMitaSi ind diofe attached .ta^tlK- EagJipi 
ioid^'tha former had ^^de Jdreadful' 'inrba<4c 
intblthc terrlcories' of ihei Allies of thtlatEer*

h ftorc, that Captwn Matthetv/on had in; 
tfie Twirhtweeinaiaott, was brcdce opctt- by a 
p^Ty oi French Indi^ns^. two of his fervants 
carried away captive ta Fort Movillei. zziA 
the itihabttants moll of th«nj,kiUed, valiants 
ty fighting, ..ai^difputiag jcvei^ incR.of 
groundi. Upon this ae.w».he:diibatchaddxwt 
•o the tabes neareft in our afliance, wlftt 
gave them the long talk-*, and engaged'them 
to take arms. CO revenge fo notohous a.trca- 
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cheVy. By his i'nfinuating. eloquence, he 
brought down feveiity gun-men to hk pa- 
tron's refidence, who joining them with 
twenty Whites and Negroes, they marched 
-into the enemies- territories, for upwards of 
«fte hundred and fifty hules, burning arid 
deftroying all before them. This new? was 
no foortcr brought to Movilh, than the go- 
Ternor, who- was. a marquis, and knight of

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OF all the War captains oiT the upper 
CreekSy riofte h^ fo mach' dcferved re- 
putation as the renowned Caleatheuy: he 
was the f6n of aiWco, whofe prowefs the 
FreMch had'Ofteil nKHJrhcd y who had fcalp- 
edfoifltrhundrids of them and their Indians-, 
at'itheii'. firft fettling in the 'country ; and, 
untameably free, had rcfifted all their flat- 
tering arts to draw him to their intercft ; his 
tjwnohawk never returning without being 
dyed in their blood. His fon became early 
afoHttwer o( bis ftepSj and) ata greenef 
age than ever Was before known,' forfakin^ 
the fockty^if the womtil ahd^he boys, wa3 
admitted to -all ^b confuttations of their be- 
loved me«, and "partook'in the -military -at- 
chievanents of his nation. He performed 
the"war^ance'Withigrac4!4nd ^oprirt^/he 
Knew ail the Vetrtats of the woods, fo^ftime 
fauddred rmlet'toii^, wae 'h'imble-'aS ilii 
fellovv natives thadeer, was^the moftiexpeft 
markfman with;liis'gBny would transfiic'th* 
finalleft of the'fcathered'rac«-with his aw 
rows, was praftifed in allitheir ftratageml 
of- War, inwhichheihittd.uiicbfnmon'ibccefs) 
s(ndi beifbrB he^was twenty-five, ^was iookefi 
Wpqn by- thetenenriy »^;.jrfie lYioft formidabil 
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bar to their 'encroachments in this pare of 
the world. Nor did he lefs excel in the 
milder.. oiHces ^f life i he na^a ha?itjhi9n 
th^t Ji* prey could efcape j the' fwift- footed 
buck, and z\tc heavy buffi^oe bacame liif 
ready prey,. and the fiih of every lak^cfeeiw- 
cd to croud to his fufp^ndiag hoojcj andj 
in debates, cither re^airng to the in»pfove< 
ments of peace, or themeditatedlr^r^gesof 
war, outftripped the lyijCdom ofr theigrpytft 
old man. ,But whaf more than .any: th^ng 
made him loved -and dreaded by'the.&((^44U 
and Freneb, was that greatoeft of foui which 
hedifplaycd either in jM-pfperilyoradverfit^ 
the jufticc and honefty of his a£tioos, «hs iiH 
flexible difpofnion he difpJaytfdjto i^?ei^tt 
that jewel liberty,, «nd the ■ft;^flgr;*KachT 
mcnt he had to tbQ^.^/^ >yhich.aio.<)^«i!a 
or advantages froiAlh^vt^^f (:<J4^eVM 
iitduce him to focfakc. 

■ With thef? great and gopd qyaltties^ \t 
was not furpriungrthat hefiwujd be'^e^ledi 
upon the d«ath of tis father, iflfticaeed-hwi 
in the fupremc magjftracy* in civil comwrtJs j 
•nd command, in wvi with the unaniihaw 
voice of his countryoKn ; nor that he ihould 
lead them to conqucft and viCiory, qt ia-- 
foirc them with a. cbafcnipt: irf death and 
danger in the. cooumm caufe -, fa that fbey 
feecaioe the Jtu^ happy and ,«»lfed people^ 
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fefew ye^rs, of allthc rtumeroas nations of 
N^th'-ifmi^ea. ' It wo^ld- have been un- 
happy if th« other" fex had not afforded an 
object worthy the addreffes of fo excellent a 
you*h; but he beheH 'in the amiable Ta- 
hiifii Whd Avas th^ daughter df 'a head-man 
6f grea^-affcotint, all that coiild appeal" 
eharmfe^kdthS-eyes of an Ai/M»> nay, of 
An EKTofMS V'^lief tem^r was mild and 
gentle\''her heart fofii, and fufceptible of the 
n<Aleft pafRons, her perfon beautiful, and 
h^pftJatUres: quite tranfpdrtihg; Two years 
peace aHoiredhim'to figh hispaffion athef* 
feet ; for he fcorncd the ways of the Indians, 
who rnarfy aS- they are bid'by theif parims, 
and would' accept of ra/ea/d, jiptm ho other 
condition, than that of convincing her he 
ibo^t^erhappii^S' in his own, and that he 
nttrarit-'td' makfe hei' 'his con^panion and the 
fTiefld'<rf''his'.heartj aftdnot td deftine her 
t6 tfiat drudgery'and' fervile fobmifllon, 
whitjh he abominated, but was univerfaily 
pra6tiifed by the iH^an women. Her cabin 
fhone with the richeft fpoils of the chace, 
was adorned with the fineft fheltsj ' ciilled" 
from the fandy b^Khes of many diftant coafts 
•Aiad rivers, and her neck and lovely bcdbm,. 
ds well as her delicate arms, were adorned • 
with bracelets of gold and pearl, which he 
had purchafed (rf the E»gli/b traders. Ten- 
der afliduities like ^efe, I'ucb noWenefs of 
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fentiiTient, fuch ^neroTin^ qf> fy^l, d^lv^^ 
■ fail to itwjlin* thq ?ar of i^e ,dclightfui ?*- 
lou/a to his fuitj and, at Icngtl^ they -were 
rnarried, totheuniverfaljikingof their fdb-. 
jefts, and the brayc T^laflache, now with 
us, and a^^f youth, wer^ -ip-dw timei^ 
the iiTue qf 5 mutiijil affeftion, wfei^h ^ver 
Could admit' of incpnitancy or -alioiati^n.. 
So fond was this, charming fpoufe, that the, 
even attended him in many of his warlike 
expeditions ; at -home foothed his cares and 
anxieties,: and, in (hortj ^|io ftq^ cart t^^.of 
a more' i^ep^abte; iQore h^py.pa^.. 

In an expedition; 'Againft the French, -in 
the ye^ '^^9S> fortune declared, for the, 
firft time, againft CaUatbouf, he^ was- de- 
feated, nea^'iifty of hi^ foUower9:(lain> him- 
felf madp prifoaer, and: carried away ,to-; 
wards ^ebee in trjurpph, A young ^r(w;fi» 
nobleman, napti^d De Csurcy, who ct^nir; 
manded againft himi ftruck with his noble- 
and majeftic air, the dignity of--hi5 beha- 
viour, and the unda^intednefs of his coun- 
tenance i and at the fame tiiixe knowing the- 
importance -c^ fuch an aUy > if he cQuld be-; 
gained over, refufed to, give, Kim up tothe^ 
rage of their Xndians, who infifted lo burn 
him. And. when he was brought before lum,- 
laid, Indian .'. you are a -flave to my fortune ! 
^— VQu are my prifondr- !— J have graijted 
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jr©u life, againft i3ic voice of ali my|>eoplf> 
■French and Indians^ who burn to revenge 
the many niifchiefs you have done diem ; I 
&all-cairy ytm so ^ebec, from whence, if 
you canperfuackyaur nation to an alliance 
with us, and become our friend yourfelf, 
Ctninc Frotriirtiac, who i^^prefents ow great 
Emperor Lewis, will, nO doubt, fpare yoxir 
life, wd f eturfl youi loaded ■»*ith prefents, 
\o your nation-; otherwife you will be forced 
to expiate all your cruelties mth your blood. 
This was fpoke in Frenth, aad , interpreted 
by oneofch^r traders ; but, asJbofl as Cal- 
tatboi^ Ileard' the impei't of it, ftuRg with a 
generous difdaih ana contempt, he refom- 
ed' the following -aiifwer, — '-*- Frenchman I 
that I have been a formidable enemy, is all 
you know of CaUathouy -, you have .heard, 
no doubt, that far as tl;ie eagle ■flies a«>und 
thefe nation^ fo far my conquelb, and, 
"high as he foars, iny fame have extended ; 
but Calcathouy is alfb to be knowji, as a man 
not to be caft down by a rev«fe Of fortune, 
which the wifeft conduft caHtiot always pre- 
vent — as a man vfho has looked de^h too- 
often in the face to be feared at his approach, 
though armed llSth ton-ftents fevere, as the 
moft fell wpctch can invent;— nor can the 
view of any peribnal danger tempt me to 
break my engagements with a valued ally— 
the, Ejtgli/h — who fight, like me, in t^c 
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common caufe ofmankind, againft their en- 
Havers. No— I value not your emperor or 
his fubftitute, and will fooner fubmit to alt 
you can inSift, than purchafe life at the 

{irice of lofing my honour, lioftg as oar 
ofty pines extend their bfwiches into- the 
air — long as our lakes fappif^ i» wilh^'tiK 
fcaly prey, or our fpreading woods aflfbttl us 
retreat and food-i-our natioft will be your 
enemy; — and were I once again free—l 
would pour defolatimi upon your Belds, and 
deftruftionuponyoujrJieads. ^nowFrenib- 
matt, that aa Indian, v/ho in profperity could 
refufe your offers, fcoms to be^ biafled or 
direfted by the fevereft ftroke adverfity can 
inflict. At this cdnclufion, of a fpeech that 
made all rfie hearers tremble, De Courcy 
turned pale, and without reply, wdered 
hitri to be boiind, and immediately fet for- 
ward on hij return to ^uekfc, committing 
him to the cuftody of a chofen guard of 
French, who marched in the front, as well 
to fecure fe important a prtfoner, as to pre- 
vent the Indians of his party from killing 
him in the rout. Calcaihcuy fuffisrcd every 
indignity with patieocej kept filerice with a 
fiirly fullennefs, employing all his thoughts, 
however improbable, upon the means erf" an 
efcape, and now and then fent a deep figh 
" after his beloved Taloufa, and his ftmily. 
The perlbn who commanded this party^ was 
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8 youag gentleman of the name of Marfil- 
. lac, and a knight of the ffely Ghe/i ; he ap- 
peared charmed with Calcatbeuyy and be- 
haved fo affidnouflfj to gain hn good opi- 
nion, that the gloomy chter was foftcnedi 
and they became fri<;pd8,. by l;he IitdiaM ce- 
renxH^y of exchanging a prefent } and the 
chevalier even loofened him from the bands 
that faftened his arms» and he was fo far at 
liberty. It happened, that after ten days 
mafch, a party of tbp Iro^jtejs, who hear- 
ing of tl^ French defigns againft their dif- 
- tant allies, were out to way-lay them, luc- 
kily came up and attacked them. D» Courcy 
madp the beft diTpofitions he could ; but it 
was. all in vajn-rhe was vanquifiicd, and 
forced to retreat with great precipitation, 
v^tli a handful of bis French tnd JtuiiatiSf 
feovinrg- the ttA of his parcy ftrecched »pon 
the earth. C'aJ<atbouy, at the beginning of 
the ikirmifli, fdzed a gun from a Fremh- 
flhfff, with which, after having knocked out 
his^ bfain^i he broke away to- the Irgquefe^ 
and didprod%ious execution upon' his late 
conquerors. His friends, overjgyed at hav- 
ing "redeemed him, fent him home, and he 
t%turned to his nation, to the inexpreffible 
confolation of his mourning I'ahufa, and- 
his. faithful fubjefts^ who were gathering to- 
gether with their allies and the EKgliJb,. to 
ravtnge his. death, which they had looked 



Upon as certain. He did not fuffer this ar- 
dour t& coe!,, but, fill! of his late ufagCj 
marched at the head-of three hundred gun-, 
men, aiEfted by fifty .E»^/(/&, to join the 
Irequefe, and, with unabatect' diligence^ 
fprcad fire and f*ord to the very gates of 
^ebeo the governor did all' ho could to^ 
oppofe this infult, but it was fo fuddenj 
that he had- not time to call in the afliftance 
ei'\ii% hdi'onSt z.r\ACal(dlhouy returned, after 
having laid many plantatiens in ruifts* with- 
in' fight of 'the townj and carried home forty 
Frencbmen, whom he had- made prifoners, 
with wliom-he entered the Creek towns, with 
' fongs and fhouts of triumph, i^ter an ab- 
fcnceof only fdurteen weel^.. 

. , fa' the fifft fury of his'p^plei he AStf 
much ado to prevent their burning all the- 
French priibners, without excep'tion-| and afr 
laft was forced to-agree to die fentence oP 
the hdevtj-meoi that ten- ftiould' be diofen,. 
by cafting lots amoftgftthemfelves, for ex- 
ecution ;■ and thercft ihould be made lUves.-. 
Accordingly the forlorn, numbcF w<?fts ;prcJ 
pared for thei^ horrid fate.^ Alwady^ the 
pofts ware ereiftedy in* the* principal town,, 
- the bands prepared — the light-wood placed 
around — the trembling viftim* were bound- 
to the ftake { rhacclies tied in all paf ts of 
their bodies, aod-thft wtioien^aad. children 
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were eager to begin their torments ; when, 
•ne of them looking ViftftiHy towards the 
place' ^ere Calcathoir/ and tH£ Iwid-mtH 
were feated, cried' out, in the JnJiaH'Xongaei 
wth X trembling voice, AK! Xfica — will 
ybubum yonrftiend, will you foe himex- 
pirc in torments, who Ibofened your diiins ? 
No fooner werethcwordsomof his:'mouth, 
than Calcatbowf recolle^ed ' the vc»ce and 
perfon of Marfillac, wh» had till that in- 
ftant no oppwtunity to make himfelf known 
■ ■ ! 'ftruck thereat, he gav*- orders to flop 
thb lighting of (he dreadful fire, and, hav- 
ing reprefefited' his behaviour w the hea4~ 
men, he, with^tears- and prayers, befought 
his exemption from puniftimcnt, which, 
with fdme difficulty he obtainedi and im- 
medUtely flew to him, and, with his own 
ftands, having unbound him, fent him to 
the care of his Tahufa, at hii cabin ; nay,. 
he did n^ow,-: he,, with fo much fuccefs, in- 
treated for the other prifoners, that only one 
Aiffired the fiery trial ; for He was reibived 
to Ipare ftll he could to the merit- of hiS' 
French -friendi When he arrived at his hut, 
he embrac'?d Kim, told his wife of his obliga- 
tioos' lo him, and; with her, endeavoured, 
by'evt'ry kind aad hofpitable treatment, to 
render bis captivity eafy. MarfiUac was a 
thorough' Fr«TfA!«iJ*, was fupple, fawning, 
and.ofole^iou^,, snA jben fo gained up6n 
I 3 
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the hearts of his patron and.patronelsj jfcat 
they made him a party irraU their plei^ure» 
— he filhedv hunted> aBdifeaftcd-with them,, 
and partook of the innocent deHghtsof thofe 
rural retreat!^ that were fitcred to the lovo 
and friendihip of the happy paif and their 
family; Perh^s Marfillac. was fincere in-, 
his flrft attachment to his deliven^f, ' and< 
miglit have perfifted in it-y. but frequciit 
views of the graces of Fa/oa/fl,.. loan-made- 
jui iinpreflion upon his h«vtb and he burnt^. 
flavc and dcjcfted, as. he was,; with anim- 
pure pafiion,. which ho¥?e»c? he had not th© 
temerity to declare. He g^fw-melwichqlyi. 
fpoke little, and had-fo l(^his gaity c^ tem- 
per,, that, it was fodnpereeiTcd,, and hisJcind! 
hoft and Jioftefs afcribing it:tp',bis abfcnce 
from ^ehec,. and his condition of acaptjvei 
at length prevailed for his liberty ,i. with -two 
pf his fellow priJbners, and ha{l.thwi:>-coo- 
dutftcd fafe into- their owtv terriroriesv Three 
years paffed^awayjat the end of>fhich Mar- 
jS^lacwa (c«t to. garriilb.n anew fort, then 
crafting, fiuce called Afoa^/^fr, and which 
.was not quite defeHfiblci and'the being fo 
much nearef . to ^.algnfm, .^ecahtW hi* old de- 
fires, and ho refolved to hazard, the hreach 
of gratitude,, virtue, audi hpfiour,-,nay his 
owtt-rain,' rathcf than not enjojf the tempt- 
ing bait.

His ovcr- 
carijig hift did not permjrhim tolla;^ long 
from hei-j and, entering her chamber foiTie 
hours after, he ordered the artetidants awayi 
and begaii-tofoothherto-his'purpofesi but 
was anfwered with tl:;e contehtpt and difdatn 
that the virtue or tiiit' aimiabic woman in- 
fpircd. At length hc'ptocecded to- force, 
and bearing her to the bed, "would hsTC tri- 
umphed over the chaftity of fo many. yean 
of purity, when TaAa/aelpied a fwoni opOB- 
it, lying behind her, Swhich one ofTiec guanf 
had cawtioufly left behind hirn, which ftiz- 
ing haftily, IHe plunged' into his bo&tn, and 
he vomited out his black foal ia ai.torTent 
of blood. By the threats and menaces Ke- 
had ufed' towards her - CahathaiiyiiBie inia- 
gined, er£ now^ he had been^iiade'a facri- 
fice, and, knowing fHc was iirtfae|)oiwcEiof 
wretches who wonid not fail to rcrojgcthe 
death of their chief, flie, wirfiout hefitation», 
bravely run herftlf through the heart, and 
fell upon the floor,, an-exainplc of confnm- 
mate virtue and heroic fbrritudc. For ibme 
^urs this dreadful'catiaftrophe remWnedlunr- 
difcovered ; bm at length Marfiilae begin- 
ning to be miffed, by his. fervanta, they 
brwe into the room, and were witnefies to 
a fcene of horror^ chait chilled dieir blood t 
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and the ftory was foon fpread through the 
garrifon. The officer that iiereupon fiic- 
ceeded in the command, being apprehenfive 
of the ill effects of fuch an aftion, and the 
vdiuniiit would bring upon his. nation, a- 
mongft all the Indiani, friends and enemies, 
was zt,&is wit's end how to a^ ; he knew 
ri\e prowefs of Cakathotcj, and' that, after 
he was informed of the death erf" 'J'aloufa, he 
would, . if fee at liberty, breath nothing but 
Implacable revenge, and foon overturn their 
ne*-erefted works; and though he detcfted 
iJie bafenefs of Mitrftllac, and refolved not 
» take his life} yet he determined to fend 
him to Quebec, with a letter of the affair, to 
Ffonttniac, and his advice to keep him a 
fecret and pejSpetual prifoner. While thefe 
events h^pened at MovilleyCaIcaiba«y's at- 
j«ndanOi who had-efcaped when' he was 
taken, for Marftllac, blinded to every thing 
biit his paflion, had fuffered them to go un- 
hurt, came home with the news of his cap- 
ture by the French, which caufed the utmoft 
conlleiination. ThcHj^ I was young in thb 
trade, Ihad received' lb many favours from 
this'-great-mani that I was really afflidled 
with his lois, and determined to acquiefce 
ia 'every jneafure for revenging hisfalf; and 
a body of Indians, to the number of eight 
hundred,- being' affembled, 1 joined thein 
witix.near fMttyodiei'£»|"/y&m«, tradcrs.and^ 
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their fervants, and immediately marched to- 
wards Moviliet, to which place we itpaginedi 
truly, that he and his Taloafa were convey- 
ed : before we fet down to the ficgje, how- 
ever, a FrfwideferterJOTnfedus fro iri thence* 
informed us of the fate ^ MarfillK-SSvi 7«- 
loufa, and that Calcatbouy had twot&ys bew 
fore been conveyed from the' fort, and waJs 
gone towvds ^ehee. Upon this' intelli-. 
gence, myfclf, with ten H^bitUi and fifty 
Indians, immediately fet t^ ia porfuit of 
the party that had him in cuftod/, njid- i* 
being a rainy ftafon, and the waters irtiKft 
fwcUed, after three days iourney* we.caiBc 
up with them, oft the banlcs of the Mifottri^ 
and finding them only forty men, we at-, 
tacked them, kiUedcwiy foul:, sfter.ia.yer)' 
bravft pefiftanct, and once morc,f«'tbc,MnT» 
fortunate chief at Kberty. The jimofi mn 
formed and poUte Eurepeau could not ha^^e^ 
in more lively terms, exprefled his gratitude* 
and, where he heard we were before Movilkl 
(nethought his figure and auityde rcfetnbkd" 
that of the fabled god ofwar; bitt ilasi 
when, in a prepared and .pradcat i^tiy, I let 
him into the cataibophe of hia wifie ; .^1 fh« 
fiercenefs of the warrioi, and the firmncfs 
of the man was ioft for fome days, theya- 
dian ftoicifm was not proof againfl fo home 
a ftrokc-r— -he fainted, and, when, reQ6Ter- 
ed, made the faddeft andinolt tiiavingcbm* 
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plibfttfr, till rage and fory bh>ke in upon hi* 
Ibtit, and the thoQgfats of vengeance, occu- 
pied, in its turn, his breaft. In fliort, we 
amTtd at the camp before Maville, and, 
after three weeks- lying before it, in which 
aSions' of braTcrywerepcrfomied on both 
fideii^lworthyof eternal remembrance, the 
con^mianding officer propofcd a capitulation, 
by the articles- of- which all concerned' with 
MMrJillac in his balehels, were delivered up 
to us and b\imt ; one thoofand pounds were 
given in prefents' to our Indiatts, and the ' 
fortrefs wasdifmantled ;' after which the reft 
of the gatrifonj' now redui^ed to a very fmall 
numberj were coriduiaed fafe into the terri- 
tories df ^ueifCj and we retuiiied in triumph 
to our nations. Poor Calcatboay, though 
happy JA his Bhildren, has never been feen 
Orvct to fmilc -fince the lofs of the amiable 
T-almfA^ and tfidugh alive, but half lives 
vithoBt herinfpiring prefence. ' Mean time 
be ha& perpetually harafied and plagued the 
enemy, and, hod' Kis counfels been followed 
\xf our neighbouring governments, Maville 
«ould not now be a thorn in our fides, buc 
we ftiwld purfelves have had a fort there, 
wfatchwtfuM havt. bridled the French in- 
croacBfnciMSj,: and giren us a larger extent 
of cewtcry to trade in. 

Her^dte c^ptun ceafed, and tm began. 
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to conceive the Mgheft regard for this wof- 
thy Indian, and wilhed the French wpuld 
approach, that he might have a frefh op- 
portunity of chaftifing that bale and per6- 
dious people. At length the. FrdWf^ Appear- 
ed, and either for want of rinteiUgcncCj or 
from a confidence of .their numbers, fuffeiv; 
ed their Indians to move forward, pRMnif- 
cuoufly, without order.-or command. Aj 
fbon as they came within gcn~fliet, Tetn or- 
dered half his men to give Bre, and Mitt~ 
tbewjon doing the like on the other Eank, 
they dropped in gneat^numbers, and the whote 
body made a fbdden halt of -the greateft 
aiftoniftment ; at which time, as they -were 
all huddling wgether, the refeote Jet fly, 
and plainly could porceive upwards of twenty- 
more fall to the earth., The Fremb, mean- 
time, who were at a considerable diitance* 
feeing rhdr friends engaged, marched "bcHkr 
\y up to their, afiiftance 5 bilt it was too late,- 
for the InSans, qaite fcared,./eJl back-upoa 
them, and put them into fuch dilbrdei^ that 
Matthewjon gave the fignal for (he. maia 
body of his laJians to move up, ;aod attack 
them to the very teeth. This they did^ with 
fuch courage, that, afttr-twoi oJi'threfidif- 
charges, by which they killed more of their 
own Indians than oura, they; began to re- 
treat, in as good order as pofTible ; but 
Mattbevafi^ iuid Tem haying marched a^uc. 
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nnperceived, . through certain defiles, at- 
tadtcd them :in the rear, fo that, finding 
no poflibility of efcape, they performed 
wonders of bravery, and difpated every inch 
sf ground with theutmoll obftinacy. Both 
parties were now at clofe quarterSj with 
pieces clubbed, hatchets, hangers, and ?V- 
- mobawks, making wretched butchery of each 
other, till, of the enemy Indians, very few 
were left alive, and moft of thofe prifoners 
to ours, and the French had loft half their 
number. Matthewfon and Tom fought like 
heroes, and detltdeath at -every ftroke ; but 
the former encountering the French com- 
mander, hand to hand, unfortunately re- 
ceived a piftol, baU through his heart, which 
at once robbed the generous man of life. 
Tern, who was within view, feeing him fall, 
gave a loud cry, -and preffing to the fpot, 
fliot his adverfary through the head -, and 
now, full of revenge and refentment, fpread 
fuch deftruftion around him, that the mi- 
ferable remains of the forty French, bein^. 
only twelve in number, flung down th^ir 
arms, and cried for quarter. In the firft 
failles of his grief and rage, he was going , 
to refufe it, and cut them all to pieces ; but 
humanity and reafon foon refumed their em- 
pire over him, and he ordered his men to 
prote£t them from our Indians. So obfti- 
nate an engagement was never known in 

K ; 
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that part of the' world, nor the Indians to 
ftand their ground fo firmly : it lafted full 
fix hours, and was perfeft butchery all the 
vhile. Of the forty Freiuh, only twelve re- 
mained alive, and moil of thefe de^rately 
wounded. Of their hundred Indians foriy- 
fevea lay dead on the field, near rwemy 
were knocked down in the purftiit, ten were 
made prifoners, and the reft got off by fwim- 
ing acrofs the ftream. C^ the fide of the 
Englijbj poor Captain Mattbewjon and ?'tf- 
lafache were killed, four negroes and three 
white men ; and Tom, now commander in 
chief, and: eight more flightly wounded — -of 
the feventy In^ans, befides Talapacbe, twcn-. 
ty-five were flain, and an inconfiderablC' 
number wounded. After having difpofed ihe 
prifoners under a proper guard, they interrcrf^ 
firft, Talapacbe and their own dead, and the 
French Marquis, with military ceremony, 
and then the reft of the French, "and their 
Indians, in. one deep pit, firing three rounds 
over their graves. This care of the dead 
got Tern great reputation with both parties j 
and now having wept fincere tears over the 
body of his dear friend' and patron, whofc 
lofs lay heavy upon his grateful mind, he 
had tlioughts of carrying it back to be in- 
terred on friendly ground j but as they were 
near eighty miles from his neareft ftore, he 
found it impraSicablc, and therefore pre-- 
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pared to give him the beft funeral his cir- 
cmnftances would afford. They hollowed 
a tree for a ctrfHn, in which they placed him, 
after ctcanfing him from the blood that had 
foiled his vifagCi and, digging a deep grave> 
they let him down into that peaceful ha- 
bitation, bis adopted, mournfU fon, fhed- 
ding floods of tears over htm, and fpeaking 
an oration to his praife in the Englijb and 
bfdian tongues j then firing three vollies 
over him, they covered him with his parent 
earth, and neatly fodded the grave with 
green turf. But Tom was not yet fatisfied, 
and knowing he had an EngUJh fervant of the 
Captain's left alive, who had fcrved his time 
to a carver, he ordertd a proper tree to be 
■ fought, and encamped upon the fpot till it 
coiud be fafliioned for a monument, and 
the following infcription, cut upon it, which 
lie drew up on the occafion. 
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Whiift humanity and virtue- 

exift: in- the world, 

To ail thofe who knew Captain^ 

John Matthewson, 

His memory will b« ever dear. 

He was a man, 

Of wifdom and knowledge,. 

Of fuch integrity, 

So juft, ib merciful, fo. charitable,. 

fo frugal, fo temperate,. 

That his death 

Is a public lols. . 

Valiantly f^hting, 

Againft the French and their Indians^. 

Though fuperJor in number. 

He received a wound, ■ 

which robbed' him of life,: 

After he had fecured vidory to hia^party,, 

. . On Sept. 17th. anno 1719. 

Friend or enemy ! 

Oh ! fpare this remembrance 

Of fo excellent a perfon, 

Ereded, 

A poor teftimony of affeftion,. 

by his mdurning fbn 

Thomas Matthewson. 

This pious work took hlni up four days, 
and having fimflicd it,, they began to march 
homeward, where they arrived in fix days 
more, with all theic ptiibnets.. 
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The Ikdians being difmifled with the ac- 
cuftomed prefents, and carrying their prilbn- 
ers with them, whom they afterwards burnt, 
as is their praftice s 'Tom retired into one of 
his houfes, and would fee no company : he 
finccrely regretted the lofs of a man to 
whom he had been fo much obliged, nor 
did the fplendid fortune to which he fuc- 
Ceeded, at all aUeviate his {brrows : for fome 
time, even that perpetual gueft,. his dear 
Fanvj, was banilhed from his thoughts. At 
length he refolved to go-to Firpnia, to take 
poffeflion of his patron's efFefts, and' to carry 
his French prifoners with himj.whomhc had 
treated with the utmoft humanity; from 
thence to return, difpofe of his goods, and 
break up his ftores, rbr he could no longer 
endure the country, and thence to travel to 
Maryhtid, to make hisdearfriendspartakferj 
ef his. fortune, and lee the jewel of his fouj, 
the uncertainty of whofe fituation was w6rfe*" 
than death. This refblution formed, he be- 
gan to prepare for its execution,, and, inthi 
time diat took up, frequently dined with his ' 
prifoners, one of whom, the others treated 
with" great deference and refpeft, which" 
made him curious to know his quality, which. 
they as ftiidioufly concealed, imagining hfc 
would demand a ranfom' for him. He wa* 
about his own age, and, through an overt 
whelming foi-row and a fordid dreft, 'iliont 
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Ibrth fuch traits of dignity and beauty,, as- 
vifibly teftificd his" fuperioraty to- the reft o£ 
bis companions. When they heard he in- 
tended to carry them to Firginiax they were, 
greatly terrified, particularly this youth, 
who, one morning, defiring a ppivaie audi— 
enee of the Captain> addreffed him thus : 
Your amiable behaviour, ever fincc the fataL 
day I f^ll into youc hands, tells me, you- 
have A foul fuperior to any thir^ mean and 
fordidi your companionate difpofition con^ 
«inces mc you are a friend to mankind, ancf 
particularly under the preffure, the anguifli 
of misfortune.. You killed my father, but. 
you' killed htm honourably, and I am ablig~ 
. ftj not to, hate you : you faw him deftroy the 
■ deateft friend you hadl I am- the fon of the 
MarqiMS du Cayle^ governor of Meville, and 
commander of the party you vanquiihcd., 
I had a tender pailion for a lad^^of my own 
age, at ^ebec, whom X left, forced by my 
duty^ fome monthsago, ready-to be forced ■ 
to a match that would undo her, and make 
roe eternally miferable. If you carry me to 
Virginia^ you rob us both of life, for. in that 
cafe k will be impoffible to fly to her'fac- 
cour in time — and perhaps, evea now, the 
news of my death has broke her heart, or 
rendered her an eafier prey to the defigns of 
our enemies. Ah Sir, if you ever loved, 
you'll, pity me ! name my ranfom» I'll givp 
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you my parole of honour to remit it to you*, 
and let me, alone ami unarmed as I am, re- • 
turn to Cofiada; and your generofity will call 
down the bleflingsofheaven-upon your head:- 
Gircumftances fo fimilar to his. own,, moved 
the .young Captain extremely, it brought 
his dear. Fanuy'% fufFerings at once into his 
mindj nor coidd he refrain- tears ; and after 
fome minutes paufe,. folding his arms about 
him, he replied. Chevalier, Ifympathize ia 
your diftrefs ! I myfelf, at this inftant, feel 
alt the weight of your calamity, by fad and' 
. woeful experience ; if we entered the terri- 
tories of your Indians^ it was. in return for 
the like infult, and for very, unwarantable 
depredations aHdexcefies you loft a fa- 
ther lloft a father and a friend. Let us 

remember thefe things ne more — The two 
goverflmcnts are- not concerned in this- afFair 
— go— I give' you your liberty,, and that of 
your companions, without ranfom,. and will. 
furniOiyou with arms to defend, and provi- 
lions to fubfift yourfelves in your tediou* 
march. — Go — and may you reap all youc 
wilhes — Letmy gcneroiii^make youafriendi 
to any i^^/*jf6 fubjeft you may fee acaptivc 
with your nation. Nevec was fccn a nwre 
fudden-tsanlttion from grief to joy,, than thajt 
of this young Frenchman, he, over and ovei^ 
embnv^cd his deliverer and friend) as he called 
him, pronufed to hold, his kindae^ in ever* 
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iafting remembrance, and to relieve and 
comfort every Englijhman he ever faw in dif* 
trcfs. It was two days before he departed 
with his fellow prifoners, plentifully furnilh" 
id with arms, ammtmition, and provifions, 
and attended by a friendly Indian, to fee 
them fafe to Msviile, and in that time they 
contracted an intimate fricndlhip with each 
other, and parted with promifes of mutual 
remembrance. 

And now our young hero, havmg left ail 
tiis concerni in the Indian country in the 
hands of his remaining faithful ferV3Ats> 
till his retorn, (et out with two attendants, 
for ff^illiam/bargh, and made fuch expedi-' 
tion, that he arrived there in lefs than fiftee» 
days, and immediately wpaired to ih? mer- 
chant's, where one of the copies of his pa- 
tron's will was depoflted. Already the joy- 
ful news of the late victory had reached 
them^ and the melancholy death of tbt Cap- 
tarn, fo that he was- condoled with on hifr 
arrival by the governor and all the principal 
ifihabitanfs, who vyed which Ihould flicw 
fiim the greareft honour and re^6t. Hav- 
ing adminiftred to the will, he found hJm- 
felf, after paying all the debti upon the 
eftate, and the few legacies fpecified in the 
will, mafter of nine thoufand pounds fter- 
Tmg in ready money, an^ by computaEi<»i 
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near one thoufand pounds wortli of goods, 
befides book debts to 3 confiderable amount. 
The merchant who was his patron's princi- 
pal banker and cafliier, now received every 
thing in the name of .Thomas Alatlbew/B/r, 
and gave fecurity for the monies in his hand; 
Tom gave mourning to all the deceafed's 
friends, with rings, in tokeh of remem- 
brance, and put himfelf into the fame livery, 
and what opened every body's mouth in his 
praife was, his clearing the prifon of unforT 
tunate debtors,, and beilowjng benefadtions 
upon many poor families ; and, as his friend 
the merchant was upon marrying his daugh- 
t-er, he, in the poliieft manner, made the 
bride a prcfent of five hundred pounds: 
Every tongue fpoke his praifcai,.aB.d he was 
carreffed by all ranks: of people,' wid, asJie 
declared his intention of quitting the trade;" 
many of the beft matches were offered" him; 
which he courteoufly declined, by letting ■ 
them know he had determined firil to vifit 
his native country,, for fo he called Mii;>- 
land. Before he let out on his reEiirn to the 
Jtidiati nafiions, he wrote ta Mrs Rarbm,.}i.is 
dear .Fa»«yand all his fricnds,.acquaintJHg 
them witli his adventures and f^ood fortune, 
and pnomifing ipecdily to vifit them, en- 
cloling the letters in a pricket to the good 
Mr Fcrgu/on j he alfo fent fome rich pre- 
fents tO- them all, by the fame Hoop, and 
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paniatlarly a gold rqwadng watch to h(S 
Fanief j but ftifi remained in the utmoft ter- 
ror and apprehenfion at the alteration fo 
many years abfence might have occafionedi 
by death, or what wu wwiCi the odioui 
match with Cartar. 

There afi'^rs tranfa^lcd, he bid adieu a» 
all friends, and fet out, on his return m a 1^ 
view <^ die dufky race anionffft whom hr 
had converfed. He arrived mfdy after ft 
month's journey, for it was now winter, and 
the fiTCTS were much fwclied, at his ftoKS^ 
and found every thing in good and thriving 
eondition ; but terrible apprdlennoiu oi t . 
vifit from the Ertncb. After taking a fur-^ 
vey oi his whole ftocfc, he called to him th* 
three men wiio had been in the principaf 
trull under his late patron, and the reft oT 
the ferrants, and fpoke to them as follows r 
My friends and companions, you have loft 
>n excellent mailer as well ai myfelf, and I 
think you ought tolofe nothing by hi& death 
—I have fufiicient without following trade^ 
and Ihall therefore reftgn all my imereft In it 
to you three, whom I know he intended, 
had he lived,, to provide for. I have there- 
fore brought rhis inftrument, by which I 
give you, m equal proportions, all my ririit 
and title to the ftores,, horfes, llore-houKS,. 
foA every thing that belongs to me, by his 
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ckvtfi^, In this country, wKicfa, upon an exaft 
compncatko, X t)unk will amount ro near 
three kundred and fifty pounds a-piecc s I 
would have you, with this beginning, which 
is fuperior to your late mailer's, trade in 
joint ftock, and I have fecured you Rich 
credit in Virginia, that you may have one 
thoufand pounds worth of goods at any 
Warning. God blels you with it, and prof- 
pcr you ! As to you, gentlemen, turning to 
the others, you have mod of you fome yearsi 
to come of the time you were indented for 
—this 1 diickarge you from and fet you free, 
and to erery man will -give twenty pounds, 
' to engage Iiis remembrance of our good de- 
parted tenefaftor. The Negroes alfo I fet at 
fiberty, and defirc you three gentlemen 
will take tiicm into your iervice, at proper 
wages. To attempt to defcribe the expref- 
Ove gratitude thefe worthy creatures Ihewcd 
in word and gcfture, upon this generofity 
of their mailer, would fijrpals the power of 
language- All were tranfported — every one 
was happy \ And now having difpoftd of all 
his concerns, hewent round to take leave of 
bis huHan friends, and particularly took a 
WUr of nesr one hund^ied miles to fee his old 
and brave companion in .war Calcathouy. 
Here he diverted himfelf for fwne few days, , 
in hunting deer and buf&loes, in the man- 
ner of the people, with whofc cuftoms he 
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was as familiar as our own. One day, being 
out with a very fmall party of only fix In- 
dians, befides himfelf and the chief, they 
laid them dewn to take feme refrelhment 
under the Ihade of a cyprcfs grove, which 
on one fide was oblcured from view t^ a 
rifing hillockj and on the other, by the fur- 
rounding woods i and whilfl: they were re- 
faling, upon cold venifon which they had 
rought with them, on a fudden, from be- 
hind, a volley of fmall fliot was .fired a- 
mongfl; them, by which three of the Indians^ 
and the great Calcathoig were fliot dead, and 
the other three defperately wounded, and 
Tom had one corner of his hat Ihot away ; 
he was going to take up his piece to drfend 
^imfelf, but it was too late j for he found 
himfelf in an infiant furrounded by enemy 
Indians, who butchered his furviving com- 
panions, fcalped them before his face, and 
then ftripping him to the fkin, made him 
march before them at a great rate, till they 
imagined themfelves out of danger of pur- 
fuit ; and then letting him in the midll, they 
made a ring, and danced the war dance. 
Tcpt was always endowed with an extraordi- 
nary prefcncc of mind, and was pleafcd to 
difcover that, fey their dialcft, thefe were 
not of the fame nation with tho^ he had 
ufed ib joughly, in the late engagement ; 
but a party of the Ocmi, in alliance with 



the Frenth, who he underftood nreatit x>n\j 
to convey him to MoviHe, to get the ufual 
prefeht. Had it been the other, he knew 
he maftbe adead man. Thus behold a re- 
verfe of fortane— he, who but a fmall ipace 
cf time before, was happy, and employed 
in making others fo, is now ftriped naked, 
bound with thongs, and a fpeftacJe of tri- 
umph and reproach to a barbarous gang of 
favages 1 He lamented his imprudence and 
the death of his friends ; bBt the faUe ftepi 
he:had'takcn was not now to be remedied. 
After they had danced and fang till they 
were tired, they began toftarch the pockets 
■of theprifoner, and to divide his garments ; 
in one of his coat-pockets happened to be 
his old favouricc flute. This caufed a good 
dcik of wonder amongft them,- and at lad 
they applied to the owner, by figns, to make 
it fpeak, or let them know tJie ufe of it j 
upon which, in the Creek tongue, he told 
them, rf they'd unbind him, he would di- 
vert them with it. They Ihewed a pleafed 
ftirprize to hear him talk a language they 
nnderftood, . and complied with his'requeft. 
As foon as he was unbound, he played Prince 
Eugene's march, which he thought would beft 
pleafe riiefc warlike people. Never was 
more amazement Ihewn than now, they 
made the mofl; ridicalous geftures of ado- 
mfliment, then fnatch.ed the tuneful inftru- 
L 
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ment, furveyed it on all fides, atttmpttd to 
blow intfFcftually, ihd then applied to him 
to tell them how, p^rticUUrly their chief. 
He fliewed him how to pUce his lips aad-hia 
tongue, and when he made it found, he 
danced about in, the utmoft triumph. See- 
\tig Ijim fo fond of it, he took an efftftual 
method for his prdervation and good treat-i 
ment, by prefentlng it to him with thcfe 
words — yiDu are my friend— yes, the other 
returned, ptitting his hand upon his head^ 
and you Jhall be mine, makinghlm at tho 
fame time, a pfefentof a paimcd-TVnioiatt* 
(or fmall Indian battle-axe.) This isfo fe- 
cred a compact among the hdianSy that it is 
never :broken, ' and they think thcmfelves 
tiWigodito proteft their friend in any eni 
and danger. He then enquired in the.Frijiffr 
tongue, if heunderftood him, aiidfotmdho 
talked that language very inteiligibjy. Hear- 
ing all this, they began to like him cxtranc- 
ly, and let him march with them without 
being bound; and in thisi nakedi manner, 
after nine dayp travel, thdy artived within jt 
mile of the fort, -he not having fufftrUd the 
kait ill ufage, and eating and drinking in. 
common with his mailers. One of their 
number wasdifpatched before, to give notice 
of their arrival, upon which the gates of the" 
fort were thrown open, the garrifon went 
under amis, and ihcy entered it ■v^th -thdr 
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fcalps difplaTcd, and their pfifoner iin ihE 
center, chanting the dreadful notes of the 
war-hoop, whilft the cannon on the ravelin 
were fired, and the garrifon made three dif- 
chargcs to dothcrh the more honour, "tho 
Governor was featcd' ready to receive tkim, 
and, after thanking them, few- their fcrviecs/ 
and applauding their bravery, the iifuatpre- 
fencs were brought out and diflributed, and 
then they prefented their prifoner ; the chief 
lellinghAnij he talkedhis own language as 
well as theirs. This ^renthmen WAs |t m^if 
of humanity, and ordered one ofhis'dolnef- 
tics to feidi a coat, -which i^er torn had pui; 
en, he began to queftion him, Ss to hn pro- 
£edlon, and how no cam« amongft the ln'di~ 
atts. My lord, he replied, I am an EftgUJh- 
Man, and curicUity brought me from Virginia, 
to fee the cuftoms of bur Indians ; we had 
been innocently hunting upon our own ter- 
ritories, whenihefe favagcs treacheroufly 
fired upon us, deftroycd my companions/ 
and brought me here, to^fiEpcrience thcpo- 
hte .ufage of ydur generous nation, ■■ with 
whom I think, our crown is in perfe& peace 
and amity. Sir, he murned, \ pipy youi*. 
Condition— —you may depend- tipcini^iaed 
treatment whilft you are here— t>iic-I nav« 
orders to fend all prifooers taken by the In- 
dians, tq,^ebeCy to which place- you wil6 
dei^Ft la a few days, with an sf^prtof n^ 
L. 2 
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garrLfbn ; and if no more appearante of ill 
is.vifible^ you will bt returned to f^irginia 
mfafety.' He then rofe up, and taking lew 
by the hand, led him tO' fus apartment — or- 
dered wine» and feme cold provifions, dc- 
firing him to eat and forget his mifliap, thank 
God he was gof fo well out of their hapds^ 
and told him he feemed fo much of a gentle-, 
man,, that he fliould lodge and eat at uble: 
with Kim, during his ftay, and had liberty 
to walk about the fort upoxiHs parole. .The 
>TOrthy ereatare made iil the .ackn.owled§- 
menfs h* was capable of, ih wordv for this- 
goodnefs, and making a viutueof neccfUty,: 
affUmed a pleafing air, converfed with free- 
dom, and fo as to gaii* intirely the good- 
will of his hoft, the Baron DelenvilU; but 
as to the going abroad, he did hot embrace; 
that offer, feariiig to be- known by fome: 
of the Indians, and betrayed to, be the con- 
queror of M. dn Cayie. The- next day hisi 
benefaftorfupplied him with a complete fuit 
of rich cloaths,. with all appurtenances of 
drefs J and when the efcqrt wai ready, he- 
fct out». after they had exchanged muiu^ 
pr-omifcs oi frieftdihip. They yvece thrcs- 
weeks in the- journey to. C(3»<iii*T par-tly by> 
lftnd>. and partly upon the navigable lakes^- 
which the enterprirmgFr<?«f ■& had every where 
made to communicate with each other,, and,. 
eoqfidcriflg.Uie-CQuotry,- hc- ewluftd z.%.k\i. 
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hardfliips aECOuldbectpeftcH ; but the en- 
creaftng diftance between him anihjs love- 
ly Fausy, 'cunisd tvimcruel-inquictudes.iaaid 
had he not had the comfort of knowing, that 
before this time flre muft have hpard from 
him, would have produced all the confe-- 
qiiences of deifpair. With wonJer anda- 
ftoniftimeftt he freqaendy ran over the oc- 
currences ofhis paft life, and in humble and 
pious ejaculations adored and praifed that 
almighty Being, who had protiefted him 
through fo many dangers and difficulriesi 
and flnll continued to watch over his ftepsl 
He was perfeiSly aftonilhcd wben Iieontered 
^fbee, ■ to fee io populous and fatnptuous a 
city, far lurpaffmg any thing he had feeri 
before in Amerita^ and fiiently faid tO' him- 
ftlf- Ah ! this fetclement will be a per- 
petual and terrible thorn in our fides in this 
part of the world. The Governor received 
nim with a great deal of dlftinftion, as well 
on account of his eafy and polite beharioiirj 
ond from' a letter he had received recom- 
mending him to his favour from DetenvilU, 
as the report his conduftors made of his car- 
riage in the late tour irx>m' Moville. He 
■flftrered his interrogatories Wiril all the pru, 
dence' he was able j but being preffed very 
clofe, could not be (o difingenuous as to 
deny that he had been concerned in the /«- 
dian XfvXt for fome years, faying his liarrx? .

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wzi Benbw ; For he :had the- mortificatibnt 
to hear, on every~ hantfi the confternatioi> 
the late defeat and death of Cy/<fhad' occa- 
fioned, and threats of vengeance againft the- 
young Matthew/on,, whenever theygot hini- 
in their power. After his examination was.. 
fini&edi the Governor fajd— I-arn extremely 
lorry,. Sir; for you reallyhaye.alrcady gain- 
ed my good pinion, that f cannot fet you^ 
at liberty ; but fo many infults have beerp 
committed by the gentlemen in the trader, 
on. your fide^ that upon the report thereof^ 
the kira^my mafterhasordered-aU prifonera.

The Ehra 
man of war is now ready to fail — !■ will re- 
commend you to the Captain;,, andj though: 
8 prifoner, Vm fure you'll be confiderod 
merely as a paffcnger, , and" ciqoy liberty all 
the voy^e^— and thus much faBherl will 
do — you may have any money advanced 
you, upon drawing bills on your agent in 
ft'irpniai and what lette« you -think prop» 
to confide with me, I aflure you, mpori my 
honour, fliall go there by the ftrft convey-, 
ance, unopened. Though the thoughts of 
■ fo tedious- an abfence from Maryiand- gavjs 
him inexpreiTible pangs,: he was obHasd, to 
^Jffiemble, and thank his Excellency for his 
^dnefs, and acciuiefce, with a-gobd grace. 
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. and he defired the advancement of a hun- 
tired livres to fit himfelf for the paflage, and 
bills for athoofand more on Francgy. which 
^as immediately complied with, and there- 
upon he drew upon his agent in Virginia for 
die like fom fterling, arid as much more to^ 
defray his charges of drawing, ligning hi» 
■bills Thomas Barlexo ; but in the letter he 
wrote, he, after giving a long account of

In three weeks he was out of all his 
pain,, however,-. bx going on board the mao 
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■of war, after waiting upon the GtJvfcrndr iand 
hU friends ro pay his cOmpUmcBts.'of d^paf-r 
tiire ( and the next day fixer failed doWD tht 
river of St Laurence to proceed on her: voy- 
age. The Governor, ftri(9:iy juft tohis prof 
mifes, had fo reromn;Tended hun, th^ the 
Chevalier D'v^wffi, commander of" the Ihip^ 
and all his officers treated him with the'utr 
moft relpcft and diftin{ftion,. and in, a few 
days began to blefs thrmfrlvcs at having Ui 
agreeable a companion ; for, thoagh .fadly 
iineafy in hia mind, he put on the gayeft and 
moil placid air and mien in Che wodd* in 
Teturn for the kind ufage he naiet. wish. .Tht 
Flora had orders to touch .at Mgrttftieta on 
■which accoant flie fliaped her cbbrie foffi tht 
ff^eji Indies, and sfter three weeks bl\iftrihg 
voyage,, came into the lat. 55. and long. Soi 
2,' being abreafi of the great B^kama kanki 
where the ccmimander had. inftruftiom- Ho 
look into the neighbotiringkcys,'; af^errao 
Englijh fktop and a French ttfig ivhcf it»4 
lately turned pyrates, and infcfted the tradf 
in the gulf of Florida and to Gtbai H^paiw- 
ta and Jamaica, and had been alw TC/y 
troubleforae to the Lefward iftaods. B«f 
the time was srrivedNrhen the riUains ibould 
pay for aJl their mifchiefs.and cnfcli^^ j for 
as they were ftanding :uiider a very. eafy^faiU 
the long boat which had been detached to 
Cat znS if^adifii'i iQands, ai^d thejtdjaccnt 
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eoves, was feen rowing towards the^fhip with 
the utmoft expedition, upon which the Cap- 
.tain ordered tne fails to be backed, and in 
lefs than an hour ihe got on board, with in- 
telligence that the fliips they were in fearch 
of, lay in Exuma found, and that one of 
them was upon the careen. The whole 
Clip's crew gavea great ffiout at this intel- 
ligence, but as the Flora (which was a frigate 
of thirty-four guns,) could not venture in, 
a confultation was heldi at the conclufion of 
which, the long boat, yawl and pinnace; 
■were ordered to be well" manned, and the 
former had two 3 pounders clapped into her 
bow, and their crews being furnilhed with 
finall arms and ten rounds of powder and 
ball each man, they were thought capable 
of t^ing the pyrites. Our young adven-* 
turer was prefent at all thefoawfultatiopsy 
and two of the.Lieiiteniints being-ilUandthc 
vcflel coming out without either Enfigns oc 
Cadets, a perfoi> properly -qualified fceme^ 
wanting to comnland the yawl. After a vao-^ 
deft ii>trod«6tion, in; which he iijentioBedl 
his being a prilbrjer, he ^ifbed he i^ght A>& 
permitftsd to fliew his gratitifde, by' scfpiji- 
panying theiri, a& the puniflwrig fych pefe 
©f fociety was the common bufincis of every 
iiation upon earth. My dear- friend, .the' 
Captain replied, I'll venture :to truft you 
wiui the vacaat.qoaunaRd— !"§ tcvie ypypr* 
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under a kind of reftraintj bur your offenco 
is not known, and ,1 fancy yoq are only fcnt 
to France by Way of form,' and merely in 
obedience to the letter of «he Governor's in-* 
ftruftiojis, though, had the ^irit of them 
been confidered, I belitvi: we ftiould- noc 
have been, honoured lyithryour company^ 
T'uffi made liis acknowledgments, and iih^ 
mediately entered upon his command, and 
all three ftood away for the found, under an 
cafy fail. .The firfl LieutcnanrcommaDded 
the long boat as Commodore, and i^e M«A' 
ter the pinnace. Ithxd been igreed, &i if 
vas imagined, and is it pro.vcd; chepiyraK* 
had not leen the long boat, that that and 
flie yawl ihould lay the floop 00 boatd her 
quarters, and enter -ber. at oAce,- «nd- thafi 
the pinnace fhould attack the brig which 
was upon the careen>' b^ landing ' ker^ men; 
tnd taking pofiefflon- of 4li the men and 
arms afhore, and then rightiag the ittip, ta 
get her off. They fortunat«iy,.it bejag ver/ 
hiefff weather, and the dolk of the eycni-ng^ 
andas'they did nOt powibut fai^,!;got't]p> 
wkhio two boats ten@;th bei&re thiff 4es^ 
difcfivered) and the -ftrange c04;f\t{ion it put; 
the.^etches in, was eriikAC^^y'theoftchs^ 
execrations and cttrfes that refoTinded' on 
every tide s and as they fufpefted ttd dsmger 
their gufii were unlhotted, tbeir f^iU unbent^ 
and they had -'nothing t« oppofe"^>uth -buv 
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finall arms and defperation. The Lieutcn- 
xnt and Tern foon got on board, after ex- 
changing a few ftiot, by which they received 
no damage, and whilft the former fecured 
ftU uptm the main deck, which, feeing them- 
ftlvcs oyerpowered, they fuffered without 
much refiftance, though mpft of them drunk i 
the latter made his way, piftol in hand, to 
the round houfe, which he found barricaded 
fuddenly againft him, and feveral random 
Atfit&'weieftred through theloopholes i but 
being now joined by the Lieutenant with 
fack of his party aa were not on guard, they 
pointed the three pounders againft the bar- 
ricade, which had fuch fuccefs, that, in lefs 
liian twenty' minutes, thtrfe within called 
&r qiiarttris. The two commanders entered 
fwordin hand and |Stilols cocked, and found 
the pyrate Captain^ Mate, Quarter Maftcr, 
and eighc more, who ftjrrendered prifoncrs 
of war, and were condiaSted to their fellows 
who were tied, and under guafdin the forc- 
caftle and the Captain's cabin. Mean time 
3 g^it^ was fired from the lOther fhip, which 
vasthefigoal, agreed upon, when fhe was 
t^en^-at which the men on board the (loop 
gavea loxid huzza and, were anfwered biy 
thofe on board the brig. Who could plainly • 
hear each other. . But tlie mailer had had 
pretty warm work of it, having three men 
killed and f<Jur wounded before he got pof- 
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feffion, and ten of the French pyratcs were 
flain. On board the floop only two of the 
Flora's crew were wounded, and two of the 
pyratcs, and one killed. Thus, by the 
drunkennefs, want of order and confufion 
of the villains, a cheap and eafy conqueft 
was gained, and prifoners made of thirty- 
feven Englijh and eighteen French, befides 
the two Captains. By the time the whole 
was atchieved the next morning dawned, 
and the Fler^ camie to an anchor clofe upon 
the north breakers at the mouth of the found, 
and Tern had the honour to carry to the Cap- 
tain the firft news of thcirTifl»ry, as a to- 
ken of his fatisfaftion with which, he pre- 
fented him with the gold hilted fword from, 
his fide, and tenderly embraced him,. Three 
days were taken -up in ctafling and examin- 
ing the prifoners, who were then bro<|^t 
on board the Fierasitid pat in irons, to re- 
ceive their due dcferts at Marttnico. The 
floop mounted lO fix-pounders, and the brig' 
6 four-pounders belides fwivels, and had 
been in concert many months. A- p^t 
quantity of money and goods was found on 
board, to the joy of the captors, who were" . 
like to be well* paid foctbe ftrvice they had 
■done to. mankind. Tom was an interpreter 

„ r for the Englijh prifoners, who were 1^ ex- 
amined, and the third man that came inro ' 

' the cabin, namely the pyrate Quarter Maf- 
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te^ he was at once ftruck with the fight of, 
and was inly fure he had feen him fomewhtre 
before, but, ludge his fitnation, when upon 
Hiking him his name he faid T"*** fVilliamfon. 
Atthatwellknownname,anawcll remember- 
ed, and once dreaded voice he fell fome paces 
back, to the admiration of all prefent, and 
falling on his knees, cried. Oh God' ever 
juft and goodi Ithaijk thee^ that I behold 
and am rcndwrd an inftmment in punifhing 
the greateft villain breathing ! The prifoncr, 
■without knowing why, trembled every joinc 
. at thefewords, whiiftf'offl begging the Cap- , 
Iain's patience for fome monrents, though 
he could fcarce hold himfelf ftill — made (hift 
to put the following queftions to him— Was 
yoH ever at Brifiol? Yes Sir. Did, you not 
commaqd a vcflcl called the Anne of that 
port, in the i^ar i697_or thereabout, and 
after Having on the coaft of Guinea, difpole 
of ■ your cargo at Sene-puxtm in MaryUndf 
Yes, he anlwered, without the leaft hefita- 
tion, .though much ftanltd at being fo wel! 
known. Pray Sir, did you know one Si»r- 
low a planter there, and did you not fell an 
innocent child to him, that you ftole from 
his parents in London? At this queftion the 
blood forfook his cheeks, and'had the guard 
not fupported him, he would have fallen upon 
the cabin floor — he made no reply, but 
•anging down his head continued filenti 
M 
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But the qucftion being repeated, again and 
again, he at length anfwered furlily — you 
have taken me — I know I'm a dead man — 
I'll anfwer no more queftions ; nor would 
break his obltinate lilence, but was obliged 
to be carried to his confinement untradtable. 
After the whole were examined, and the 
Captain, firft Lieutenant, and Tern alone, 
he told them fo mtich of his own adventures 
as related to this villain, but prudently Hop- 
ed there, not at all accounting for his pre- 
fent condition, fo that they imagined he had 
again found his parents. Their r^fentment 
at fo baft, fo wicked an action, -carried them 
out into exclamations againlt the villain ; and 
the Captain added — how juft is providence 
— who has permitted you to fee the mifer- 
able death of your perfecutor ! I am con- 
vinced that, in crimes of an enormous na- 
ture, heaven moft commonly puniflies the 
criminal even in this life. And now having 
properly' manned the. two pyrate veffels, 
they flood on their courfe, and without any 
.other interruption fafely arrived in fourteen 
iJays more at St Pierre in Martimte, where 
the prifoners were put on ftiore ; and in ten 
days after, all but fourteen, who appeared 
to be forced, were condemned at a court of 
admiralty. Only two days intervening be- 
tween the pafiing fentence and the execution 
of it } Tarn vifitcd once more tjie villaia 
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WilUamforiy to fee if haply he knew any thing 
of his parents. He now found him lanTcnt-' 
ing the errors of his life — refigned to his 
fate, but full of terror and apprehenfion of 
futurity. The minute he entered the dun- 
geon where he was chained — he cried, thank' 
Gol, Sir, you are come — I acknowledge I 
am the wretch you fufpefted me to be —that 
helplefs innocent has weighed my guilty fout| 
. down to heM, ever fince, and I have nevci* 
had a moment's Tcft— OK ! the tears ftand- 
mg in his eyes, all over convulfed,— hqw 
can 1 expeft pardon of' God that had np^ 
mercy upon an infant ! If it is in the power 
of that infant to Ijjeak peace to you in your^ 
departing moments, Tom replied, I freely 
forgive you — though you made me mifer- 
able— I am that child'— preferved throiigh- 
^1 the evils you cxpofed me to — and to merit 
pardon of heaven, you ought to difclofr 
what you know farther of my parents or my' 
aame, or any thing you know relating to 
me. — For fome minutes he kept wildly gaz- 
ing at him, without reply — at length, his" 
very irons ratling with the convulfive ftarts 
of his body — he roared out, oh ! I feel the. 
paihs, of hell already! I am damned for 
ever ! — Oh ! would to God the minute I firft 
ikw you had been my laft— that face of thine 
will hurl me to deftruftion ! Then recover- 
ing himfelf alittle, oh ! I never knew- aor 
M 2 - 
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heard of your parents— I took you from Zix- 
eetn'i-im ^Ids, — as to be fure Barlovd^ has 
told yoa, and when I had fold you I was 
too wicked to. trouble my head about you 
again — but the righteous God has curfcd me 
(ever fince — twice I was fliip- wrecked — tot^- 
lif ruined — at laft turned pyrate, and you'll 
kaye the pleafure to fee me hang'd — damna- 
tion r da you want more fatisfaftiob'— then 
knowllhallbedunn'd ececnally— Ifeclhell 
flames ^ready. Thus the wretch went oii> 
aqd though the good youth endeavoured to 
calm his mind and bring him again back-to 
(he good difpofitibn he ieemed to fbew at Jus 
entrance^, it was all in vain^ he continued 
tfy curfe, fwear and bWpheme, and even to 
wifh |ie could finilh all his crimes by dalh- 
ing his brains out, and was fo outragious 
that he concluded the fight o( him and the 
finfc of his complicatea c^mes had turned 
his brains. At the gallows he would fay 
nothing, but died with execrations in his 
mouth— a jufi esampk of the righteous ven- 
geance of heaven ! 

Thefe things made Taw very melancholy^ 
he lanKnted that a fellow creature (hould. 
launch fo defperatety into eternity, and now 
concluded the recovery, of his parents quite 
iinpoffible and impra£Ucable. However, he 
UHluJbl (rffcn.f»y to himfelf,.wherefocwcr, you. 
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are, ye authors of my being, if grief for my 
Ibfs did not inftansly deftroy you, may heaven' 
calm yo_ur forrows, and help you to forget 
your fon^a fon that will continue to behave 
fi) in this life — as to entitle him to the know- 
Ifedgc of you — if fouls hereafter know each 
other — in a better and happier ftate ! Thcfe 
thoughts, together with his diftance from 
his charming Fanny, and his uncertainty 
with regard to her andhi* friends in Mary- 
landf infenfibly threw hirn into a deep me- 
lancholy, and it required all his art to fup~ 
port the weight of converfation, which now 
was more than ever courted, as his ftrange 
ftory had fpread about the illand, where tlic 
fhip ftaid near two months, in which time he 
received the greateft honours and civilities 
from the Governor, and all the principiJ in- 
habitants. At laft they fet fail, and arrived 
fafely at Bre^, on December the i ith, in the 
year 1711, and he again fet foot upon Euro- 
pean ground, afteran-abfencc of twenty-four 
years. The Chevalier d'j^viite immediately 
fenttheGovernorofCuTiai/tf'spacket to court, 
together with anr account of his prifoner's 
noble behaviour on board, -and ■ requeftcd 
orders in what manner to afl: to him, and 
advifed Tem to employ a folHcitor there, 
who might,, for an handfome prefent, folli- 
cit in his favour with his Majdfty, and nam- 
edtb'him, for that purppfe, a certain. ^^6« 
M j" 
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vhohacfmuck thccar of the minifter. He 
cold this good friend he would be ruledii* 
all things by him^ and accordingly having 
changed hi&billof athoufand WvitSt D^Avillr 
difpatched a trufty agent to ihe :/1hbe with a^ 
ftate of the- cafi, anda prefent ofabillf<»' 
rfiree hundred livres. In Ihort this wasthft 
fight wjy of going to- wQrk,^ for-,, iii-a fort- 
night's- time,. »^ letter arrived to the Captwn 
from the Ihtcndtnt of the Marine, to let his 
prifoncrhave his freedom,^ and, this fevoun 
without further trouble, was owing as well 
tD.th^>Mport of the Governor ci Canada antt 
€ap'£ain D'yiville as totheinterceflioBof the- 
j/i^. And now b^ng once more- his- ewAi 
mafter, he was prevailed upon tO'takea touf. 
withD'^iV/f to i*«nj, charmed at.evcryftep. 
with this new appeajrancc of things, fine 
churches^ ftately palacfs, populous townsi 
andcitics, Iplsndid equipages, and the hurry 
and buftle «■■ commerce,. taall which he had 
.hitherto been a ftranger, but he fooii bec»nc- 
'acquainted with men and things, and as he 
'had never feen England fince his infancy* 
and fpokc Ffench faperfeftlyi,and had bee« 
fa long ufed to their manners, he appeared 
in every thing like a- native cf- the country, ' 
arid was generally taken for one. He Wut- 
ed, upon Alexander the banker,, the day after 
bis arrival, and, to his great joy, found a 
icttc^ from his itgcnt in Firffnia, anocher 
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from the agent's correlpondect in London, 
inviting him to England, and the bill of 
credit he had ordeied, which had lain near 
fir weeks at Paris. His friend's letter gave 
him an account of his having paid his 
draughts from ^ebecy and receiving his long 
kttcr fafe and unopened, the contents of 
which he hoped he had complied with to his 
Atisfaftton. -He lamented \i\&. misfortunes, 
but advifcd him to comftwt himfelf under 
diem> and promifed to be a faithful, fteward 
ili his abfence^ wiihing him all the pleafures 
that Europe could afford ;. but whatjntereft- 
cd him above alJ- was, that he acquainted 
iUm, foon after'the receipt of his letter one 
Mr Ferpikn^ from Senepuxonj had been ta - 
eequire aner his wdfarea and that when he^ 
JKard he was a prifoner with the French, he 
was greatly afie^ed ; but rejoiced tohca^he- 
was in health, and that he Idt a letter with 
him, which he few by another veffel with a 
dupltcateof his own.. This advice callediaU 
his tendernefs- up into-his eyes, and he re-^ 
fitlved very foon to go to England and take 
^aSu^ifx Maryland, hiicver beloved Aforj'-. 
■land^ His chs^rin.at not recetving this let- 
ter of his kind tutor's, which woul^ have 
cafed ali. his uncertainties, was inexprelTible 
— .but it cmild not be, for in a letter from 
die merchant in London, he underfb^od after- 
wardii that the fhip ic was icDt by was burnt 
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accidentally at fca, few of the men efcaping 
with their lives. Though the fituation of 
his mind difpofed him more to retirement 
than company, he could not decline attend- 
ing the generoas Captain of the Flora, who 
led him to court, to all the public places and 
curiofities about Paris, and was never tired 
of doing him good offices j but he "being at 
length obliged to attend hi* duty at Sre^; 
Torti once again was left to himfelf, to broixl" 
over his melancholy ideas. Hewould have 
faftened a very genteel prefem upon him^ 
in return for his noble treatment in the pafj- 
fage andfince; but he would not hear of ir^, 
faying, you gave up your Ihare of the prizes 
to us, and that was enough, you ought to 
have had a thoufand livrcs, and they parted 
promifmg to preferve each other in memory'. 
And now as D'Aville was gone,' and with 
him the fervant that ufed to" attend them 
both, he retired to the houfe of a widow 
gentlewoman in the quartier dt Lguvrty there 
to board, for he had a natural antipathy to 
entertaining a French fervant. Here he em- 
-ployed himfcif in acquiring a knowledge of 
The French literati, arid iii' making a colleo- 
tten of the beft books in that tongue, with 
the pompous Dauphin editions of the clafHcSj 
ail which he fent to the merchant in Lenden, 
from whence he propofed to carry his whole 
purchafcs of that fort as a, library for hirnfelf 
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»od his friends in MaryUnd, where no fuch 
creafure had ever before been feen. One day 
as he was curioufly viewing the labours of 
the great Blendei over the gate of St Antbtity, 
a coach with a gentleman and two ladies paf- 
ffA. him, and on a fudden he heard the gen- 
tleman order the driver to ftop, of whictvhe 
took little notice, ftill continuing to look at 
the devices over the middle poftern of the 
gaue i but he was foon awakened from his 
reverie by a firenuous embrace, and thefe 
words — I were the moft ungenerous wretch 
breathing could I forget my dear deliverer 
Captain Mattbewjen ! The found of this 
name, which he had fb long ftudio^dy con- 
cealed, made him tremtde j but when he 
had locdccd at the person who pronounce^ 
it, the joy af his heart was vifible in his 
eyes, and, returning his embrace, he re- 
■iied,-^— and I Jhould be very unhappy had 
I not endeavoured todeferve the friendHiip 
and remembrance of my dear Chevalier Du 
C^le, for that young nobleman it really was. 
So unufual a Qght in that quarter of th« 
town, where the people are naturally curi- 
ous, drew a great many gazers about them, 
feetng which Du Cayle taking him by the 
hand, and leading him to the coach faid. 
Come Sir, let me entreat you to accompany 
i^ to my Httel, in this coach is a lady that 
has the grcateft obligations to you, as well. 
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as myfelf. It was no time to refufe this fa-' 
your, and therefore faluting the ladics-with 
his itfual grace, and begging pardon "for 
crowding them, he "got in, arid in a little 
timi alighted with them at a fiiperb houfc in' 
the place du Daupbine, ' As foon as they harf 
entered a magnificcilt apartment, the Che- 
valier turning round to-the-eldcft of the la-* 
dies, who feemcd to- be about t^nty-five,' 
faid. See; madam, the author of allburKap- 
pinefs in the genenJuS; the Krave, ^Ke hu^ 
i^ane Captain A£rt/ifw^»;. uffon- which he 
advanced to falute her, and' afterwards thcr 
other lady, who bOth, particularly, cxpref-' 
fed their plcafurein feeing him, and thccldeft 
faid, turning' to du C<^le, Well, my-Lord,; 
this indeed is a happy morheht-^1 have now 
my wifti, which- waSj once at l^ft in my 
hfe, to fee a maJi td whom I- im fb- much- 
indebted. To thefe compliments he replied 
with his ufual complacency and poUtenefs; 
and in Ihort they ^1 feemed- charmed with- 
their gueff. After they had repofed' tftem- 
felves, Du Cs^e -afked hiin what fortunstte- 
advcnturebroughrhim zoParis, upop which 
he gave them a detail of his misfortunes and* 
tTanfadiions fince, in a manner fo engaging 
as finifhed the conqUeft of the ladies hearts 
in his favour. D« Cayle fympadiized withr 
him in his late diftreffes, congratulated him 
«n- his fafc arrival, and concluded with in- 
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fifting upon his taking up his refidence wicb 
him, during the reft of his ftay at Parts. 
This requeft was backed by the two ladiesi 
one the wife and the youngcft her fifter, and 
that very night, bidding adieu to flie widow 
lady's, he removed to his new apartment, 
which was one of the moft fuperb in the 
houfe, and whexe he was treated with the dif"- 
tin£tion of a prince. 

The next morning, after breatfaft, Du 
f:ayle carried him into his clofet whilft the 
ladies were drefling, and afrefti embracing 
him, told him h£ retired on purpofe to ac- 
quaint him with his adventures, from ^'^^ 
lime he fo genercmfly fct him at liberty till 
now, and without ftaying for an anfwer pur? 
fued his difcourfe as follows : pull of grati- 
tude. Sir, at yoHF noble treatment of me 
and my companions, we got fafely to Mo- 
•aille and from .thence I haftened to ^ehec, 
and had I ftaid a day longer from thence I 
had been undone. You muft know, the 
lady who is now my wife, and the other, 
her fitter, were the daughters of thejatc 
Governor of Canada^ who at his deceafip^ft 
ihem fixty thoufand livres each, in the hahds 
of his brother, who is Superintendant of the 
Cuftoms in that province.

The 
reft, till the time of my return again to ^e- 
bet you know already.

afterwards both their fortunes were paid in- 
to my hands. The death of my father made 
my return to France necelTary to take care 
of our paternal eflate : This vas the reafon 
of my fu fuddenly quitting Canada, with my 
fpouie and iiAer ; and the large pDlTeflions 
of an uncle having devolved'upon me lince, 
I have no further temptation to ramWing, 
but intend in my native country to enjoy the 
fwcets of eafe, love and fricndftiip. If any 
thing could add to the reliOi of my prefenc 
enjoyments, it is the wifh'd for, unexpect- 
ed fight of a gentleman, who is the author 
of all my felicity ; we talked of you almoft 
<very day, with grateful remembrance, and 
my fpouie even longed to fee you, and pro- 
vidence at icngth, in this unexpeftcd man- 
ner, .has granted our defires. And now, 
myidear friend, I ftiall have it in my power 
. -to repay your invaluable favours in the man- 
ner ray heart diftates, and, but that I re- 
member you informed me your affeftiona 
iWrfi engaged, would court you to a nearer 
alliance with me by a marriage with my. Af- 
ter, who you may perceive has wit and beau- 
ty, .and whofe fortune is not contemptible. 
At this conclufion, they again embraced 
. oiu^h other, and Captain Matthewjan made 
tKe waimeft return for his kind and unmerit- 
ifX oiFer j but let him fo much into his ftory 
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as to convince him he could not accept of it. 
He faid however the handfomeft things ima- 
ginable of the young lady, and they vowed 
an eternal friendfliip for each other. It was 
very opportunely that the Marquifs came to 
this explanation j for his filter's repofe began 
to receive Iknrx difturbance from the foft 
impreffions, the merit and beauty of Mat- 
tbewfon had made upon her heart; but when 
her brother let her into his engagements, 
fhe flrovc betimes to overcome apaflionthat 
could not pofTibly meet with any return from 
the objetft of it.

could not account (ozt fo true is what is Taid

And haying taken leave of. all hia friendsj 
£br that purp<)fcS and' parted w'vth du CayU^ 
his wife and fiiler, who accompaaied him to 
CalaU, and fiied.tearfi at his.departure, and 
forced upon him feme prefents of great price 
as tokens of remembrance ; he embarked in 
the packet^ and after a^fmooth paOXge land- 
ed fafely at Rover.. The minUte he g&t to 
a priviitc ^artment at hb inn,, he prol^t'^ 
ed himfelf and returned thanks to God, that 
had fo miraculoufly preferv-ed himhitlierto,, 
for all his mercies,, and once- more befought 
him,, if ii was his bJelTed wiU, thatheitiight 
find out his parents. When alHiis baggage^, 
which was now grown very confiderable^ 
was landed, heordftred \t,^ be fent to L^i^ 
don, direfting it to his friendls asentj whorrt 
he adviled of his arrival, by the waggons. 
which fet Qut that very daVj, keeping only. 
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one cHangc of linen and a riding froclc rich- 
ly laced for his- prefent. ufe j and after he 
had fcen all that was" worth beholding in" 
Devery. Deal and their neighbourhood, . fet 
out himfelf, with hired hories and a guide, 
for that famous metropolis. He- found him- 
fclfquite revived with tbefighr an'd enjoy- ' 
ment of England, . charmed to the highcft 
degree ^ with, her verdant, plains, fruitful 
fields, 'rjfing hills, anid ail the beauteous 
profpeft's They afforded; him. The people- 
too were more to his genius and liking tharr 
theFnHcy, ib that had his Fatm^ been-with 
tim, he would hav« taffed the highcft fatil- 
(kdiort:; but hcF-dHfance,.and the pain he 
was, undfer about her, lay too. heavy upon 
his mind to permit any untainted ergoytncnt. 
He was now thirty-onr years of age, and 
perhaps as handfomea man as ever was feen,, 
xnd" hit countenance had natively fuch a 
mingled "dignity, and fweet humanity, that 
it was impoffible to look without- loving him 
at firft fight: As he vilited every remarkable 
place, and often made fscurfions out of the 
road,, fortweitty.or-thirty miles; to gratify.

At the metition- 
of his name the clerk bowed-low, and faitf 
he was,. and condufted himinto* back par- 
lour vhilft he diff3atoheda footiTtan to hiS' 
maftcr.wth intelligence of his. gwcft; Ten 
mJaujesbrotight dewn ftairs a-fine looking 
pian, , feemingly about fifty ^. whoapproach- 
^' him,. weleoBfied- him. to town^, and to 
every thing his. houfe-afforderf,, and feemed 
ib taken- with. the youoggentkunai^.that-ht 
could hardly remove his «yes- from hinii 
Matthew/on on his 4de alfo felt av{Oilderful 
inclination to- his heft — nay even fomc ten* 
dcr cmotioias of pkafure that were war Ihffw- 
tng thcn^lclvcs at his eyes*. 
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After the firft queftions-wereovcri iie be- 
fbught him to walk up into thedining room,'- 
where fat his-lady^ who fcemed nearly fif 
his own agCj and who was,as much' ftruck 
with the fight of our adventurer, as her huf- 
bandj. and as- to Tom, he approached her- 
with more r-cverential awe thait ever he had> 
a woman before. Breakfaft was fervcd up;^ 
and the ladyj who -as^ weU as her hufbimd" 
was of a very irrelanchoiycaft of temper and"- 
ieldom fmiled, feeming as though chey la* 
boured • under fome-diftrefsL ef mind, told 
him, flic hoped'.hc would oblige them by 
accepting an apartment in theirhoufc, inhere - 
he IhouloTeceive all the- attendance of the 
neareft relation,^ and that,, thoi^h ' herfelf 
and her; fpoufe did not-tafce much pleafure 
in an/' thing this life could afFordj , they had 
relatipns .and friends that'Were nearly of -his ■ 
own age, and would-be proud oi attending 
hiiri to -view the curiofitics oi the to,wn.. Tom-: 
returned her lus? thanks,, was pleaJedwith; 
their converfation,.whichi he enjoyed for the 
remainder of the day, and in, the evening - 
was fliewn to -an.apartmenl that declared the 
(^ulenccof its, mailer, where he fouijd all 
his baggage fafe>, and retired to reft with a 
mind full of the various and unconimon-ad- 
ventures of his Jife,-and dwelling upon the 
idea of his. lovely long, loft Fanny i. 
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The next day his kind hofl and hoftefs in- 
troduced their chief clerk to his- acquain- 
tance, who was a near relation, of a genteel 
carriage and perfon, and a generous and 
obliging turn <^ mind, and', in a little time, 
they conceived aperfeft friendlhip for each 
other. Under his guidance he vifited every 
part of the city and fuburiSs, with its curio- 
iities and: entertainments offo many various' 
Kinds, and the adjacent country and villagesj. 
which for their pleafihg fituation furpals. any 
thing in Europe, fo'near a great and opalent 
city. In this manner feveral weeks paifcd 
away, arai though 3i»»'s-diij)ofition was very 
melancholy, yet He could not omit to gra- 
tify his refcapches into every thing remark- 
able, and,, as the theatres fu^nlftied him 
with the moft rational amufement, he fre- 
quently' ipent his evenings there; JVlcaa. 
time he daily more and more ingratiated 
Bimfelf with the family, and conceived fudi 
an affeftionfor the merchant and' his?ladyi 
that He whiled away his hours of.tetiremcnt 
in theii*. company, and they,, who had no 
children, began to love him with the fond- 
ncfs even of parents. Iii the neighbourhood' 
lie never heard of any dillrels. but he waj. 
ready to rclievcil, contributed to ^e public 
ehamies with munificence, and btftowtrd 
his alms largely on the poor confined debt^ 
ors in our prifons, a race of men, he would 
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often iay, much niore to be pined than the 
fordid mendicants that fo croud our ftreets 
uid avenues. One night, as his friend and 
he were coming through ZJncoln's inn FieiJs^ 
a place he always took in his way when he 
went to the other end of the town, and in 
pafling through which he often vented many 
a mournful fight, juft beneath Livcchii inn 
wall they heard the claQiing of fwords, and 
three or four repeated blows, and at the 
fame time the cry of murder !— murder j 
from a man's voice. The brave Matthew- 
fen and his friend, without hefitation, drew 
their fwords, and hailening to the fpot, 
found a gentleman -like man upon the 
gyound> and heard the ruffians, who had at- 
tacked him, running away at theiV feafon- 
able approach. His fword hilt was in his 
hand, which, infenfible as he was, he grafp- 
ed with great force, and tht; blade lay ffiat- 
tered in feveral pieces bcfide him, his hat 
and wig was gone ; but as they (fould dif- 
jEover no blood, they apprehended he was 
only ftunned and not wounded. So indeed 
il fortunately proved, for, having raifed him 
up between them, and endeavouring to con- 
vey him to Ibmc tavern in Hollorn, he came 
fo far to himfelf as by feveral indications to 
difcover that he was about recovering hii 
fenfes. With fome difficulty at length they 
got him into the neareitavern,. and fending 
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for a furgeon he took fomc blood from his 
arm, which foon brought hinTto the perfeft 
ufe o( his reaTon. He then informed the 
company, in broken Engliftty tiiat he was a 
French gentleman, but a week before arriv- 
ed in England, and that returning to his 
lodging in Bhomjhufy, he had been attack- 
ed by four ruffians, who he believed intend- 
ed to take his life as well as his purfc i that 
he had defended himfelf till theyhad broke 
his fword by their bludgeons, and was 
knocked down, and fuppofcd, to the two 
worthy gentlemen that brought him there, 
he was obliged for his life j and then rctum- 
. ed them his thanks in the moft grateful and 
polite manner. Whilft he was talking thus, 
Tem eyed him with a very vifible furprize 
and amazement, he ran him oyer from head 
to heel, and, at length advan'cing fuddenly 
to him, and flinging his arms ^bouc his neck, 
he cried in French, — thar.k God ! that has 
made me thus an inftrumcnt in preferving 
the life of a dear ?nd valued friend I Ah 
Captain 'D'AvUle is it you, to whom I hav« 
fo many obligations ? 'Twas indeed thac 
gentleman himfelf, who raiting himfelf, with 
the utmoft aftonilhment in his countenance,, 
faid — I am indeed D'Aville — that happy 
D'Aville who has thought of nothing but 
his excellent Matthew/on fince he has been 
m this town!— Happy! happy event ! the 
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bleflirig of life is endeared by the hand that 
beftowcd it. Their behaviour was fo ten- 
derly moving that it drew tears from the 
eyes of the fpe£tators, — they went into a pri- 
vate room, Mr Perkins, the name of Tom's 
new friend, was introduced to the Captain, 
who again and again repeated his acknow- 
^ ledgmcnts, and he yielded to their entreaties 
of going home with them to Abcburch lansy 
where he was received by the family with 
the fincereft tcftimonies of refpcft, on ac- 
count of their eitecmed gueft.

fis AdveMurti of Jaqjiis Augustin

YOU will no doubt be furprized, when 
I acquaint you that neceflity, and not 
euriofityi my dear friend, brought me Into 
this country ; but to make the matterj)lajner 
to you^ I will begin my ftory from my vejy 
birth. 
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I was the fon of the Sieur 'D'Aviilty in- 
tendanc of Normanifyt and was born at Reum, 
in the year 1684. My father was rich, in 
great authority, and my mother was one of 
the heft families in France., and, as I was an 
only child, I was bred up in all the fplendor 
and elegance that high birth and great for- 
tune could beftow. At a proper age I was 
fent to the uni^'crflty of Aix in Provincty 
went through my ftudies with applaufe, 
which were direftedi by my father's order, 
to the civil law, arid I complied with his 
injunftions in that particular, though, ma- 
thematics was my favourite fcience, and a 
defire of wandering at fea, the longing of 
my foul. At twenty-two I became an ad- 
vocate gf parliament in my native city, but 
ftill the wrangling of the bar was my utter 
averfion, and what cncreafed it, was the ar- 
guments <^ my uncle the famous Count 
Forhin, whofe merit and fuccefs at fea has 
been applauded all over the maritime world. 
I fhort, I ventured to tell my father and 
mother, that I refolved to quit djc law for 
arms, and befought him to ufe his intereft 
to get me promotion in his Majcfly'smarine." 
Jjong they combated my inclination, with 
all tbe ailments in their power, but find- 
ing it ineffeftual,"at length they permitted 
me to go A voluntier J and, -during the late 
war, I aded with fych fuccefs, that I,, in a - 
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iew years, was promoted to the command 
of 3 Ihip of the firft rate, and have ever 
fince dedicated mylelf to the fervice of my 
Jtipg and country in vari<ws parts of the 
globe. . My mother died in two years after 
I went firft to fea, and though by her death 
I came. to' the immediate poffefTion of an e- 
ftate of five hundred Hvres per ^nnum -, yet 
I found myfclf involved in nuaiberlefs dif- 
ficulties by her lofs, which I mourned with 
fincerrc. grief. My father, whofe birth was 
flot very elevated, was naturally of a fordid 
covetous temper; but his love and efteem 
for my mother had kept it within tolerable 
bounds hitherto; it now foon began, after 
her deceafe, to flame out, and one of the 
firft inftances I perceived of it, was as odd 
an one as ever I believe was heard of. When 
the funeral was over, and matters a little 
fettled, he called me one day into his office, 
and faid — Jaques ! this lirtle thing you pof- 
kk, by your mother's death, I fear will 
make you extravagant — Come, come, I 
know the management of money better than 
you — Your pay, and my houfe and table 
are fufficient for.the fubfiftence of a young 
man — Here, I'll buy it of you — here's one 
thoufand livres for your immediate ufe — its 
time enough at my death for you to be bur- 
dened with the charge of money. — I was 
quite aftoniflied at his mean propofal j but 
O 
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I loved him, and imagined I Ihould ntver 
want whitft he lived ; and that I fhould en- 
joy his whole immenfe fortune at his death, 
and therefore, without hefitation, took th« 
money, figncd the inftrumcncs, which de- 
pending i]pon my compliance, he had got' 
ready, to make my right over to him, and he 
received it with as much avidity as if it had 
been faved from the fire, and the next day 
borrowed five hundredof my thoufandlivres, 
which I could never get again from that 
time to the hour of his death. Thus my 
father cunningly choufed his child, laugh- 
ing in his fleeve at my folly, and yet he lov- 
ed mc — '—I was his only fon and heir— had 
been guilty of few extravagancies or follies, 
and was efteemed by all that knew me. 
Can there be a meaner or more degrading 
vice than avarice, which deadens and de- 
ftroys all the tender ties of natUFC, and de^ 
forms the beft and moft valuable properties ? 
My father was no bad man ; but his paffion 
after money — his defire of beholding heaps 
of gold that he had not the heart to touch, 
obliterated his good qualities, made him 
unnatul-al, brutilh, and cruel, and commit 
follies that he did not live to atone for. 
Madame H«»i(Wf J was the widow of the 
prclidcnt of fhat name, and was poffefled, 
by his death, of one hundred and fifty thou- 
fand livrcs ; and though ftie was only forty. 
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and my father near feventy, he refolved to 
make hitnfelf miferable for the few remain- 
ing days of his life, by marrying her ; m 
order to which he tempted her with a join- 
ture erf' more than double what ffie could ex- 
peftfromanymatchintheprbviBce. Hcrehe 
caught A Tartar, howercr — the lady was as 
cunning as he was, and full as covetous, 
and contraded the obligation with him, in 
hopes of being the longtft liver, which was 
the very motive he went upon iiimfelf, and. 
'explained to* me, to make me eafy under 
the match. I was cut to the quick at this: 
inftance of dotage, and faw, with a grief 
equal to defpair, that I wasHkcly to lofe- 
all my father's poffcffions, which, except .a 
thoufattd livres a year of paternal eltace, 
was ail fulgeft to hrtarbitrary deviie. But 
I was afraicLto remonftratc — I was wholly in 
his power, and therefore affiftcd at the wed- 
ding with a tolerable good grace. As my 
father had an only fon, fo this fecond wife 
had an (Mily daughter, who was fome years 
ypungep than me, of a charming temper and 
beautiful as an angel. Her the old gentle- 
man formed a fcheme for me to marry, and 
io become a joint poffcfibr of both their for- 
tunes. This indeed would have been JTeal- 
happinefs, if it could have been brought a- 
bout, and the lovely Janettt, which was her 
name, foon made a deep impreffion upon

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my heart, and felt for me a fincere and mu- 
tual paffion. In fliort, in a few weeks, I 
began to blefs a match which was likely to 
make me the happiefl man in the iiniverfe,' 
when a baleful clood overlhadoWed my re^- 
viving profpefts, and plunged me into many' 
fubiequent misfortunes, which yet I have 
not been able to weather: The firft blow 
we received was a feparation ; for my mo- 
ther had entertained fuch thoughts as made 
her look upon her growing love with diOike,' 
and thei'eforc, poor Jannette wa* fent i& a 
pcnfioner to a nunnery, to which Iwaa ob-^ 
ligcd to accompany her,, by the orders of 
our mother and our father, whow-as become 
the dupe and Qave of his wife, and fear- 
ful 10 oppcrfe her will, and we tbdk leave 
of -each other, ftiedding unfeigned tears on 
both fides. Ac firft I imagined this was fole- 
ly intended for Iver further improvrcmenc in 
her' education ; but I foon was convinced 
that Tiiy mother-in-law had looked upon me 
with amorous eyes,, and Ihe templed me, by^ 
the moft lucrative offers, and themoft in- 
ticing arta^ to fatisfy her incettaous paffion. 
1 muft own I was quiteaftonidied at her be- 
haviour and her declarations, and ax firft'

1-was io ftunned with this wicked tpecch, 
that I remained'unable to rep}y, and quit- 
led the houfe, after taking leave of my poor 
deluded father, with horror and dctcffation ]. 
but I found one part of her menace imme- 
diately ftlfillBd, ftw gwng ^o the nunnery 
io take leave of my fair, I found ftriift twr- 
ders were given, that we fhould not fee each 
Other, nor could 1 any way get a letter con- 
veyed ta her, fo thut I departed to Roch^ 
fart, where my fliip lay, like one unblelTedr 
and tailed in % few days for my Nation, ua* 
O J 
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der the greatcft torture of mind fmagrnablc. 
Three years I remained in Jmerisa, and" 
though there I had fevcral advant^eous,- 
prt^ofals of marriage made me, T could by 
IK> means obiiteratc thcrenwmbrance.of the- 
loveiy caufe of all my pains and ibllifcittkles, 
nor did my father, in the two or threfciet-: 
tcrs I received from him, during tny ab- 
fence, ever condefcend to anfwer any en- 
quiries I made after her, which 1 fuppofed' 
yas owing to the inftrudiiohs of his precious, 
wife. No wonder then, that !■ longed to. 
KWrn to Europe, and that. I received the 6r- 
ders for chat purpoie, as-a mandate fen^ feom 
heaven for my relief. We arrived fefe at 
Brefi, and as iboft as my Ih^). wsb got into- - 
the dock to receive the ncceflary repairs, I- 
procured a leave . of- abfence from cpurt, tO: 
return- to- my native province.. My- father 
vho was. alive^ but very feeble, Ifound.ftilF 
the lame avaricMtis man; a&d he rftcfiwed 
me fo coldlyi that I fooii diicovered his, 
>^aknefs had been iinpofed upon to tny pfe- 
judicc. i was « no manner of lofs fpr the 
fourceof itj, and in the -firft motions of my 
rcfentment was going to declare, all that had 
paffcd between my mother-ip-law and me, to 
him, but recollecting how' rnuch. is might 
hapten the few remaining fands- of his life, 
ply pity towards him obliged me to defift. 
It was aot long before aa ojij fervantj.thAi' 
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loved the memory of my motKer, let flte 
ftill further into the caufe of this unufuai 
ftrangenef^, by convincing me that his new 
miftrefs had played her cards fo well, as to 
cajole him to cut me off entirely of his per- 
fonal eftate, and to make her, his fole exe- 
cutrix aid rcfiduary legatee. As to her, flic 
ufed me hardly with commoit civiJity, and 
whenever Ihe met me, which fhe leldonT 
did, it ¥raa with the eyes of a fury.

paJCons reign in a. woman's foul, fiicb inor^ 
dinate defires, all natural affeition flies be- 
fore them. I iK)w^ one morning, ddired 

. the old gentleman to take a tur?i in the gar- 
den, before madam was up, laJd open whsK 
file bad fb long, ago psDpofcd to mc, the in-r 

■jury he had done me through her rotan3» in 
■ its proper colours, and promifed to make 
him an eye-witncfs to her adidtrcfs infide- 
lity. He was ready to drop at«ius recital^ 
and told me» fternly, if I did not fatisfy him 
that very. night, that my fufpicrons were 
true, he wodid not only diluiherit me, bui 
never fuffer me again to fet £bot in hi»houie. 
"Well, Sir, I replied, I accept your coodi- 
ckai with all my heart. The night came, 
but, as ill fortune would have it, neither of 
them aju^caiBd^whicb. I w^ afterwards in- 
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formed was owing to the double dealing of 
the aforcfaid maid, to_^whom having impart- 
ed my defign, ftic fold the fecret again to- 
her miftrefe, at a larger price than I had 
given her fw Eer's^ without bringing her- 
fclf at all into the fcr^e, facing, I had* 
found the-mattcF out accidentally, and that 
flie overheard me and my father talking of 
the defign^ My confufion was extreme,

I had prudence enough to conceaf 
niy Knowledge of her in public, and at 
night fending for her to my cabin, Ihe feU' 
on her Icnees, owned her bafenefs, and fuU. 
of fear and trembling told mc if '1 would 
pardon her, fee could do roe infinite fcrricc. 
I did not fulTer her to go on, but with pre- 
cipitancy, afked if my father waa alive. No,. 
Sir, file replied, he has been dead » year 
and m6re, and your mother-in-law is not- 
only in pol]iefnon of all his pcrfonsl eftate ;. 
but, for want o( your appearance, of the 
real one that belongs to you. 1 cooH no* 
help fixcdding tears at the news of my fa- 
ther's deccaie, notwithftanding his unkhid- 
nefs, and, after tome paufe, a&ed her what 
fcrvice flic propofed to do mc; to attonc fcs: 
her faults. Sir, the replied aigain; I cua. 
help you to news of madam yaimettt, to the: 
pofieflion <^ your fitther's whole fortune,, 
and to the punifhmrat of his murderers, for 
he died, indeed, by poifon. i fliudderod 
at this lafl: expreffion — it was noc ftrange 1 
had never heard of my father's death, as' in 
a moody melancholy manner, I ftudiouUy 
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avoided iail enquiry, and as I presume the 
letters my relations in Normandy fent me, 
on the occafion, mifcarried, throi^h my fo 
often ftiifting my Cruizes from one part of 
Amerita to the other, which was my endtice- 
ment for exchanging into the Flora. Never 
Was aftoniftiment greater than mine, when 
this creature told me he was poifoned by his 
wife, at the inftigation of her Iriflj para- 
mour, who was now in garrifon at Douay, 
where my mother intended to follow him 
foon, and get him to throw up his com- 
miffion, and return with her to Normandy. 
That having bceft her acceflary in the fa^, 
with a man fervant that wai now her huf- 
band s (he had given them two thoufand 
livres; on condition they went and fettled 
»t Canada, where he had fonie relations. 
She added, that Ihe had never fcften at reft

I imniedi- 
ately wrote to the Intendant of the Marine 
tp refign my commands which being eafdy 
granted to my long and faithful ferviccs, 
with my evidences, who were really peni- 
tent for their mifdeeds, I fct out for Rotten^ 
and being arrived, repaired to a friend's, 
houfe whom I could tr+ift, who had been 
my fellow ftudent at the univerfity, and was 
then firft counfelJor of the Chatekt ; by his - 
advice th6 next day, I appeared and claim- 
ed my patrimony, which the widow imme- 
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,~diate]y fiirrendercd, and then we had her 
fccurcdaipon a -criminal proeefs. When (he 
was given to underftand her crime was 
known, (he Ihewed the utmoft difmay ; but 
when the evidences againft her were named, 
Jhe fainted away and foon prevented a pub- 
lic eMcution bypoifoning herfeif in prifon. 
Such was the exit of this unfortunate^wrecch j 
but as (he had been my father's wife, and 
was the mother of my Jannette-f I gave her 
A funeral foitable to her rank, had (he trod 
the paths of virtue. By a fentenoe of the 
great chamber, myftlf and Ja»nette-vicrt . 
declared joint heirs to near eight hpndred 
, thoufand livrcs, and the lovely maid -being 
abfent, I took upon me the management of 
both our concerns, till I could go to Cbw, 
which I did, in a few days, and found her 
-true, conftant, and ftili mourning like my- 
fclf our forced abfence of fuch a number of 
years from each other.

The edi4 a^ 
gainft, duelling being very ferere, I was ob- 
liged to f]y, and being a diftant relation to 
our ambaflador in E^gland^ t^ofe this for 
my place of refidence, until I can obtain 
leave to return again into France^ frfaich 
will not I hope be long, as my two evi- 
dences, whom I procured pardon for, are 
, ready to teftify the occafron, the juft Qcca-* 
fion <^ our quarrel,' which will be included 
in a memorial to the king ; but happy<bc-» 
yond exprcflion I am, here to have met with ' 
fo dear a friend, who has feldom been out 
of my thoughts, fincc I parted with him. 
Here the Captain ceafed his melancholy re- 
lation, and was fympathized wi^h by Tom in 
the fnofl c(»-dial and engaging manner, andi 
to repay the good naturcd and friendly free- 
dom' he difplayed in relating his ftckry> he; 
in his turn, let him into the knowledge of 
all the accidents of his life, at which he ex- 
prefled an amazement beyond bounds, and 
fincerely congratulated him upon his prelent 
fituation, and hoped he would find his Famiy 
alive, and ready to reward his matchleis 
fidelity. And now the Captain, Mr Per~. 
kiss and Tern became infcperable, the for- 
mer, at their defire, removing- to lodge with 
them a£ the merchant's, where, he was treat- 
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cd agreeably to his worth and fortune, and, 
they once more to oblige hini) went over all 
the public and private places of reforr, cu- 
riofity and entertaiiunent. In a month 
however, they were forced to feparate, for 
D'AoiiU at the inftances of his great rela- 
tions, and upona true ftate of the cafe, hav- 
ing obtained his king's pardon, took a ten- 
der adieu of his new friends, and after be- 
ftowing very extraordinary marks of his 
bounty upon his fervants, embarited on 
board a veflel, in the port o( London, bound' 
for Dieppe, and once more returned to en- 
joy uninterrupted delight with his faithful 
yoHnetttt and foon after was created a Mar- 
<|ui(s, in confideration of his great riches, 
and ' extraordinary merit, and had had the 
cro& of the order of St Lewis beftowed upon 
him by his fovcreign. This late intercourfc

with their focicty ; and you may judge of 
Sluv's ^reeable aftonilhmcnt,. when one 
day, entering his apartment, he beheld his 
old friend M. da Cayle, his wife and lovely 
filter, who had juft arrived from France, to 
take a tour through England. Cayle expref- 
fed his joy in the moft lively terms, and the 
ladies cried the little ficknefs of their late 
Pa- 
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voyage was all forgot in thcfight of Captain 
Mattkew/on. He- introduced Mr Perkinj to 
them as his valued friend, and- they receiv- 
ed him with their ufual p^icenefi, and pro- 
mifed, the next day,, t&takc a dinner with, 
them, at the merchant's, where now Tem 
took all theiiberties of a fon, and they be- 
gan really to love him as if he {tood in' that 
tender relation, to them;, fo that thr next 
day a very fuperb entertainment was pro- 
vided, and the invited guefts, rr^ether with- 
the- French ambaffador and his lady, were 
treated with the- munificence of a princci 
PvrkinSt who was not much unlike Mattbew- 
Jatty at the fecond fight of Madame du Cayle'% 
filler, received impreffions that difturbed his- 
pepofe,. and that yaung kdy,. ftruck with 
hia perfonal perfections and his merit, rfter 
a few weeks courtlhip, with the entire con- 
lent of her brother-in-law and fiftec,,becMne> 
to the great delight of Tom and ^1 parties,, 
the- wife of the young merchant, A fort- 
night after the Marquis and his lady again 
embarked for. France^ having beea in m.o& 
of the principal cities and tawnsin ExgiauJy 
and,, at their arjival, remitted their fiftpr's' 
fortune to, Mr Perkins, who, being taken 
up in the delightful enjoyment of his new 
fjtuation, once naore left his friend fome. 
' leifure, to imiulge the melancholy of his. 
foul, and to ruminate ovet hi4 diftance from: 
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Hi's charm Jng Fanny r Oftea woufd'Hefigl^* 
and fay co'himfclf.-oh ! my 'belovid crea- 
■ nire ! how ignorant I am of whar paffes at 
this awful dtftance J -perhaps, ere now, the" 
tfufterity of afather haa broke thy Heart I — 
^haps,.sKi&r SB unwillmg victim, thou" 
ait fapriffsed trt the loackfome embraces oC 
ihflotiious Cor/^r^ in either of which cafea- 
iVtifery is included, and certain death to me. 
Often he- would with longing heart think of " 
his belored MaryUtndj his- innoeem' Sent- 
fuxetty. -■ ■

OGcalionto'mourn — here the gentleman put 
in, with a forced fmile, faying,, come my 
dear, wc mufl: endcSiVour to forget our griefs 
—its. rude to entertain a gentleman in- this, 
manner^mirth and jollity and the gratifi- 
cation of his ciiriolity, are what he fliould 
always be:treated with,- who has come fo far- 
to reviCt England'. Oh^ Sir,, Tom returned,. 
— to a- man like mc, who. ioon after his 
birth feuggled: with advepfity^and has con^

amongft whom ai lait he takes up his abode. 
Otherwiie conftant gloom and melancholy — 
.beft befits a man;(her€ the tears filled his 
eyes) k wretch -who is even now ignorant of 
tis.pprents — was robbed — cruelly feparated 
from them,- and all their tenderneflcs, be- 
fore he could ever know them 1 — At thefe 
words, which he could not help uttering 
with unafTefted paffion— the ladj^ ftarting 
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wildly in her chair, cried out— the tear»

itrrival. I Ihall then fettle alt rtiy Sffairs 
there and in Virginia, and ftrt^er leaire yoti 
more. Ah (on, Wis father repHcd— mnft 
We again lofe yoa then — yes — we muft con- 
lent — yoar happineft is ours— and we long 
M embrace this'amiable maid, and t» call 
Wdiughter— and may that God-— who has 
been fo kind to us in every circumftance— ■ 
proteft and fend you back to owr armsj with 
your Fami^, Mid as many of your friends as 
choofe to Itvfc in England 1—Oae trf" my own 
veflcl*-fn now ready to fail — of her you ftal! 
Ijave the difcofal — and in Virginia you may 
firtifli my affairs as well as your own with 
Mr M'Kenzie (for th»t was the name of the 
yoBng gentleman^s faithful a^nt who had 
dealt vrith his father many years.) He was 
, all gratitHde at the ready compliance, and 
was foon ready to embark, with a large 
quantity of the richcft prcfents L^don could 
fUraifh for his Fsnny and his friends, and 
the library of books he had purchafcd irt 
Frxime and England, which he intended as 
« prefent for Mr Garden and Mr Fergufim. 
His father fenta diamond ring of great va- 
Jue to his intended daughter-in-law, and 
Mrs Anderjon a fine fnuff-box of mother-of- 
pearl let in gold and adorned with jewels, 
and fome of the richcft filks to her, and Mrs 
Barkvs and Mrs Fttgufsn. And now, after

trari^rt — Tow gazed upon the beauties of 
his Fanny with A foul full of love and defire.. 
At length he was compofrd' enough to pre- 
fent his friend to them, whom they received 
*>th the utmoft politenefs, and all' being 
fcated,, and dipper over, of which the new 
comers- partook, Mr Anderjoni at their ear- 
neft requeft, immediately related his. adven-

beneficent — ■my Ute matter I feared to men- 
tion, for r heard he was dead before I ar-

aficd agaiiril me. Mr Fer^ufm and his wife 
and thrgood Mr Gpr</p« joined' the conver- 
fetioDi , and die next day fc'ennight was ap- 
pointed- for the latter to perform the matri- 
monial ccrcrnony that Ihould unite the ami- 
able pair for evtr. 

■ When the twilight grey ha;d' embrownecf 
the duflty ftades, Mr Anderjm taking his. 
Fanvy by the hand^ (after the tendereft en- 
dearments,) walked iorfomc time in aneigh^- 
botnanggTOve, and, being iihpatient t-o hear 
it, wh^ the njghtingsde *» .poiaing ouip

fccond time at the plantation brought us the" 
firft tidings of your being lent from thence^, 
which again involved us inr the moft griev- 
ous diftrefs; but the littiendte you- left with: 
Murray, affuring iis that you imagined you- 
had fallen into good and kmd hands, I en- 
deavoured, once more, to wait the metcies- 
of heaven in- my favour. My fiither, after 
his return from the plantation vqth t'hcTWo; 
Carters, (laid for fome days at their liotifc, 
and there was laidafcheme, in confequence 
ef youB being fent ©ut of the way, that tcnd^' 
cd, had not providence interpofed, tocon:»- 
plcte our mutual unhappinefs. The Colo-* 
nel, who had obferved, at his feveraT vifits 
to our houfe, the coldnefa of my dear mo*-' 
rfier towards him, and had been informcti 
by my father of her averfion to the malchr 
bcEween his fon ■ and -me ;■ begaJi to think," 
that if,, by any means, I could be got ouc of 
her hands, and at a diftance from her, my 
youth and fnexpcrience would bend co'his 
fon's afliduities; foUicitations and prefenw; 
and accordingly inveigled my father ihtd 
his defigft, of getting me a> vifit a niece he 
had, ofnear th* famie age -with myfclf, and,', 
when there, to^keep me from returjiing a- 
gain to my o*n' hoi^e> till the marriage ym&- 
performed. A* firft he feemed, hard-Jicart-- 
ed-as h« wasj. f<pmewhat Ibocked at fucKa 



propofal i bu£ at length the arguments of 
n^ enemy prevailed, and it was agreed to 
put it iq. execntion the next week. You 
may frenicmber, thaf I had latterly emer- 
tajned a fondi^efs for a fervant-maid we had, 
named MarthOy who was indented to vciy 
father, and, after you was carried away from 
MS, that good Creature iheved fuch a con- 
cern for your lofe» fuch a tender care and 
regard of me and niy mother, that Ihe en- 
tirely exig^cd\:my lore and friendfhip, and- 
bpcaooc the rep^jitory of.,«U my fecretsi of 
my paflion iof- i&y Tomn^j.^xiA my griefs 
aiui deipair. My mother^ who had obferv> 
ed ibmewhat jnightily taJtii^ in the girl^. 
eocouraged me in my liking, and g^ my 
U^^ (p confent to l^erconJlani^y atKndrag; 
iHion im^' and doing, no otl>er .bufinefs ;■. 
■wnich;heilid, aftef having, with, a volly, qf, 
oaths- aad execcationp, wmied J hui never 
l^d any communication with fervants of the. 
other fcx- To this -confident I daily and- 
oightly ■ vented - my xomplaifitS;, .and Jighed' 
^r^ all the pains chat tortured my bolomij 
U-her 1 evet was tajtii^ of _my dear wan^; 
dcfer'ls nietit and perfe^ions' of body andf 
ijiioc^ and reiteratcdly renewed every -oath- 
and vow, to.be true and conftant to him^ 
aven under all the cruelties my tormentors* 
could, poflibly infliift ; leaning pcnfively on, 
Hez.armi^. I uie^-Co i;Rveiie every ^eU-kruovot 
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walk, and vifit every grove and fhady re-' 
treat, where, innocendy, we iiad enjoyed 
each other's fociety; particularly, that fatal 
Pixe barren, where aiy cruel father laid the- 
foundation of all our fuccceding misfor- 
tunes, by his fell barbarity to my deareft 
youth and me. This cmnpanion' of mine- 
was thought an obftruftionto their projeft j 
but my father would, however, by no meanr' 
hear of any attempts to feparate her from 
me, nor to take me away,' without my mo- 
ther's knowledge, which they had rifo gorie- 
fo far as to hintthe expediency of domg r 
No, that he thought was going too far j nor 
could he think,, brute as he appeared, that 
now you was removed; my mother was ib-

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a girl/ ^;ainft whom your d — d fqueamilh- 
nefs can have no objeAion I fuppofe, and I 
have. been h\inted a long time, to bring her 
over to fee her } and, obferving my mother 
turn pale and took very grave at thefe words, 
he added in his ufual ill-natured manner, 
What, d— n it — I fuppofe now you think 
fpme d — 'd mifchief, or mwri^e is intend- 
ed; but I tell you only a fimple vifit is 
meant, and fhe Ihail go, by G-d, that I am 
refolved upon. My mother replied. Well 
Mr Barlow^ your will muft: be pbeyed I 
think then } but flie is <]iiite a ftranger to 
Mifs Setfpfy and belides I have heard fome 
things of her, that make me think her no 
very elegible companion, for a young crea- 
ture of prudence and virtue, as I am fure 
your daughter is: I fhall however fay no 
more — 7 — I know your pofitive temper— bui 
if any harm is intended to my child, God, 
who fees all things, will I hope grant her 
his proteflion, and turn the mahinations of 
our enemies upon their own heads. Alas I 
you have made me mlferable enough al- 
ready— yo« need not encreafe my woes! 
jVt this conclufion, the tears ftood in hec 
eyes, and my forebtrdiQg- fears had almoit 
overcome me ; but he deigned her no anf- 
wer, and Aung out of the room, curling and 
fwcaring -, and ftung to the quick with her 
keen reproachj which he knew glanced at

At ten, after breakfaft, at which my lather 
put on a forced good hinnour, as it^hiniy 
appeared, he commanded us to- tnounr the 
horfes he had prepared ktr us^ which, aftw 
taking a tender farewell of my modi^r; and 
tears fhed Oft both fides, we did, afld frt 
forward on our journey j for tfre Cotoiwri 
was fbmc hours ride from our houfe ■ 

Fof a long time we rode in- fifcnce, not a 
word ifluing from my father's mouth, and 
as to my part, I was too full of difmay OTd 
fear, at being obliged to enter zhc houfe of 
my odious enemies, which I alfo thought 
was in fome fmall degree forftitifig my ob- 
Hgacions to youj "and breaking through tiiS 
conduft 1 had prefcribed myfelf ; but (A F 
what would hare availed all my refcKSance, 
Jill my tears and prayers, with this tyranni- 
-cal father? who at length broke otK into* 
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•praifesof young Carttr, principally deduced 
frotri his wealth and the poflefllons he would 
enjoy, and finally told me, that if I "would 
oblige him -by giving my confent to many 
him, he wonld not only forgive me all diat 
■was paft, bm I ftiewld have every penny of 
his fortune at his death ; which, if I con- 
tinued deaf to his entreaties, he would iboner 
leave to a mere ftranger, than to one who 
had given him fo much vexation. I had ne- 
ver before afTumed courage enough to ex- 
poftulate with him ; bat, upon this fair, 
opening, 1 was refolved, let the confcquencc 
be ever fo dreadful, that he fliould know 
my real fenpments, and my ultimate nfo- 
lucions. My dear father, I replied, what 
have I done that you want to iend me for 
ever from the arms of my mother, and from 
your cares J , I have ever, to the bell: of my 
remembrance, behaved -with duty and reve- 
rence to you, and cannot yet bear the thought 
of parting with my parents. Let me Sir, 
oh '. let me ftiU live with you, watch your 
defires, and obey your commands, with 
ready attendance, and let me not be forced 
to give my hatd, where I can never furren- 
der my heart. Mr Carter, no doubt has 
fome good qualities ; but neither his man- 
ners nor his beJiaviour fuit with me, and it 
is utterly impolfible I fliould ever love him, 
with the affeftion of a wife. Why will yoa 
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make me mrfcraWe, aiy dear Sir,. »nd why 
iTitift ail my future repoJi) be facrificed to a 
darling whim of other people. Believe me, 
^ir, fo far as reafon and religim obliges me, 
I'll ever ihew you a ready obedience ; but 
wili' either inform me, that I mufl iacrifice 
my prelent and eternal peace and happlnefs 
to gratify the vanity of orw perfoo, or -the 
pride and way-ward inclination of another P 
<fo> my father, you are too good, and I'm 
fwre love ine too well, to inflft upon' this 
'Condition'^I will behave with becoming de-i> 
cency where you luve pbiiged.me to go— 
butln1iiftdeclare,:chat rather than marry Mj- 
Ctirttr, I'll go a virgin to thB.-gravfc, oarfcd 
with your frowns and difpljcaiiire, and de-^ 
prived of every ferthJngthat isin yoiir Jiower 
Oi beltow upon me ; and yet, dear Sir, oh 1 
hear me, before you anfwcr— here I proteft 
and vOw, that without your con&nc and Hk- 
ing, I will marry no other man breathing. 
The courage with -which I was enabled to 
utter theft words, the determined air I dif- 
played, and the reafonablcnefc of my detires 
ftna arguments, for fome momeftts fpread his ^ 
face over with a palenefe, that i could per- 
ceive proceeded from the paffionate emotions 
of his mind ; but he foon tetwrnetf me an 
hundred curfes, and the mbft bitter oaths 
that I Ihoiiid marry -whether 1 would orno; 
if he<wBB fure of my death the minute aftei) 
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and thai I fliouW never look upon my mo- 
ther or home again, till he had feen it per- 
formed. In flwrt, 1 never faw him in fuch 
a fury before ; he abufed you, abfcnt as you 
was, my itrother, every body that he ima- 
gined took my part, and, if I had not been 
on horfeback, I believe 1 ihoiild have felt, 
as well as heard his anger ; to which I made 
no other anfwer, than a torrent of tears, and 
reiterated fighs, which declared my terrors 
and apprehcnfions.- Still I was collcfted 
■within myfelf, • and refohfpd firmly- to abide: 
death, nay the; moft excrucia\;ifig tortures; 
rather than be inthe leaft tittle falfe to you, 
■whofe unage was ever before my eyes, and 
mhofe virtues and {oitly amiable qualities 
were qeveir out of nty mind ; and 1 filently 
pot upmy petitions to heaven, to ftiengthen' 
me under the ills J «ow found 1 was deftin- 
ed to endure, and a calmnefs. fuccceded that' 
I knew not how ta account for, otherwife' 
than thus : When misfortunes -rife as high 
a& thiey.poQibty can, and-wehave few wonfe- 
I contequencss to expeft, the foul, as it were, 
is EcHTored to fuch a degree, as, admitting 
of no eacresfe of pain, refigns it to all that-- 
is to enfue. 

■ Initius mood we alighted at the Colonel's, ' 
who, with his fon and niece, were ready to 
help m to difmount, and received us with 
R 2 
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the greateft civility j die niecci to whom I 
had no quarrel, and whom I did not know, 
feepTcd very fond of my cwnpany, and wc 
&cnt the remainder of the day with expref- 
fivc faiisfadtion to every pcrfon but me, 
being eatCPtained with every dainty that 
great affluence and a plentiful table could 
afford > nor had I the mortification of ex- 
changing one word with young Carter, who 
now thinking himfelf fure of his prey, only 
viewed me^ from time to. time, with a look 
rather of infuUing pride than of tendernefs. 
At night, my fether, with a forced fmilc, 
faid to me, well Famrf, Y\\ leave you for 3 
.day or two,' and don't dOubt bat Mifs Bet 
will agreeably entertain you -, to which I 
made no othier reply, than a couttfeyr and 
by fending my duty to my dear mother,- 
whilft the tears lbx>d m- my eyes. And thus 
I was now left in thecuftody of my deadliclt 
foes, with no other guard but vii-tuc and in- 
nocence, and poor Martha,, which- had all 
proved too weak for my protetStion, if hea- ; 
ven itfelf had not refcued me from their dc- 
tefted hands. When the two Carters were 
retiredi the young lady made me an- offer 
of part of her bed, which 1 handfomely de- 
clined, by faying that Martha always laid 
with me, which excufe fiie as handfomely 
accepted, and I retired to. reft in a very 
Iplendid apartment, in a- fituation of temper 
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tftat you may eafily gucfs, and then gave 
vent to my grief, in which I was acconii- 
panied, and at the fame time- had csmfort 
adminiftered me, by Martha -, who yet had 
fpoke in vain, if ftie had not reprefcntcd thc^ 
feaAbienefs of an efcape, if matters (hoiild 
be driven to an extremity-, I think you ne- 
ver fa* the Colonel's late plantatton^" and 
therefore in few words I'll defcribc the fitua- 
tion of it. The houfe, which was very large,, 
was- handfomely built of bricky and far fu- 
pCTtor to OUTS ; the apartments were fpaci- 
orus, and fet off with very graiid and' gay 
ftirniture ; on three fides extended the clear- 
ed" land, of near 500 acres, fkirted by t+ier 
fiirrounding' woods, which, at fuch a dif- 
tance, had a pleafmg romantic appearance ; 
and, behind the houie, intlead of clearing,, 
they had caufed the wood to be-ctirinto air, 
hundred mazey walks, and meandrin^ al- 
Ifeys, which run back near a mile, and af- 
forded a moft charming, rural retreat ; di~ 
verfifycd' with groves, ftiadcs- and thickets^ 
and watered fcy a branch 43£ the neighbour- 
ing river, which art had taught to murmiip 
dwcugh every glade. At the cxtrernity of 
tfeefc waHts was a fine level Savannah, where 
fihe lowing kine and' th« bleating ftieep, 
cropped the flowery herbage, and die fpor-> 
rive fteed frilked and gamboled o'er the 
plain ;■ and on the farther, fide of it were tiie 
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hnts, a little town in extent, of near 300- 
Negroes and their families, who thence^ 
every morning, iflued to labour and tyran- 
nic ufage, in the plantations which were 
overlooked by the houfe. I was fo takan- 
lip with my forrows, that it was late before 
I dofed my eyes, and then, fant:y prefent- 
ed a fcene that I Ihall never forget, to my 
waking foul. Forgive me,, my dear fmrny,. 
for laying any ftrefs upon dreams,, an opi- 
nion you have often cjimbated with me, but 
itm^efuch an imprcflion upon me, and 
tended fo nnich to fupport my fpirits, under 
my following trials, that I miift impart it to, 
you. Methought I was trsmfported into a; 
wide,, howling, favagc defart, that extend-' 
ed farther than my aching eyes could reach ;, 
the fc»l was adult: and fandy, and nothing, 
green or chearir^ appeared about mc^ fave 
here and there a weed or thiftle that intrud- 
ed its fun-burnt head through the fccxrhed- 
plain. The lanm of day ftione intenfely 
tot over my head, and rendered my litua- 
tion ftijl more wretched, as I prefled for- 
ward to a rifing hill,, at a great diftance, 
which fecmed ciowned with lofty trees, and 
befpread with reviving verdure ; and down 
whofc Hdes flowed a thoufand wanton rills, 
that feemed murrnuringly to fport with each 
other, and to guggle over the ftiining peb- 
bles, which appeared as radiant as the rich- 
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^ treaftires of the Indian mines. Methought 
■<Bt-the fummirof this delightful mount, was 
* gaily decorated alcove, fpread with car- 
pets irf the richeft workmanfliip ;. I ufed the 
•ftioff toil to reach its bafe, which at length 
with incredible labour reffefted; but ^ ! 
die ctrror I was feizedwith, when I perceiv- 
ed two tremendous fierce lions, iffuing from; 
their dens an the foot of the hill,, and with; 
glaring, eyes, hideous roar antf eager pace,, 
prefling forward to devour me ! I turned 
back again towards the defart to endeavour 
anefc^)e!. butlo! the whole fandywi^ewas. 
moving like the waves of the ocean, by thr 
impetuo«s wind^ and the drcadfiri fea rolling 
to overwhelm me,. Thus befct, and unknow- 
ing where tafiy, I turned me again to the 
mountain, when I pCEceived my tommys. 
form, his face adernfd with hisr ufual placid- 
finile, and foond he had deftroyed the two- 
wild beafts, and was approaching to meet 
me. A ferine fatisfaftion overspread my 
ii^ulj he embraced me,, faying, come, my 
lovely mourcer, all your ills are now o'er- 
paft, come and enjoy, in yonder bower, all 
the chamis of love and friendAipl Me- 
thought he then took me in his arras^ and 
we afccnded in a minute to the alcove, where 
my joy was fo overbearing that it caufed mc 
to awake ; but 'tis impoffible to defcribe to 
you the falutary e^^ my dream bad upoa 
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anr, and, having imfrartetl it to Martha, 
wc both agreed that it was a hearcnly notice 
ttf.relief from all my pains, and of future 
happinefs in your arms, 

Mifs Oulton came tc my apartment bc-- 
ft>re'I was quite dreflcd, enquired cowqriat- 
^ntly how I fpenc the night, aad faid f 
looked better than- at my trriVal. I thank- 
ed her politely for her complement, and fol- 
lowed her down to breakfafl, where the -firfl: 
frene that fwefentcd itfelf, a piece of gal- 
lantry to me I fujspfrfed, was a negroe taed 
ap to a tree before the window,, andthe re- 
doubted Carter, the younger, belabonrtng 
his fides with the cousin, whilf( his father 
ftoed by,, encouraging him colaytheftmkes 
on home, though the poor crearure's bloadt 
followed every one that wis ffruck. This 
was a difcipline I rrevevin my life bad fees 
before, for,, ehoiigh mv' father perhaps uied 
his flavjps with little lefs crueity, yon know 
his executions of that fort were newer per- 
fonned near eur houft, 'or in our ■hearing? 
a piece of jefpeft he had'juft gnusdoeis e^ 
nough to ^y to the humanity mdlenfibM 
Bty of my mother and mei I awu ihe li^i, 
for I could-net help feeing it, mademe ad~ 
mcrf? faint j but my tendemcfe was laughed 
at by Mifs Bttfey, whp treated the matter ses 
a- joke, whifh ga.fe me a high diftafte eq 
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her, . for I ever cbnfidered the po0r wretches 
;is a part of my own fpccies, and not upon 
the level of the brute creation, which was 
what Ihe infilled upon, and therefore entit- 
led to all the regard and indulgent kindnefs 
that their forlorn and unhappy condition cal- 
led for. At length wearinefs caufed a truce 
to this diabolical exercift, occasioned, as I 
underflrood afterwards, only by the fellow's 
Having knocked down a favourite dog with' 
his hoc, that run at him and made a wound" 
in his arm with his teeth. At breakfaflr, 
both father and foir avoided any thing thar 
could give me diflike as to myfelf ; btit con- 
tented ihemfelves with laughing and joking 
artheir late exploit, numberingup the poor 
fellow's groans and piercing cries, with » 
kind of triumph, and fondling and pitying- 
the dog that had been the caufe of all this, 
barbarity. Bat this was only the firft eflay 
I beheld of their fltill, in fuch iifage, and 
every day afterwards, that I ftaid,. exhibited' 
fuch a&a- of unfeeling, obdurate inhuma- 
nity to their wretched negroes, that I won- 
der, not the judgn:ieBt of heaven overtook, 
at length, the- perpetrators of fach enormous 
crimesi In fine, all the tortures that we 
have read are praftifed in Barbary to Chrif- 
Uan dzvcs,. all that the cruel inquifttions of 
Spain or Portugal, a£t in their prifuns and 
dungeons, were outdone by thde two men- 
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fters, which at die fame ritnc i< l-eaiJcrcrf 

them feared, nurfedupafpiriiofhatredand 
revenge, in.the breafta of theflaves, which;- 
Iiad hitherto only wauKd oppertunicy to be 
brought fatally to light. After brcidcfaft; 
was over, as by defign, the fon was left St, 
lone with me and Martha^ who rcmembring" 
my mother's injundion, was blind mail the: 
hints given her by Mifs Onltm to \xxw th«; 
room i hints^which Nfc both plainly perceiv-' 
ed, and which gave me to know wbai I had 
to expeA fi-om her fricndlhip and acquaio- 
tance. Martha took up a book thu Uy ui 
the window, aad, timing eng^ed witti- 
tbaty Carter drew his chair towuds me,, and, 
harangued me in the fc^gwiog^maanei t buc. 
with an aiikwardnefs of gcfture, and fr^ of 
i*ee, that had I noebeen concerned ft- neat- 
ly, would have excited laughter and deri- 

fion. Mifi, he drawled out at laft, after 

iever.ll coughs, hums and haa,-^- — how da 
yoM do to-day ? — pretty wdl, 1 hopc.^— 'wclL 
I hope you like ourplacc — it's fine and^plex-. 
fant isn't it --bar? I hope foot* ta call jrou:

— will you at laft confent to havetne:L'— 'pbtt- 
my faith — and I'll be d— d jfitisht true, t

ihalll} but to bed, at ont^, let's go— I 
don't underftand agi|«at'deal of palaver, of 
thU, and that, and t'other — you are jAnd- 
ibme and have a good fortune— I'm a ftout 
young fellow — found wind and linds — and 
have a good eftate— ^burn me, if you'll fay 
the word — your coach ftall. be drawn by 
Negroes inftead of horfes. What d'ye fay to 
it ?— At this conclufion .my raptur'd fwaioj 
with open mouth, flared and giaped for an 
anfwer. I proteft, notwithftanding my -un- 
happinefs, I could fcarce refrain laughing 
in his face, at his extraordinary addrefs j 
and Martha, I perceived, was forced to bil« 
her lip almoft till it bl«d, to contain her- 
felf : at length however I aflumed fo mucK - 
GOHipofure as to return the following anfwer, 
Mr Carter^ I have heard all you have faid, 
you fee with patience, and wonder you 
Ihould addrefs me again, upon afubje^ton 
which my words and aftions had fo well ex- 
plained my fentiments before j befide. Sir, 
me-thinks it is unlike a man <Kf honour, to 
attack me in this manner, a vifitor, and un-- 
dcr your own roof, where I lye expofed to^ 
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»U your affairits, unal)Ie to help myfelf; 
but, howcvCT, I am ho** refolvcd to give 
you a full infwer. Sir, fuch an one as wrU 
Ihew you my "fixed and detefmiKed refolu- 
tioH, take ic how you will. How, Sir, 
could you pretend to addrefs a danghter, in 
filch a manHcr, and, in order to ingratiate 
yourfelfTvichher, found your hopes of wealth

elegance of diition. No, Sir, but don't be 
affronted, I muft aflurc you, if I am to 
make my choice either of death or you — I 
fliall think the firft moft eligible :— I never 
will confent to fuch an unnatural union. — 
The coai-fcnefs of your language, is of a 
piece with the groffnefs of your fcntiments, 
and equally an affront to delicacy and good 
manners i and, now Sir, I hope I Ihall be 
pefter'd with your addrefles no morej at 
leaft m this iiojourn with your couGn, to 
whom I was brought on a vifit, and, on my 
fide, . you fhall diicover nothing but good 
temper and civility, whilft I ftay under your 
proteiflion. 1 had no fooncr finilhed thefi* 
words^ than the great oaf feemed turnM in- 
to {tone, and remained in a kind of inani- 
mate filence, with mouth ftrctched open — 
eyes draining and ftaring me full in the face, 
and every other mark of ftupid amazement j 
and thus he would longer have continued, 
if- his father. and coufin had not entered the 
room, which they no fooner did, than be

At dinner my fpark did not appear j but at 
flipper was drunk, and affefted to be very 
good tempered, and the next and feveral 
fucceeding days, I heard no more from any 
party upon this hated fubjeft.

Mr jinderfan, charmed to thchigheft de- 
gree, eagerly preflcd the- fair Ibp^eis in.

her vcrfcs were likC' harfclf,. all fweetnefe-. 
and. foftnefs, and- complemented her upon, 
the agreeable ufe flic had made of Milton's. 
epithets, in the firftftanzai and^then,fhe a— 
gaia reftimed her ftoiy: 

One evening, . when I,, with Marfbai had ' 
traveri'ed the longdt ofthcfe alleys,, which) - 
brought us intot tlic- Savannah,, a negroe,' 
with great' fubmi/Tion,, accofted me,,fome-^ 
what in whofe face, methought,. I rcccJlec- . 
ted} and was foon eafed of my doubt by the ■ 
honeft ftUow's faying — Oh ! miftrcfs, you- 
not know poor Squanto ? — you" goodec mif- 
rrefs— you lovee poor negme,, no, beatee 
them — no whippec ! Ah ! Spuming Icricd^ 
we have.mifled you. at home along time — 
how came you here ? — You may remembet. 
^quaifle, no doubt, who wjs one of the moft 
docible negroes about our houfe, and who 
had a particular refpeft for you, and made 
fuch lamentations when you wa» thought kil- 
led by my father, in the^w ^a/-rCTi,,thathe 
never afterwards forgave himi*. Some trifling 
fault having heightened thb diftafte, my fa- 
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ther, under the pretence offending him to: 
another plantation, had exchanged him with 
Colonel Carter, where he knew pretty well- 
he would meet with mote labour and piinifti- 
ment, than even he thought proper to- 
troubla himfelf wftlj the infliiflion of s and,, 
to the many enquiries my mother, and I; 
made after, him,, he only replied that he was- 
at a plant^ion he had at~ Pongeteaq,. - I waa 
really glad to fee Sqttantg,. and fo was Mar- 
tha, nor coialdrhelp placing him in the 
Kght of 3 fellow.fufforer,.from the-fame bar- 
barous, amt inhuman ■pe<^le i lb bowed my. 
fpirits were with the idea of being in fuch; 
handsi Squanta then, {baking his head^ 
and the teats ftanding in his eyes,, from the 
fenfe of his cosdit ion, returned, , oh ! mlf--^ 
trefs, you-no livee here — here is de hell — 
de devilsr^tortuce poor negroes ! — and there 
proceeded to give me s detaii of ftich un-? 
heard of, wanton cmelty, fronihis, two maf- 
ters, nay from Mifs Ouhsn, that nothing 
but his- back, fides, arms and legs, .furrow- 
ed with ftripesi and marked with wounds, 
could have induced me to believe. I gave 
the poor, fellow fome Jhilling bills I had int 
my pocket, and allured him, if poflibly-I 
could, or if you returned to Maryland, we 
would redeem him from his flavery, the very 
thought of which made him jump and (kip ' 
i^at, like one bewitched with jey. As I 
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knew a negroc would be queftioncd how. ht 
caine by monejF^ a commodity they feldom 
fee, I marked* ^ipon every one cff the bills 
(the gift of Franves Bariow tcfS^aait,)' to 
prevent his bang expofed to any punifhmenf 
under fufpicion of theft», and then- wc put— 
ed, Sqxanti) returning to his hovel, and we,, 
with weeping eyes and fighing hearts to-- 
wards the hoole j reflefting upon the forlorn- 
condition Twas.in — my 5^o«(w^ abfent — ^per— ■' 
haps dead !— my mother dyingwith grief ac. 
my lofs — and yet unable to*hclp me or her- 
ftif i — my father, my enemy, artd bcm on.' 
my dcftruftion, and myfclf in the cuft'ody or 
creatures totally deftrtinc of goodnefs or hu-, 
manity, and ignorant of all the principles of 
virtue. Could any ffate be more wretched ?- 
— no-'— and my eyes rained ineelTahc tears^. 
as with melancholy foul I ruminated over it... 
When we came inxdoors, ColonelGsr/w,-' 
with an air of good humour, . banter'd roc 
^on my folitary turn of . mind^ . and took'"- 
occafion-totell'me, thatmy fathw-wasjuft. 
gonCi anxl that he would net ftay to fee mc,- 
wir fear I'ihotiM want to go home,- w^iichho." 
would not permit me to-do till! had been- 
married to tos fdn. To aH this.I'made no' 
anfwer,-bui a forced fmile and a courtfey, , 
not willing to CKsfperate the- old man ; for- 
I had a fcheme brewing in my mind, which 
fecmed to promife fur, in its execution^ ta 
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extricate me from my prefent diftrcfs. This 
fight of Squanto, had put it into my head, 
that, with his afliftance, an efcape might be 
made from my prifon to Mr Gordon's, un- 
der whofe protcftion I refolved to put my- 
felf, and to hazard the lofs of fortune and 
every thing elfe, rather than forfeit my faith 
to you, or make my ic\(Jp[endidly wretched, 
as my tormentors propofed : And, as xa 
SquantOi I knew that gentleman would either 
proteft him, or buy him from his mafter, 
and relieve him from his barbarous ufage. 
In bed I imparted the affair to Martha, who 
feemed entirely of my opinion, and we botli 
refolved to id about it the very next even- 
ing, by firft Ibujiding the fpirit and abilities 
QiSavanto. That faithful flave wes at his 
old nation, expedting me to walk that way, 
and I,, after fome other difcourfe, by which. 
1 found his courage and refolution of a pro- 
per caft, told him my fituation' and inten- 
tion, and aiked him if he would tiflt the ha- 
zard of helping me out of durance. In (horc 
Squanto was overjoyed at the propofal, mid 
the thoughts of living with Mr Gsrdc^ and 
ferving me; aad we agreed> that two nights 
afterward, we would walk down the fsme 
alley, and that Squanto, after his work was 
ended, fliould fecure three horfes in the- 
wood on the other fide of the Savanttab, and 
tljac ifwe came alonej and the coaft was clear,. 
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E ftgnal Jhould be gircn him, and then we 
were immediately to moupt, and, through 
private ways, which were well known to 
Squanto, go to Sntntf-bill, the town in the 
neighbotirhood of which Mr Gordon refided. 
1 put on, for the intermediate fpace o{ time, ' 
a more than ordinary chearfulncfs ; nay even 
faid a complaifant thing or two to your hat- 
ed rival i fo that they began to blefs them- 
felves 3t fo fudden an alteration erf behaviour, 
which they already attributed to the impref- 
Cons, a fight d[ their riches, fplendor and 
large poffclTions had made upon my mind. 
As to our cioaths and linen, wc couM coa>- 
vey none of them with us, except thoft-«po» 
our backs, and contented ourfelves with 
leaving them at the mercy of the enemy. 
Thff day arrived, and with it a thoufand 
difficulties and fears that had efcapedmy re- 
fleition before j the evening -began to ap- 
proach, and to encourage us the more, 
young Carter rode over to my father's, about 
ibme bufincfsi and, I took an opportunity 
when Mifs Oalton was bufy in her houfchold 
affairs, to fauntcr with Martha towardi the 
place of rendezvous, and got out, quite un- 
fufpeifted of any other defign than to t^dce 
the refrefhment of the -eool breeze, that 
(ported through the groves. Martha was 
alfo fo provident as to commit to her pocket 
a pint bottle of brandy and two or three bif- 
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cnits, which Ihc found in a cupboard in our 
apartment, and had been left there and for- 
gotten : Well, at the Savannah we arrived, 
fcared at every tree and ruftling noife, and 
making the fignal agreed upon, which was 
three loud hems, Squanto readily appeared s 
in an inftant we croffed the Savannah, and 
mounting upon the wretched furniture the 
poor creature had affeAionatcly provided, 
we fet out on our journey, following our 
guide through the gloomy retreats of the 
wood, incommoded, at every ftep, by the 
palmetto roots, which galled our horfes feet, 
and by the vines, China briars and brambles, 
thM ccaitinually croffed our way, and threat- 
ened to pull as from off our horfes. Silent- 
fy, ,1 put up prayers to the Divine Being, 
for his alTiilance and protedtion, and the fuc^ 
cefs of our enterprize ; and then, by cheaf- 
fulnefs and proper incentive exprefltons, en- 
livened and encouraged my companions ; 
particularfy poor Martha, who was a little 
Icared a* our midnight adventure. Thus 
we travelled inceffanily, fear keeping us 
fiom any inclination to fleep, till the morn- 
ing twilight began to appear through the 
trees i nor had we failed to dole out fre- 
quent fips of the brandy to Squanlo, how- 
cvetj with a caution to take care of his head , 
which he oblcrved very puniftually ; and 
then he told us, we were within hvc miles 
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of Snew-bill, and had only private ways to 
go through, except about half a mile of the 
high road, which we were now entering, and 
muft ufe the utmoft expedition to pafs. My 
heart went pit a pat at the danger we vtn.

'our comrades ihall pay for it, however — 
'U fee that J Tears choaBted my voice j I 
could not reply, and poor Martha looked 
iike the pia-ure of anguiik and dcfpair. 
They then put Squanto, quite fcnfclefs, and 
bruifcd all over, acrofs-his horfe, and order- 
ing me and Martha to ride befoi-e, followed 
«s, hallowing and hooping like two favages, 
at the gDod luck^ as they itiled it, of meet- 
ing us, my father faying, in a moft provok- 
ingly fcoffing manner, — by G-d, Garter, 
you muft marry her out of hand, or the cun- 
ning w — e will be too hard for us aJk By 
this time I had regained fome courage, and 
now, thinking the wcH-ft had happened thae 
could poffibly befal me, refolved to prepare

Oh! heaven! wjien 
I was told the direful tale, my breaft was 
wounded too deeply to fupport the thought 
— wild and diftrafted. . I raved — called 
than butchers ! — fientls !— devils !— I faint- 
ed, and, for two' days, was ,in fuch ftrong 
convulfions that even my cruel father began 
to relent, and talked of fending me home. 
But the Almighty Ruler of the uniycrfe, 
thought fit to raife me once mor*, and re- 
Aoredmy flxength; yet my mind, fiUed with, 
nothing but gloomy delpalr, imprcfled moft 
difmal traits upon my countenance, and I 
obferved an obfi:inate filence to all about 
me, rrfolving never more to open my lips,;

his, and his ftedfaAnefs in the match, en- 
couraged the others to a- brutal attempt;

. ,*I%e various ^4. unprecedented barbari- 
ties- escrqifed t^y, ;thefe men upop their un- 
happy 'flares,, for a-H^mbcr of years, having 
met with no^ manner of oppofition, from 
wretches bowed <o -the yoke by the continu- 
ed hard .hand of oppreffiqn, and who even 
bcgaDi(pthink they were born to-the iifage 
they.recieived j was considered -by the Colo- 
!ncl as a <Batter pf the highlit fatisfaftion; 
and he ufed to boaft that; he had the tamell 
■and.moft orderly black fleck in thewhole co- 
lony., -But this tamenefs proceeded from yet 
.a more generous, tqnper in the negroes ; for 
the! policy of their mailer, as well as; his pro- 
.fit,, having induced him to provide them 
wives, or however the grfsfpft numberi of 
their own complexion, the foft tye intimi- 
dated them from any revolt or rifing, terri- 
^ficd with.Uie idea of lofing-the, obje(51:s of ' 
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their care, and the numerous progeny, wHichi 
alas [■ were born to mifery and' fopdld fla- 
very^, and to enrich the worthlefe- Garters,. 
About a year before mycaprivity, die Co- 
lonel- had parchafed' a*' additionaf flbclc of:' 
Negroes, all broughr fitrai the Gold^coafir- 
,who arc more remaricably bold, cunning: 
and' revengefa!; than any othen natives of 
Cttiiieo, and; as a- naturai^iritof "freedom., 
taught them to- dtfdam the (erwt&labourr 
they were deftihed to, they obft'inately,- :oftcn* 
refufed to be inftrufted, and, whcnmftruc- 
ted; to praftifc the leflbna they received; or: 
prafbifed thena f6< aukwio^^y,: m to eng;^ 
punifhment, w+iich they bore- hardly and' 
were bent upon a thorough rercnge,- which 
they were cgg'd on-to-the-morei.Midicj^faw 
the Haves of no other- plantation fufftred 
fiich^cnielties as thcydid: Thofe neitf.Ne*- 
^pesfthcTty harf abfblutely refufe-d-the wives 
thathadbeen offered themi- arid drew-in aJtt 
the dnrtiarrie<i old ones to the (amofenfe of 
the injuries they endured, . and ■ the fame 
fchemes of revenge. S^uaKte's cataftroph^ 
■who was. Irkcwife a Geld-coajt Negroe, and 
had embarked m theirdcfigns, worked tBem 
, up, almort to friadnefs, and, tit this time (rf 
my difmalleft- diftrefs, they were contriving 
to make fpeedy ahd'effiiftiMii examples of 
ourcomnrion periecutors; having fixed upon 
the vijry Ji^ht,. i^hick, wds delwied for n^ 
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undoing, toexecute their projeft. The day 
preceding it, being SuHd<ty>,. when* the Ne- 
groes- are fuffered (the only pkafure they cn~ 
jby). to bt with their families,, and' to-work 
m the little fpors that yieid-rfiem vegetable 
fbod, they had more abundant opportunity 
for their machinations, and eleven at night 
waspitched'upon for them toTife,. furround' 
thehotjfe,, burHMt,.with all the out-houfes». 
aridto miflacrethe Carttrsj. father and foni . 
with 0«//«^ who* had frequently been ther 
laufeof, and^promoted'naaDy orthB-cruelj- 
ties a&ed'i towards- them,*. Uit if they met" 
with no-oj^fition from - tte white ■ fervants- 
- and ■ovcrfecrSfc- determined to Ihed nomorc- 
blood, but to fcize what ptovifions and arms 
they tho^ht reqyifitej. and' then efcapr, or 
feht their waj^throagh,, towards; the Apala-- 
chian mountains-, where they propofed to 
maintain^ their libertyagarnft all oppofers.- 
Thus, mydeareft Tommf, you fee how hea^ 
venorderedthingsinourfavour,. which fre- 
quently remindi me of tho& cotcellent lines 
of our favourite p^et, 

Sv dear to- Heaven is'/aintliie ch'ajlity, 
^hat, when a Joulis found ^cerelyfoy 
A tboiijand livery' d angels lacquey ber^ . 
driving far off each thing of fin or guilt. 

As to-my party little irnxgining either the - 
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dangci- or deliverance that awaited , me, 1 
pafled the day in my ufual perturbations of 
mind ; and, in Ihort, preparing for the exit, ■ 
which I had refolved upon; if my hapd was 
forced in wedlock's band with, your con-' 
temptible rival i nor dfd- the then fi'tuation 
of my labouring, anxious boibm, fufier mc 
to reflcift that God had placed bis catmon a~ 
gainfi Jelf murder, j but I have hearcf you fay, 
that many fuch inftances of fuicide arife 
from frenzy, induced by misfortunes orwealt 
nerves, and that you could never imagine" 
any perfons of.reaibn or rcfleftion, could 
cooly and' deliberately make away with him- 
feif; that the G«ci word fignifying ;na(t- 
nefs, implied almoft as much,, and that the' 
fuicide, like oth,er,inadmen,.dvi'eU5.tpocon- . 
ftantly and intently upon fume fixed gloomy 
thdught, which caufes his lunacy. ToJ^ 
fure I wast and rcafon I had, quite deliriouis 
' with my griefs, or fovile a metho4 of cfcap-- 
■ ing my pains had not found harbour in- my 
brain. As to the Carters ahd Mifs 0«/rt;fi 
thdy put on a more referved ■ air than ordi- 
nary, all the day; but towards evening, I 
obferved fb riiuch "whifperJfig* '. backwards 
and forwards, fuch queer .and quaint looks 
at mc, fo many fly winks and nods, that I 
began to be alarmed, and. Heaven to be 
fure infpiring me, refolved to fit up late in 
our chamber riiat night, to fioiflithe reading 
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a book, which happened by fome accident 
to be in- the houft, which was nor worthy of 
fuch a trcafure j namely Lucas of happinefs. 
When the foul is overfpread with gloom and 

- melancholy, we become fuperftitioiis, and 
the lighceli: circumftances adminiftcr to our 

"diforderi my nofe accidentally droped two 
or thiee drops of blood; ihJs you may be 
iure I alfo conftrued into a warning of fome 
intended evil, which ftill confirmed me in 
my refolution. Thus, differently affefted, 
we feparated at our ufual hour, which was 
nine, and Mifs Oulton and I went up to our 
chamber, where obferving me take the book - 
and ftat myfelf d©wn, fhe ufed great perfua- 
fions for me .to- come to bed, and infilled 
upon it with a warmth, that ftill more and 
more fujM-izcd me, and, feeing me refolvcd 
to the contrary, fat dqwaat the table by 
me, ^d feemed to fall' into a d^e, which 
continued for near half an hour : (he there 
appeared to wake, for it was all grJmacej 
and again peftered nie to go to bed, which 
I-excufed myfiSM" from doing to finilh the 
Book i by this time the clock had ftiuck ten, 
and_ madam» with, a mortified air, told me 
ihc would not go to reft before me,, and, in 
abont a minate after, fell afliMp,, to all ap- ' 
pearance again^ for another Half hour, at 
teaft i when feeming to walte, fhe cried, it. 
isa fine night, I'll go.and take a walk b^ 
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fore the door, fincc you won't go to bed, till 
you have done, and, fo faying, bolted out of 
the room and down flairs ; (he had not been 
gone above a quarter of an . hour, before t 
heard her, as I thought, (^omc foftly up a- 
gain ; but, good God ! what was- my fur- 
prjzc, to furvcy yaung Carter, in his night- 
gown, enter my door, and>, the minute he 
had got into the foom, faflen it on the in- 
fide. At firft my tongue was ty'd by the 
ftrange fight, and I trembled . from head to 
foot, no longer doubting but fomc bad uf- 
agc awaited me ; but rcfuming myfelf, after 
thefe moments of fuddcn amazement,. I- 
cried, in an elevated tone of voice, and with 
a countenance all inflam'd. What is your 
meaning, Mr Carter, that, without any ce- 
remony, you enter my ^lartment at this late 
hour, and that you have fecured tBp door f" 
pray retire. Sir, and learn to a.£b_ rnore be- 
comingly to a viiitor and a pcrfon o'f my 
fex.

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truded upon a virgin's ears before. In Ihorc, 
I was To aftonifhcd that I could make no re- 
ply, and the brute at once fcizing me in his 
■arms, endeavoured to bear me towards the 
bed, which, crying and fcrcaming, I en- 
■dcavoured to prevent with all the little 
^Tcngth I had. Oh ! my Tommy, what were 
my thoughts at this dire moment ! — words 
are too infufficient to paint all the horror 
and tcn-or of my mind ! howcverj my ef- 
f<Mts were fo powerful, that my antagonift 
began to tire, and, feeing he could c^rry 
me no further, ' let me fall on the middle of 
the floor, with diflicvelcd hair and torn at- 
tire, and *ould have proceeded to liberties 
that are ftiocking to me, even in idea. 

Juft at this inftant, when I was qutK 
-weakened and jaded, rather dead than alive, 
and almofl: incapable longer to fupport the 
cruel conflift, I heard Oulten^ voice at the 
door, and continued knocking, attended 
with thcfe words, Mr Carter ! Mr Carter ! 
Lord help us 1 the Negroes are all in arms, 
and have fct fire to theftoresandout-houfes! 

— for God fake! make hafte! we iKall 

all be, murdered ! — —your father it getting 
up! and, indeed, turning my weeping eyes 
towards the window, I perceived an extraor- 
dinary light, as of fire, and refumed fpirits 
enough to cry — —Blefled powers!' — -this 
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is your goodnefs ! Oh ! fire ! — murder I 

any thing let me meet, rather than ftay. in 
this curfcd houfe ! Upon fuch alarmmg tid- 
.ings, the wretch, at once, difengaged me, 
and, running to the door, opened it and 
went down ftiurs, with his cwjfin, whilft J 
got up and flung myfclf into a cliair, a tor- 
rent of tears ftrcaming from my eyes, and* 
Heaven forgive mcJ wiflied the Nezroes 
might prevail and punifli my unworthy foeS:j 
but in lefs than naif an hour I was raifed 
from my ftate of infenfihility by the report 
of guns, the ihouts of the flaves, and now 
and then repeated groans, and I thought j 
heard Mifs Oulten fcream and cry fiar mercy, 
in her turn : The horrid confufion of founds 
fbon drowned hervoice.and looking through 
thc-window, I perceived the hoofe lurround- 
-ed by the fab!e mutineers, and in a few 
minutes after the flames afccnding up to n^ 
apartment. 'Twas in vain now I thought, 
to think of living more, and abating ioine 
tender thoughts <rf my dear mother and you, 
■which ftill dwelt in my fuffering mind, and 
.tumedmy views to life, I was refigncd to 
the fate that awaited me — had known too 
many forrows to quit this mortal ftage with 
relu&ance, and, fallijag on my knees, in 
that .poftiure, exptfted the devouring cle- 
ment to liirround me; ferv>ently thanking 
£iod for all his mercies j particularly fur the

Iftft, my efcape from violation, — praying for 
my parents — you — my enemies — and re- " 
commending my foul to his gracious care. 
A calm accompanied this holy exercife that 
was furprizing, and a dying martyr could 
not have felt more inward peace and confo- 
lation : Providence, howeverj -thought fit 
to relieve me from my condition, and, hear- 
ing a noifc at the door, I turned my eyes 
■towards it, and perceived a white man en- 
ter, who approaching me with great refpcft 
— ieemed ftruck with mypofture; — but, all 
in a hurry, cried — Mifs ! for God fake let 
me fave your life ! — if you ftay a minute you 
are loft ! and taking me by the hand, led, 
«r rather pulled me down ilairs, whilft I 
heard the wainfcots of the .adjacent rooms 
crackling with the flames which had even 
caught the balhiftres, and was almoft fcorched 
indefcending them. My guidefeurricd meto 
the back of the houfe, and, through a door 
that opened into the garden, .we made our 
«fcape, and then, holding by his arm, fear 
adding wings to our fpcfed, [we traverfed, 
unobftrved, the back walks tothe Savannah, 
where another white man waited with three 
horfes, on one of which being placed, and' 
my affiftants mounting the others, the filence 
all along obferved was broken by my deli- 
verer's faying, Mifs, pray ride as faft as pof- 
Cble — an hour will bring us out of danger. 
U 
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With cfes lifted up, in humble acknowledg-^ 
ment to the Divine Being, I followed him— 
not couid utter one word, my heart was fa 
full, and in thjs condition, in about the time 
mentioned, we ftoped at a large houfe, the 
inhabitants of which were alarmed by my 
companions acquainting them of the mif- 
chicf doing at Cartfr's. I did not recolleft 
that I had ever feen the face trf" any perfon 
about me; but a well looking matron-like 
woman eying me with tenderneft, faid to 
one of the men, is this young gendewoman 
a relation of your mafter's ? No, madanfi, 
he replied, 'tis Mifs Barlow, whom I refcu- 
ed at the hazard of my life. At thefc words 
ftic welcomed me to her houfe — told me ihe 
was forry for my fright, and faid ihe knew 
my mother very well. Hearing that dear 
name, I now thought myfelf in a place of 
fecurity, and foon learned that it was the 
houfe and plantation c^ one Mr M'Dougal, 
and that it was near fix miles further from 
our hotife, than Colonel Carter's. After thefc 
good men had withdrawn, for they foon wcnc 
to raifc the country, I underftood by ipy 
kind hoftefs, that one was the clerk and the 
other an overfeer of Carter's j but as to their 
thinking of me and indilcement to run the 
hazard' of faving me, tl^at I was to learn 
from their own mouths. The family was in 
fuch a confternation, that no one offered a- 
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g^n to go to bed, and, 39 to my part, though 
advifcd to thstrefrcihment, I was in no con- 
dition to take it. In an hour after, the houfe 
waa full of planters, all armed, for Mr 
M'Doggai was a major of the militia, who 
foon marched off, headed by that gentle; 
tnaii) towards Carter'^ plantation, and my 
two- refcucra a little while after returning; 
ti\formed us that thcy^ had alarmed the whole 
countfy about as, and that above two hunj 
died men were marching from all pacts to 
quell the rebellious Negroes. It was now 
broad day, and Ac fame perfons then ac- 

Juainted us of every thing relating to cha 
regret confpiracy, which I have told you 
before, ana further informed us fhat old 
Carter, his fiwi and Mifs Oultort, with feven 
W eight white men, were murdered j the 
whole plantation deib:oyed, and nothing 
foared but the Negroe quarter at the further 
fide of the Savannah r That the father and 
ion were Jhot, and Oulton,. flying, iW/'^y, waS 
ovemikcn at the wood fide and ftabbed 4 
That the perfon« who rcfcued me, coming 
from a plantation at fbme diilance, drawn by 
the fire and report of guns at their mafter's, 
found her alonc^ expiring, and that Ihe ut- 
tered thefe words. Oh! I have defcrved all 
thifj — for God fake, if poffible, fty tomy 
room 1 — fave poor Fanny: Barlozo ! —let me 
be the inftrument. of doing fome good to 
U 2 
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that young creature !— whom I have fo'inucli 
abuftd !" and with a hideous gioan- flie im- 
mediately furtendcrcd her br-cadi : Th^thcy 
then, pecceiving all loft, and thsQavesem- 
jiloyed in ^loading ihemielTCs with plunder 
from the ftores, for they took nothing from 
the houie,. burning ir with aU in. it, one of 
them haftcd to provide horfes, and the other, 
at the utmoft riOc, generoufly obeyed the 
orders of his dying miftreft, as I have re- 
lated. I exppcifed my fincere latitude to 
my prcfervcrs for my life, and pronHfed- to ' 
procure them a fuicable rcward-from my pa- 
rents, to whom Mrs M'Dougal promifed to 
convey me the next day, ana foon; after they 
departed with -another party, in purfait of 
the rebels, promifmg to come to my father's 
when: they had contributed- all ift their power 
to revenue their mailer's death. The next 
morning; Major- M'Dou^al returned homc» 
and informed as that the'Negroes had re- 
treated.towards Virgima, having loft twenty 
of their number, and that the Whites had al- 
ready had eleven^ killed : he was, wounded, 
which was the reafon of his leaving his duty.. 
And now the good gentlewoman performed' 
her promife, and after, taking leav,e of the- 
wopthy family in. a manner fuitaUe to my- 
obligations.to.it, attended by two.fervants, 
1 fet out for my father's houfe, to which ! 
had now been fo long a ftranger, full ^of 
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eager expeftatioh to embrace my dearefl: 
mother. MytEo'ughts, during the journey', 
were taken up in rcflefting, with a thankful 
mind, on thcvEViiders wroughtinmy favour- 
and \my happy deliverance, and I fincertly' 
prayed for forgivenefs- and mercy to all my: 
late enemies, wHo' now were .gone to give 
account of their miftieeds, before a Being 
whofe anger they hftd fo much- provoked.- 
It was.evening before we came to our houfe, . 
having met with no interruption incur jour-- 
Hcy, but from the number of armed parties 
that queflioned U8 as we paft them. My far- 
ther, feared out of his-wils, wa« uponthe^ 
fame expedition* fo that I'foitnd" only my 
mother, at home, who received me as one' 
&om the grave ; we mutually flicd tears of 
unaflFeded joy,, and were never tired of em- 
bracing one another ; ifie had beenimpoftd ' 
upon'all this whilt and told that Iwas well 
and eafy, and dcfired her, from^ime to time 
to permit me to prolong my ftay at Carter's j . 
but vrhen ihc underAood all 2 had uoder" 
wcnt, and the cruel ufage of my father, I' 
thought flie nould have died with ar^ifht. 
She was-fi) much irritated againft the unfor- 
tunate family, that ihc coiiTd not help even 
<liewing"^ibme fatisftrftioft- at their ptjnifbr 
ment J but foon check'4 herfelf by a more 
chrrftianfpirit of thinking. Ten days after, 
4&T father leturned with, the news that tl^e 
V 3 •. 
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Negroes had, at loflrrgMnedthe faftnelTes-or 
■the- mountains, to- die oumber of fixty or 
thereabout, the reft being killed hj their 
purfuers, where they ftiU hold out ^ainft 
all the focec of the two coloatest. ffe far— 
riier informed" as, that he had' received an. 
account from the- men' who faveime,. of all. 
diat miraculous afFiUP ; but added,, to my- 
great and fincere- griefs that the generous-- 
worthy creatures -had' both loft-their lives by; 
the enemy's fipc,, about five days- beftwe J byr 
which, continued'he,!- have loft thc-^por- 
tunity- of rewarding fo.niuch' m«rit.. He- 
ihen> with a- tendfcmefs that amazed mcy. 
embraced ray mother, and, advancing ta^ 
me, folded his- amis about me, and cried, 
—the tears (landing in his eyes — my Fanny!: 
—my dear Fati^ ! — can you fosgive me ? — 
I have «fed you fadly indeed:- I'noiw fuffep 
more than I- can- fpcak !— Oh l tha I' fhould 
wrong fo^ much virtue !' 1 was fo_. afl^<fted 
with his ej^re(nons,,that tfell on my fcneesj 
and'faid^ dear Sir,— I fliall. never remember 
any thing riiat has pafled-— my future life 
will be too fliort to-, repay this goadnefs'^— 
now indeed' I. know what it is to ha,ve a fa^ 
thcr '—all that Thav© endured is fiiUy re- 
paid I My mother's eyes ran over with; tear* 
of joyj fhe bleffe^ this, hwpy unexpefted 
change, hung about his neck,. and faid, this 
igias the moft blifsfuLhour. of: hct life. 1m 
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Ihort my father had been lb truly affefted 
with this fatal cataftrophe of Carter's, that 
Ft made a total change inhis difpofition- and 
temper, and'aday or two afterwanfei which 
was thc-firittime he mctnioned you,, excepD 
in paQioiT,. Cmcx he feat you away^ or that 
wc dared t»- mention you before him, he- 
iiirprized- my mother and me by the follow- 
ing words-. Oh !mry deardaughtcr — L have- 
wronged- yoir — HcaT«n kaa declared againlt: 
BS — would to God,, my desF,. turniag to my- 
mother,. — t had' taken youc advice with re* 
gardto poor Tim — he gencroolly told us the 
«>nfetjuences of ufing our JVc^iftf/'with'Cru- 
elty, andread the dcftioy of his enemies the 
ttvo Carters, at whofe inftigation I- fold him. 
— Lwifti^he was.hcre— I wotddaik-his-par- , 
don— Nayi I think I could give him my 
daughter- 1 Nofurprizowasevengreaterthaii. 
ours i but, poor man, though his repeniftnce 
was. late, it was.fiHcere — he from that day 
always fpoke of you with affeftion — hoped, 
he Ihould-^ve to hear from you^ aad ufed. 
his fervanfs and Negroes, ai well as my mo- 
ther and me,, fo tenderly;' t-hat our ufual 
dread of hhn was turned into fincere love 
andrcverehcc He reconciled himfelf with 
Mr GtrJen, and^. but for. joQur ali^ent^ we 
had' been- entirely happy. 

Indeed ooe thing very aiudi troubled ma^ 
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for enquiring after nif pborfaithful Martha^ 
my father, with great contrition, told u% 
that he had'ufed'her with great fererity,, had 
riien fold her to another planter, who" hav- 
ing bchared inhumanly to her,, (he fell ilV 
and died the fccond day of Her illncls,- ofa;- 
violent fever. Thus I was difappointed iir 
that earneft delire I had, to difplay my gra- 
titude to tftofe whoJiad been my fail friends j, 
but pure and untainted'enjoynrent is not the^, 
lot of mortals in this life, l mourned over-' 
her fate with tears of real forrow,, and my 
father, expreffed his repcntaDce for his u(age' 
of her. Perfcftly eafy now in my fituatioit; 
at home once again, my thoughts became 
fixed to their old object,, and my limmy't 
abfence and my ignorance- of his. fortune ' 
drew inceflant tears from- my eyes. The- 
arguments of Mr Gta-don, more thart any 
thing, fupported my fpirits, he- rcprefented 
your ftrange fortune,- the miracksthat had* 
almoft,. been perfonned in yeuf^favourj and' 
told me he did not doubt but God would' 
reftore you to us. Buf ah ! my dear Taw*- 
npf; year- after ^fsir. rolling away^ and -no 
tiding of yoUj reduced my foul to the very- 
brink of defpair, and my body-ahnoftto. the 
gravfc. Oh 1 heavensi' in this firuatioi:^. 
how good you'WBsto me and' my afflicted' 
mother ! — Letters arrived from you in Vir- 
ginia, aceom|ramcdby thiidesarwatcb^.wkich 
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.has been my conftant companion ewt* fince, 
tokens of remembrance to your otKer friends, 
all difplaying that good, that grateful breaft, 
and letters of your ftrange and blefled re- 
verie of fortune. Oh ! the tumultuous joy 
my foul then experienced— in ftiort, I had 
not ftrength to fupport the glad tidings, but 
f^ntcd in my father and mother's arms ; and 
when I recovered— I furveyed your con- 
ftancy and perfeverance, in your love to me, 
with a gratitude that is inexprelTible, and 
that ftill increafed my affeftion, if poITible, 
to the object of my fear and my care. My 
father was charmed with your •difpofition 
and temper ; for, if you remember, you afk- 
ed after his welfare kindly, in your letter to 
my mother, and faid, he hoped he Ihould 
live to prove defcnrlng -your forgivenefs j 
but providence, perhaps, alas ! to punifh 
■his former obduratenefs, permitted him not 
to live to this joyful day ; for foon after he 
feu ill of the fpotted fever, which carried 
him off in iefs than a week. He, by his 
will, left eight thouland pounds to me, and 

■ the reft of his fortune, which my mother has 
£nce turned into calh, being five thoufand 
pounds more, to her for life,, and then to me 
and my heirs,, and defired tabe rem^mbeied 
with his laft breath to you. Indeed he had 
latterly behaved fo kindly, fo much like a 

- patent, that we lamented his death with un- 
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, feigned tears. And now, expecting yourrc-i 
turn every day witl» impatience, I began td 
,grow diftraftcd almoft with ytour delay, when 
, Mr Fergujen was ib good to take a tour to 
Virgima, on purpofe to get. tidings of" ytni j 
and here again, we were informed, yoo wa« 
unfortunately a prifoner to the" Fretuh, and- 
was likely to be fent to Eurepe. Thin my 
full-blown hopes again were blafted^ and 
fmcethat my mother and I have dragged oit 
a wretched being, always divided betwixt 
beguiling hope and cnxl fear. But at laft 
God has given you to my eyes, and you are 
fafcly returned to poflefa that place in my 
arms that was always deftined foryou. Her* 
the charming maid ceafed her afre^ing nar' 
ration, and Mr Anderpn folding her in his 
arms, told her he now hoped to recompcnce 
all her fufFerings, and never more to be out 
of her fight. He lamented the death of her 
father, and faid, if He had lived he fhould 
have thought himfelf ftill more happy, and'. 
over aad over, beftowed the warmeft enco- 
miums upon the behavtoiff of Squ&nte,, Mar~ 
tha, and her two deliverers, vufhing they 
had lived till his arrival, and faying he fhouid 
pot have thought half his fortune a fufficient 
rcoempience for their goodnefs to his darling 
Fanny. ' I Ihort, through the. whole ftory « 
her injurious treatment, he was now worked 
up to paflionj. anon melted- into teacs,: mi- 
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again lifting up his hands and eyes in ad- ' 
miration and thanklgivirig. When they re- 
turned into the houfe, he once more cm- 
braced his dear friends, and flinging his ' 
"arms round Mrs Barlow's neck, fajd, my 
dear mamma! I have two mothers now j but 
you was my firft, and ihall ever have my 
wanneft aifeftion. He then propofed^ that, 
in a day or two, they Ihould take a tour to 
the (hip, telling them he had brought fome 
things as a temmony of his gratitude and 
rcfpcft, and others from his parents, as pre- 
fonts to them — which he hoped would prove 
agreeable. He prefcntcd Fanny with a ring 
from his fathea-, and the rich box from his 
mother, which ifiie received with her ufual 
grace, her eyes ^arkling upon her lover, 
andlier bofcun heaving with acknowIcdg« 
mcnt, and tlwy were admired by the whole 
company. 

The next day he eameftly befought his 
dear Mrs Barloia to fpcnd the reft of her 
days with him and her daughter in England, 
to «rtiich ftie anfwered, that fhe needed no 
intreaty to that, but was ready to depart 
whtn they did, for life would be life no 
where' without them, and Ihe had dilpofed 
of all her aflfairs in Maryland in order to fet- 
tle where they thought proper. Her grate- 
ful fanfe.turaediiera thoufand acknowledg- 
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ments for her condefceniion, and promifed 
to confult her eafe in all he did. He then 
endeavoured to perfiiadc Mr Fergitfon, his 
fpoufe and Mr Gordon to come to the fame 
refolve, prdmifing they Ihould be Iharers of 
all his fortune ; but as they were now ^juite 
wedded to the country and climate, they did 
not choofe to remove to Europe ; and' there- 
fore, he firft made Mr and Mrs Fergufen a 
prefent of one thoufand pounds, amd five- 
hundred pounds to Mr Gordott, promifiiig 
that on aU occafions, at the leaft warning, 
they fliould command any fam he was maf- 
ter of.

For honeft Dmtcan 
Murray^ he botight a pretty plantation, and 
gave him one hwidrcd pounds to ftock it 
and fetile on it, and m^ie magnificent re- 
turns to Major M'Dougal and his Ipotife for 
their goodnefs to his Famy. ~ In a few days 
they vifited the Captain, on fhipboard, when 
Mr Anderjon prefented to Mr Gori/oH and Mr 
Fergujon the library he had purchafed for 
them, as a joint poffeffion between them, 
which coft him hear one hundred and fifty 
pounds, at which Mr Gordon faid, Well, Sir^ 
this indeed is fome fmall amends for the lofs 
we are going to fuftain of your fociety, and- 
that of thefe two Jadies. The ladies were 
all three pleafcd with the rich filks, fcnt by 
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Mrs Anderjmi which were of the fineft 
fabric and the n«wcft patterns, and it wa6-a 
work of fome days'taconvey all thcfe thiogv 
up to Senefuxon. 

At length the expe£led day arrived, which- 
was to unite the hands., of the moft -faithful 
pair, that evcrxn-tered the bands c^ Hymen-. 
They never looked more beautiful than 
that day, and Mr Gori^H' perfbrnied the ce- 
remony with an edifying folemnity. A fu* 
perb entertainment, ae- which all the neigh- 
bouring planters afiifted, with mufic' and 
dancing, according to the genius -of th-e 
country, fucceeded ; and the rapturous night 
made them ftill dearer to each other, than.

Three weeks longer were fpent in all the de>- 
lights of love and friendfhip at Senefuxon, -. 
when our lovers began to think of departing 
for Europe, and, having taken a mournful, , 
affeAionate farewell of Mr Gordon, ■ and Mv . 
and Mrs FergufoVi who faw them to the fliip, 
Mr Anderjon and his lady and Mrs Barlow 
embarked, and failed up James-river, from . 
whence they repaired to fVilUam/burgb, where 
they were nobly entertained by Mv M'Ken-- 
X 
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zie, with whom Mr Andirfon fettled hisOniv 
affairs and' his father's. Here he received 
fetters of thanks and fine prefents from the 
povernora' of Canada and MvoHle-^ in return, 
for thofe he fent from France — and" heard, 
ro his great fatisfaftiorv, that all Capt. Mat- 
thnvfert's icrvants, to whom he had been fo 
generouSj profpered in their affairs^ 

Their voyage to England was Ipeedy and' 
profperous, and Mr Andirjon landed at Partf- 
moutby with a cargo, his lovely wife and 
dcareft mother, fupcrior, in- his mind, to 
all tlie gold and diamonds of the Indiej: 
Fi-om thence,, after fhcwing them every thing 
remarkable in the journeyi they went to Lm^ 
don, in a coach and fix, where, upon sd- 
-♦■d^ vice from him, his fathel- and mother were 
'^* arrived at Mr Perkih\ to receive them, and 
with grateful afFeftion embraced theirdaugh- 
ter-in-law^ti: her mother,, who foon be- 
came thftr infcparable companions, and ex- 
tremely f6nd,OT their new coufms.
